'Chronicle' letter-writers and the editors who love them: a field guide

“Would you like to know a secret, just 
between you and me 

I don’t know where I’m going next 
I don’t know where I’m gonna be 
But that’s the other side to this life I’ve 
been leading 

But that’s the other side to this life.” 

- Fred Neil, “Other Side to This Life” 
The summer invites melancholy, though 
this year’s season is ennobled by rain. Instead 
of being lost in the sway of heat, I stand 
watching storms thunder in the distance. The 
Chronicle does not have nor offer any absolute 
truths. We insist on the dance and demand 
dialogue. We believe not in black and white, 
truth and lies, but in the flow and the rain. 

This isn’t the first time this column 
has focused on those who write letters 
to the Chronicle or post on our website, 
austinchronicle.com. In the past, though, the 
focus has been more on tone than on content. 
There is a variety of approaches writers take 
that is also worth considering, as are the strat- 
egies employed to gain the advantage over 
the Chronicle (including individual writers 
and editors). This last approach is essentially 
an attempt by writers to claim what is meta- 
phorically the higher (or “power”) chair while 
positioning the one(s) addressed in much 
smaller (more subservient) chairs; it is usu- 
ally made boldly, with a condescending tone, 
a literary sneer, or inquiries as to the mental 
health, education, and preparedness of the 
Chronicle editors/writers addressed. 

At its most basic, the Chronicle offers infor- 
mation and entertainment, but, just as impor- 
tantly, it deals in ideas designed to engage 
readers as well. There is no rock-solid, parti- 
san truth here - no absolutely indisputable, 
ideological statements; objectively unobjec- 
tionable criticisms; and/or God’s-truth news/ 
event reporting. The driving conceit of this 
paper is that it features intelligent writing 
by knowledgeable and passionate critics, as 


well as news/political reporting that is most 
importantly fair and informed but which also 
clearly represents a point of view. Chronicle 
reporting is obviously opinionated, but there 
is no attempt to pretend that it is other- 
wise. Writers’ positions (there is no cohesive 
Chronicle “house” position, but rather shared 
values and concerns, with writers very much 
free to express their points of view) should 
be overt, without any attempt to pretend the 
reporting is unbiased or “objective.” 

The drive is to invite thought and initiate 
debate. The Chronicle not only prints as many 
letters as will fit in the print edition but hosts 
lively and mostly uncensored discussions 
online. The more opinions and ideas we can 
present, the better. There is no attempt to 
impose our vision on the reader or to chide 
them if they have different takes; instead, the 
goal is a cacophony of differing voices. 

At its core, the Chronicle exists because 
of and for you, the reader. If this publica- 
tion were simply an exercise in vanity, cre- 
ated entirely for the purpose of egotistically 
showing off our opinions and our writing, it 
would have disappeared a long time ago. In 
this case, if the Chronicle were falling in the 
woods and no one cared, it not only wouldn’t 
make a sound but would also evaporate. 
Engaged readers, who bring their own knowl- 
edge, ideas, and opinions to each issue, are 
the necessary dance partners to the contents 
of each issue. The Chronicle is not a free- 
floating authority or Wizard of Oz voice. This 
paper’s basic existence lies in its interaction 
with the readers. 

Now, our complicated relationship with 
these readers changes all the time. If those 
who cherish us at some point do not despair 
over our stupidity at another time, then our 
legitimacy leaks away. This should not be 
a paper that delights one group of readers 
all the time. Not only are we never sure of 
your fidelity, but because of what we are and 
because of who you are, we neither could 


nor should be. We should have to win your 
love again and again with each issue, always 
risking and regularly achieving your scorn 
and contempt as well. The relationship 
between paper and readers should never 
sink to stasis. 

Now, given that we exist for debate and 
insist on discussion, the ways in which read- 
ers approach the paper is often entertaining. 
There are those who accuse us of being able 
to dish it out but not take it, usually because 
there is some kind of response to criticism. 
But because the idea here is not a formal 
debate, with each side limited to a number of 
timed responses, but instead a freewheeling, 
ongoing exchange, this charge really doesn’t 
make sense. 

There are any numbers of carefully thought- 
through strategies letter-writers favor that 
we’ve all come to appreciate here at the paper. 
Describing certain categories of these by 
necessity requires generalizations. There is no 
way to discuss the differing qualities of word 
choices, range of tone, and attitude evidenced 
within each category. 

At the high end is that tone of utterly other- 
worldly condescension intended to represent 
a heroic effort to overcome Chronicle- induced 
ennui. Implied is that even if the letter is neg- 
ative (as they almost always are), we should 
all feel thrilled that this person stooped to 
write it to a publication as undeserving as 
this one. Clearly, we should accept all its 
criticisms as truths and dance in the streets, 
passing out garlands to honor the weary and 
wearying effort of the letter-writer. 

At the other end are those letters that 
declare that the writer has stopped reading 
the Chronicle. More moderate writers will 
acknowledge they still pick up the occasional 
issue but have quit reading our worthless 
reviews, listings, event recommendations, 
and/or some column. They point out that 
this is because the whole Chronicle or the part 
addressed has become so (irrel- 


evant, square, boring, conceited, corrupt, 
intellectually bankrupt, etc.). Consequently, 
ordinarily they wouldn’t be offering comments 
on something in the current issue because 
of their personal boycotts. Unfortunately, 
through no fault of their own, they have 
again been forced to confront our idiocy. 
Sometimes, they were just walking along 
when an open Chronicle flew into their faces; 
other times, they were just reaching across 
a dining table for salt when they chanced to 
glance a neighbor’s issue. Other times it was 
that, having run low on toilet paper, and with 
the Chronicle adequate for nothing else, they 
were scrunching up some pages when they 
noticed some outrage. Making it clear they 
are no longer readers, they then question our 
credibility, intentions, and more. 

Since part of the purpose is to engage our 
readers, these folks are determined to give us 
neither satisfaction nor credence. They have 
to take us to task for our idiocy but want to 
make it perfectly clear that the paper serves 
no function, nor does it have any impact 
in their lives. In general, they assert, the 
Chronicle is worthless, with the particular 
item to which they are responding being 
extra- offensively stupid. 

Some so hate a review of a film, CD, 
live performance, book, or whatever that, 
rather than just disagree with it, they go on 
to explain how it is not really a review. It’s 
not just that the opinion it offers is truly 
ignorant and lacking in reason; it is that the 
overall review is not really even a review at 
all! Rather than cogent, it is chaos; rather 
than an opinion, it is a literary accident 
- a collection of words grouped almost 
accidentally, lacking any guiding writerly 
intelligence. Evidently, floating about some- 
where in the universe are tablets, similar 
to the Ten Commandments, that explain 
the rules as to exactly what a review is and 
isn’t. Oddly, none of us here at the Chronicle 
has encountered the tablets; thus, ignorant 
of the rules, we don’t follow them, which 
often drives our letter-writers to distraction, 
utterly frustrated that we can’t follow these 
simple yet holy guidelines. The final result 
is that it is not simply that our critic has a 
different opinion from the letter-writer but 
rather that he or she has insulted common 
decency and demeaned civilization by vio- 
lating divinely described criteria as to what 
exactly a “review” is.

The Chronicle editors, according to at least some letter-writ- 
ers, are a motley bunch of clowns and morons, none of whom 
is anywhere near as wise as the letter-writers. As we have again 
and again let reams of incoherent blasphemy be published, it 
is truly remarkable that a staff of such stunning incompetents 
manage to get their shoes on every morning, much less pub- 
lish a paper every week. 

But perhaps this is not so surprising after all, given our true 
motivations. An idiot, perhaps, might think that a very com- 
munity-oriented paper crammed with editorial that addresses 
politics and culture is actually well-intentioned, even if one 
disagrees with much of what it has to say. Aha! Then we would 
have you fooled: It’s not just that we are a moral leper colony 
offering egocentric flights of fantasy and intellectual garbage, 
but that we are deliberately corrupt. 

The main idea couldn’t possibly be to publish the best paper 
we can! How foolish! First, despite the fact that we publish a 
large “Postmarks” section and many online forums, our real 
ambition is to shut up those with whom we disagree. Then 
we want to get sex ads into the hands of small children and 
tobacco ads into the hands of saints and to champion evil 
against those good and holy ones sworn to protect us. That 
and provide employment for the Moser family, of course. 

Okay, so sometimes the constant stream of vitriol and 
vehement hostility wears a bit. The level of mean-spirited- 
ness is just so ugly and unrelenting. Still, inherent in this 
vile river of intent and attitude, there is redemption. Despite 
all, there is an underlying insistence on the value of each 
individual reader and writer, of privileging the value of each 
and everyone’s thoughts.

NAKED CITY 


It seems there may be a silver lining to the rain clouds that 
have plagued Austin all summer. The Edwards Aquifer 
Authority reported last Friday that, due to consistent down- 
pours throughout the first half of 2007, the aquifer has 
reached a record level for the month of July at 698 feet 
above mean sea level, edging out the previous record by 
about 3 feet. The aquifer is continuing to rise, said authori- 
ty general manager Robert Potts, and its level is only 5 feet 
away from the all-time high set in June 1992. The effect of 
the rain will revitalize the aquifer in ways not seen in years, 
possibly causing old, forgotten, or unknown wells to spring 
to life, no pun intended. Also, dormant parts of the spring 
system, such as the San Antonio and San Pedro, will 
become active, Potts said. The news is cause for celebra- 
tion among conservationists, who feared increasing demand 
from the aquifer’s biggest customer, the San Antonio Water 
System, would place the aquifer in peril in the event of an 
extreme drought. Earlier this year, the state Legislature 
approved a water bill that massively raised pumping caps 
set by the legislation that formed the authority. - Justin Ward 

Speaking of water, after vetting the public’s concerns - add- 
ing some areas to the floodplain and pulling others out - 
the Federal Emergency Management Agency is soliciting 
nontechnical input on four new floodplain maps. After 
issuing preliminary maps last year, FEMA’s nearly finalized 
maps of Fort Branch, Shoal, West Country Club (Tributary 1 
and 3), and Williamson creeks are prepped and ready for

as a member of the city’s Social Equity Commission, 
chairing the Affordable Housing Subcommittee; and 
as a member of the Capital Area Planning Council 
Executive Committee.

Town Lake didn’t roil with blood, and the 
solar panels atop City Hall didn’t turn as black 
as sackcloth, but opening Sunday’s Statesman, 
BTP encountered a milder, but no less unmistak- 
able, sign of the apocalypse: agreeing with Rich 
Oppel. In trumpeting some good ideas, let’s 
hope Rich hasn’t given them the kiss of death. 

Returning to the topic of recent bludgeon- 
ings, the opportunity City Council has to 
redefine the city manager’s office in the wake 
of Toby Futrell’s departure, in his editorial, 
Oppel itemized four suggestions: Have the 
mayor’s office draft the City Council agenda, 
give council an independent budget analyst, 
give them independent legal counsel, and 
sever the connection between the city auditor 
and the city manager. “In the final analysis, the 
council needs to make clear that the manager 
works for them,” Oppel opines. “Not the other 
way around.” 

When the Statesman editor sounds like he’s 
subbing for this column - well, the seventh 
seal’s truly been pried apart. 

Of course, this polarity shift didn’t arrive 
unprompted; it occurred partially in response 
to Futrell’s unveiling of the proposed fiscal year 
2007-’08 budget last week. And wouldn’t you 
know it - the cliffhanger looming over its prepa- 
ration, a $27.5 million gap between incoming 
revenue and proposed spending, had been 
closed. Futrell dismissed the deficit that wasn’t 
as in line with filled gaps of budgets past, which 

- file away for future reference - clock in around 
some 4% of the total general fund. 

So now she tells us. 

Cue the Locusts 

“To me, it brings into question the value of 
having an early budget forecast,” Lee Leffingwell 
says of the initial financial forecast’s dire predic- 
tions, ultimately ephemeral as death looming 
over a chessboard. “The identification of a poten- 
tial budget gap is questionable at that time,” he 
continues. But . . . not if you want to spook every- 
one into the highest tax rate you can in order to 
cover an 11% boost in spending, no? 

Providing the bulk of the backfill was the 
extra $10.9 million collected by setting prop- 
erty tax at the rollback rate of 41.20 cents 

- practically flat compared to last year’s rate. 
(Thanks to conservative state law, the rollback 
rate is the highest a city can levy without a 
vote.) Some $11.6 million more came from 
revising revenues and scrubbing (well, more 
like exfoliating) expenditures, but the rest - a 
not entirely inconsiderable $5 million - came 
from the city’s budget stabilization reserve, 
in what Futrell’s budget summary called a 
“one-time deviation” from policy (see “By the 
Numbers,” p.16). But with the presentation 
warning of a $30 million gap next year, maybe

Council members also arched their eyebrows at some non- 
deviant spending in the stabilization fund - some “one-time” 
needs that don’t exactly fit that description, such as $3.6 million 
in employee service incentives and retirement contributions or 
$6.6 million for vehicle replacements. “Glancing at them, some 
expenses don’t look too one-time to me,” Leffingwell contin- 
ues. “I’m concerned about us getting into a position where we 
address structural matters of the budget recurring every year 
with one-time funds. I want to see the justification for saying 
they’re one-time expenses.” 

Also drawing ire is Futrell’s delineation of $58 million in 
“council priorities” (because, heaven forbid the budget in its 
entirety be one!). “What we heard Thursday on a multitude 
of these proposals was this is a council priority,” says Mike 
Martinez, referring to council retreats where they created 
four catch-all categories (a “vibrant urban fabric,” a “healthy, 


safe city,” etc.) containing 16 more definable initiatives (like 
“Downtown quality of life” or a “long-term landfill plan”). 
Martinez feels Futrell’s overcompartmentalization of spending 
has resulted in some stretches. “I don’t see how you equate 
adding a Downtown solid waste [employee] to council’s 
Downtown quality- of-life priorities,” Martinez says. “Don’t try 
to bridge this message.” Leffingwell concurs, noting council had 
no hand in budgeting their “priorities.” “I don’t wanna accuse 
anyone of ulterior motives, but I am concerned about the use 
of council priorities; I’m concerned about the term implying 
they’re included not because the people preparing the budget 
said they needed to be included but because council wanted it 
done. We did not allocate those funds.” 

It Is Finished 

The closed gap, stabilization funds, and council “priorities” 
make up three substantive lines of questioning already - and that’s 


just after a weekend of perusing Futrell’s hundreds upon hundreds 
of pages of analysis. “I think we need some help,” says Leffingwell. 
“I support having someone to help us independently analyze the 
budget, not just having to take the staff’s word for it.” 

So let’s hope, in his characteristically mistimed zeal, Oppel did 
no harm. His decree can carry a certain stigma; who wants to look 
beholden to the editor’s whims? This must be doubly aggravating 
for Leffingwell and Martinez, who previously had voiced their sup- 
port for such measures in the pages of the Statesman (Leffingwell 
on making the auditor independent, Martinez on moving the 
agenda into the mayor’s office). Not to mention this column 
either, which supported reconfiguring the city manager’s chess- 
board far before she fell from grace at the bat-guano-drenched 
offices of the Statesman. But as someone from whom I steal my 
best stuff says, a good idea is nobody’s property. 

Let’s hope the council agrees. ■

BEYOND CITY LIMITS 


An investigation into the explosions at the Southwest Industrial Gases 

distribution facility in Dallas last week points toward a malfunction on a truck 
driven and operated by Western International Gas & Cylinders. The fire injured 
at least three people, closed down major highways, and showered debris on 
downtown Dallas. According to The Dallas Morning News, employees at the 
plant say the fire started in the truck, shortly after the driver hooked up his 
canisters to a valve that sends highly volatile acetylene gas into the facility. 
Those valves, known as pigtails, have caused similar explosions before. 

Dallas Fire Department officials initially said the driver was still in the cab of 
the truck when the fire started; they have since said they don’t know how the 
fire started. Western International has been cited for several safety violations 
over the years and had a similar acetylene-caused explosion at a company 
plant in Bellville. - M.M. 

We’re No. 1! If you thought Texas was doomed to a life of last-place (or near- 
last-place) finishes on all those state-ranking lists - like number of folks with- 
out health insurance, number of high school dropouts, yadda yadda yadda - 
you’ll be happy to learn we’ve finally captured a numero uno: According to the 
Kids Count Data Book, compiled by the Annie E. Casey Foundation, Texas has 
the highest teen-birth rate in the country. (That’s right, we’re first!) The 
state-by-state ranking shows that although the state made some progress, 
lowering the teen birth rate by 9% between 2000 and 2004, the rate of 63 
births per 1,000 teens is still well-above the national average of 41 per 
1,000, reports the Center for Public Policy Priorities. “If the University of 
Texas football team were at the bottom or near the bottom of the national 
rankings every year, there would be a public outcry,” Frances Deviney, director 
of Texas Kids Count, said in a press release. “Our high teen birth rate repre- 
sents a true crisis that demands immediate and serious attention” - babies 
born to teen mothers are more likely to live in poverty and drop out of school, 
among other challenges. The Kids Count report also shows that Texas has 
the seventh-highest child-poverty rate - in 2005, 25% of Texas kids were liv- 
ing in poverty - and that Texas still ranks dead last (or, really, first, depending 
on how you look at it) in the number of children without health coverage, a 
ranking the state has held on to for nine of the last 10 years. For more info 
on the Kids Count project, check out www.cppp.org. - Jordan Smith 

State legislators are demanding that Gov. Rick Perry put money that he 
vetoed from the budget back into colleges. On July 26, in a hand-delivered 
letter signed by 47 House Democrats, lawmakers asked Perry to reverse his 
decision to slice $154 million in education funding off House Bill 1, the state 
budget for the next biennium. This sum was earmarked for higher-education 
employees’ group-insurance contributions for 2009. Explaining the line-item 
veto in a June 15 proclamation, Perry said these funds were not supposed to 
come from state general revenue and accused community colleges of falsify- 
ing their budget requests to get them - a charge the Texas Association of 
Community Colleges has called “outrageous.” On Thursday, Waco’s Jim 
Dunnam, chairman of the House Democratic Caucus, followed up the letter to 
Perry with one to Speaker Tom Craddick. In it, Dunnam asked Craddick, joint 
chair of the Legislative Budget Board with Lt. Gov. David Dewhurst, to put 
pressure on Perry to restore the cash and to do the job themselves if Perry 
would not. Calling the veto “ill-conceived,” Dunnam told Craddick he and 
Dewhurst “have the authority to convene the LBB immediately and begin the 
budget execution process.” He asked them to “do what is right for Texas’ 
future and the hardworking students that attend Texas’ public community and 
junior colleges.” - Richard Whittaker 

The public accountability pit bulls at Texas Watch have Texas Supreme 
Court Justice Nathan Hecht in their sights and aren’t likely to take their 
eyes off of him anytime soon. On July 24, the nonprofit group filed formal 
complaints with the Public Integrity Unit of the Travis Co. District Attorney’s 
Office, the State Commission on Judicial Conduct, and the Texas Ethics 
Commission regarding a “possibly illegal” discount on legal fees Hecht 
received from the Jackson Walker law firm last year after the sitting justice 
hired the firm to defend him in a dispute with the State Commission on 
Judicial Conduct. The commission admonished Hecht for publicly promoting 
his buddy Harriet Miers in 2005 after she was nominated for a seat on the 
U.S. Supreme Court, in violation of a rule prohibiting judges from endorsing 
candidates for public office. Hecht hired Jackson Walker to appeal the com- 
mission’s decision, which was dismissed last fall. In its complaint to the 
District Attorney’s Office, Texas Watch argues that the Texas Penal Code pro- 
hibits judges from accepting gifts from anyone the judge knows is likely to 
appear before the court; the group argues to the SCJC that the break on 
legal fees (worth an estimated $100,000) “reflects adversely” on Hecht’s 
impartiality and is a “possible exploitation” of his position, in violation of the 
Cannons of Judicial Ethics; and it alleges in its complaint to the Ethics 
Commission that the discount is an in-kind contribution that exceeds the 
campaign-contribution cap placed on law firms that donate to judges and judi- 
cial candidates. Hecht racked up about $450,000 in legal fees in connection 
with his battle with the SCJC. Texas Watch says Hecht solicited donations to 
cover his legal bills, including money from builder Bob Perry, who - surprise, 
surprise - has business pending before the Supreme Court. Texas Watch 
says Hecht voted in favor of his most generous benefactors - those contribut- 
ing at least $5,000 to his legal fund - in a whopping 89% of the legal cases 
in which his contributors were involved. “Justice Hecht’s actions merit a full 
and complete investigation,” N. Alex Winslow, Texas Watch executive director, 
said in a press release last week. In a July 24 letter to Winslow, DA Ronnie

Earle confirmed his office is already looking into the matter. “This matter has 
been under review by this office since it came to our attention through news 
media accounts sometime back,” Earle wrote. - J.S. 

Attorney General Greg Abbott is suing firms and unions that provide private 
security staff at U.S. Immigration and Customs Enforcement facilities, 

claiming they are enforcing a closed shop. In two separate suits filed July 24, 
Abbott names Deco Inc., Akal Security Inc., and their joint subsidiaries, which 
provide security for the ICE Service Processing Center in El Paso, and Asset 
Protection and Security Services, which provides security for the Los Fresnos 
Detention Facility in Corpus Christi. Abbott alleges these employers had col- 
lective-bargaining agreements with the International Union of Security, 
Police, and Fire Professionals of America that break state right-to-work laws. 
These agreements force employees to either join the union, pay a service 
fee, or pay the same amount to a charity. The suits follow a June decision by 
a federal administrative-law judge, saying that although the El Paso facility is 
run by ICE, it is not an exclusive federal enclave and not exempt from state 
employment law. The federal case was brought by the Virginia-based National 
Right to Work Legal Defense Foundation after Juan Vielma, a security guard 
at the El Paso facility, was suspended. - R.W. 

Former state Rep. Talmadge Heflin is to become the next executive director 
of the Republican Party of Texas. In a press release, the Texas GOP lauded 
him as a “leader in the Texas Legislature and a businessman,” but Democrats 
have savaged him as the man who kicked 200,000 children off the Children’s 
Health Insurance Program and supported a tax on groceries. The 11-term 
Harris County legislator was chair of the House Appropriations Committee and 
responsible for budgets that state representatives from both parties have 
said left many state agencies critically underfunded. In 2004, he was narrow- 
ly removed from the House by Democrat Hubert Vo after several recounts 
and lost a rematch in 2006 by 6.6%. He has also been president of the 
Texas Conservative Coalition, made a failed bid to be executive director of 
the Texas Lottery Commission, and currently serves as a visiting research fel- 
low and pundit for anti-regulation conservatives the Texas Public Policy 
Foundation. In this role, he has advocated that legislators should bust the 
spending cap to pay for property-tax cuts. In 2004, he gained notoriety after 
attempting to take custody of the son of Mariam Katamba, a native Ugandan 
who had allegedly been working illegally for the Heflins as a maid. - R.W. 

Cities considering localized anti-immigration laws have been sent a clear 
signal: Leave it to the feds. That’s what U.S. District Judge James Munley 
conveyed to representatives of Hazleton, Pa., last Thursday when he told 
them the city’s 2006 Illegal Immigration Relief Act is unconstitutional. In his 
decision in Lozano et al. v. Hazleton, Munley issued a permanent injunction 
against the law, saying it violates the concept of inherent pre-emption, which 
gives the federal government sole legislative control over issues like immigra- 
tion and border control. Authored by Hazleton Mayor Louis J. Barletta, the act 
bars any firm or agency within the city from hiring illegal immigrants and pre- 
vents property owners from renting to them. If the act had gone into effect, 
violators would have lost their business permit, while landlords also faced 
fines for repeat offenses. Similar legislation has already been struck down in 
Texas. On May 21, a federal judge in Dallas issued an injunction against the 
Dallas suburb of Farmers Branch. Its Ordinance 2903 forces property owners 
to check the immigration status of potential renters. In his decision, Judge 
Sam Lindsay also cited the pre-emption issue. Farmers Branch has founded 
a legal defense fund to fight the case, although the injunction was extended 
indefinitely on June 19. - R.W.

Green Alert 

Beware of mad, 
pot-cultivating terrorists

According to drug czar John Walters, head of 
the White House Office of the National Drug 
Control Policy, Americans are suffering from a 
deadly malady known as “reefer blindness” - an 
inability to see the pot through the trees or the 
“terrorists” at work there, cultivating their billion- 
dollar crops. 

At least that’s what he told reporters on July 
12, during a visit to Shasta, Calif., to tout a fed- 
eral-state-local law-enforcement task force effort 
to eradicate marijuana being grown covertly on 
public lands. The eradication effort - code named 
Operation Alesia (reportedly, in honor of the 
Roman Empire’s last battle with the Gauls in 
52BC - I’m guessing we’re to imagine Walters as 
a modern-day Julius Caesar) - is focused on 
destroying pot crops being grown in forests and 
other recreation areas - including the 
Whiskeytown National Recreation Area and 
on U.S. Forest Service land near Lake Shasta, reports the 
Redding Record Searchlight. 

As of mid-July, law-enforcement officials (representing 17 
agencies, including the Drug Enforcement Administration 
and the California National Guard) had exterminated more 
than 68,000 pot plants growing on public lands. But don’t 
mourn the loss of so much 
green, says Walters, 
because the grow sites 
the camouflaged officers 
are eradicating are run by 
“terrorists” who are armed 
to the teeth and wouldn’t 
hesitate to use their fire- 
power on anyone - includ- 
ing bird-watching, day-tripping hikers - who inadvertently stum- 
bles upon their covert operations. “These people are armed; 
they’re dangerous,” Walters told the Redding Record 
Searchlight. They’re “violent criminal terrorists.” 

Walters has dusted off a moldy oldy to tout the eradication 
effort. Shortly after 9/11, the ONDCP first seized upon the 
alleged terrorist-pot connection in anti-drug TV ads that 
linked hapless recreational pot-tokers to well-funded Middle 
East terrorists. The ads were widely criticized and quickly 


disappeared. This time, the role of the dreaded terrorist, previ- 
ously played by the specter of Osama, has been recast with 
the feds’ brown menace du jour, Mexicans. “America’s public 
lands are under attack,” Walters told The Washington Times. 
“Instead of being appreciated as national treasures, they are 
being exploited and destroyed by foreign drug-trafficking orga- 
nizations and heavily armed 
Mexican marijuana cartels.” 
How exactly these Mexican 
cartels would get such a 
grand foothold in this area of 
Northern Cali isn’t clear. At 
press time, Reefer Madness 
was unable to come up with 
any concrete facts to support 
the ONDCP’s assertions - including that the cartels actually 
“construct, operate, and manage” between 80 and 90% of all 
U.S. pot “plantations.” So, it may be true. I guess. 

Still, even with the reported success of Operation Alesia, 
Walters hasn’t exactly been able to trot out a face to put with 
the menace. At midmonth, authorities had yet to make any 
arrests in connection with the eradication efforts - though 
that’s not really surprising, officials told reporters, because 
those tasked with guarding the operations are stealthy and 


able to flee undetected. 
Nonetheless, Walters said the 
eradication effort in California is 
going to “cripple” these pot 
gangs. “This business we intend 
to put into recession, depression, 
and put its leaders into jail.” 

□ 

In other drug-policy-related news, 
it appears the nation’s mayors 
have seen the light - and now rec- 
ognize how harsh a glare it casts 
on the federal drug war. During 
their June meeting, the U.S. 
Conference of Mayors unani- 
mously passed a resolution calling 
the federal War on Drugs a “fail- 
ure” and calling for the creation of 
a harm-reduction approach to drug 
policy - reframing the issue as 
one primarily about public health, 
reports Join Together, the Boston 
University School of Public 
Health program designed to sup- 
port community-based drug treat- 
ment and prevention programs. 

The resolution, sponsored by Salt 
Lake City Mayor Rocky Anderson, 
slams the ONDCP - and specifical- 
ly Walters’ anti-drug media campaign, which the mayors deem 
“costly and ineffective.” Instead, the resolution calls for greater 
financial support for treatment programs, which the municipal 
leaders say are more cost-effective and key to ensuring public 
safety. “This conference recognizes that addiction is a chronic 
medical illness that is treatable, and [that] drug treatment suc- 
cess rates exceed those of many cancer therapies,” reads the 
resolution. “U.S. policy should not be measured solely on drug- 
use levels or number of people imprisoned, but rather [on] the 
amount of drug-related harm reduced.” 

Amen! The resolution also condemns the use of mandato- 
ry-minimum sentencing in drug cases and calls for more 
local control over anti-drug spending and priorities. 

Predictably, the ONDCP has completely dismissed the confer- 
ence position. Drug czar spokesman Tom Riley reportedly 
called the resolution nothing more than a “grab bag” of posi- 
tions, many adopted whole from those nasty policy-reformers 
at the Drug Policy Alliance - those bastards! (Good point, 
ONDCP - we all know how susceptible the nation’s mayors are 
to random bad influences. I mean, hell, how can we be sure 
those dastardly Mexican pot cartels didn’t mastermind this so- 
called “resolution”?) In all, the ONDCP doesn’t give a hoot 
about what the mayors have to say: As Riley put it, “We don’t 
think it’s very serious.” ■

Local Businesses' ADA Compliance Questioned 


The Texas Civil Rights Project marked 
the 17th anniversary of the Americans With 
Disabilities Act last week by launching a 
barrage of lawsuits against businesses 
across the state, including Austin landmarks 
Stubb’s Bar-B-Q and Iron Works Barbecue. 
The lawsuits allege that the 10 businesses 
named in the suit fail to comply with ADA 
statutes that require equal access for per- 
sons with disabilities, citing a lack of disabled 
parking spaces and wheelchair ramps, as well 
as accessible restrooms. 

The lawsuits have become an annual sum- 
mer tradition for the Austin-based civil rights 
advocacy group since the law was first passed 
in 1990. So far, the project has met with 
great success, said Ernest Saadiq Morris, a 
spokesman for the project. “Most defendants 


in these cases, once they realize they aren’t 
in compliance, often decide it’s better to work 
with us,” Morris said. Lawsuits are the best 
and only vehicle for ADA compliance, he said. 

With ADA, there is no agency to enforce 
compliance, so it’s up to private citizens to 
keep businesses in check. Persons with dis- 
abilities file complaints to organizations like 
the Texas Civil Rights Project, which then turn 
around and file suits on their behalf. The 
majority of the time, cases don’t go to court, 
Morris said. Many times companies just need 
to be made aware. “The problem isn’t that 
there is malicious intent. The problem is that 
able-bodied people just don’t think about per- 
sons with disabilities,” he said. 

Sometimes businesses have the misconcep- 
tion that they have to make major changes to 


be compliant, as was the case of Stubb’s, 

Morris said. Stubb’s has an unpaved path serv- 
ing as a ramp, potentially dangerous for those 
in wheelchairs, which can slip on the loose grav- 
el, he said. Stubb’s attempted to install an ele- 
vator but was denied a permit by the city. Morris 
said the solution could be as simple as merely 
paving the ramp. “A lot of times they feel like 
they’ve done all that they could have done. [The 
suit] serves to make the defendants aware of 
what the particulars are.” 

Also named in one of the suits is the city 
of Austin itself, which, the project alleges, 
gave building permits for renovations that 
weren’t ADA-compliant. Although she hasn’t yet 
reviewed the suit, Anne Morgan, the city’s 
chief of litigation, said that sometimes the city 
is unaware of these things, especially in cases 
where businesses renovate without permits, 
which happens often. “The city certainly has 
an interest in being compliant,” she said. 


The suit also includes Mozart’s Coffee 
Roasters, which replaced its ramp with an 
oft-malfunctioning wheelchair lift, and 23 area 
Sonics that lack wheelchair-accessible tables 
in their picnic areas. “Public education is a

big part of it,” Morris said. “The public 
doesn’t recognize these obstacles and don’t 
think about them. Disabled persons have the 
same rights as anyone else.” - Justin Ward 
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Ex-TCEQ Employees Lose 
Discrimination Lawsuit 


A federal jury ruled last month in favor of 
the Texas Commission on Environmental 
Quality in a racial-discrimination lawsuit filed 
by two former employees. The June 7 verdict 
came as a major blow to plaintiffs Regina 
Adams and Deidre Moss, said one source 
close to the case. “It was tough; it hurt them 
a lot,” the source added. 

In 2005, Adams and Moss filed separate 
lawsuits against TCEQ, charging racial dis- 
crimination as well as a hostile and retaliatory 
work environment. The plaintiffs had testified 
that African-American employees generally 
receive lower wages and benefits and fewer 
promotions. Moss began work at TCEQ in 
1992, and Adams in 1996. Despite excellent 
qualifications, according to the lawsuit’s initial 
complaint, each plaintiff “was not selected 
[for a promotion] for pre-textual reasons.” That 
reason, the plaintiffs argued, was racism on 
the part of their boss, Kerry Stennett, then 
Support Services Division director in a division 
of the agency. 

Much of the case centered on Adams’ 
deposition testimony, in which she stated that 
when the Ku Klux Klan marched on the Capitol 
in late 2005, Stennett told her, “I have a fam- 
ily member there. I need to go down and visit 
him.” In addition, the lawsuit claimed Stennett 
had refused the plaintiffs’ re- 
quest to remove “motivational” 
posters depicting pictures of 
monkeys, with captions saying, 

“It’s what’s on the inside that 
counts, not 'good hair.’” 

The lawsuit further accused 
Stennett of changing the rank- 
ings of black applicants and 
tailoring job descriptions to fa- 
vor white applicants. However, 
the jury was not privy to the full 
complement of such evidence. 

On June 2, the first day of 
trial, fireworks erupted from 
the bench almost immediately. The first spark 
touched off when the plaintiffs’ attorney, Lou 
McCreary, asked Stennett if it was true that 
she had other discrimination complaints filed 
against her. With that, by numerous accounts, 
Judge Sam Sparks exploded - dismissing 
the jury, angrily reprimanding McCreary, and 
declaring a mistrial in one fell swoop. “He 
went ballistic,” one courtroom source said. 

The judge’s anger was apparently rooted in the 
plaintiffs’ counsel’s line of questioning with 
Stennett, in an attempt to establish a pattern 
of discrimination. 

Sparks also stipulated that the mistrial 
would stand if the defendant’s counsel de- 
sired, which it did. Finally, the judge urged the 
plaintiffs to settle, but they refused. A new jury 
was impaneled by the end of the day, and the 
second trial began the next morning. 

Early on, however, a shell-shocked McCreary 
approached the bench to get the go-ahead 
to introduce the KKK incident as evidence, 
as witnesses were prepared to affirm it had 
occurred. Sparks then warned McCreary that 
such testimony had better not veer from that 
single fact, lest the judge charge him with con- 


tempt and possibly declare another mistrial. 
So, McCreary reportedly decided to play it 
safe, and the jury never heard about Sten- 
nett’s loyalty to a family member participating 
in the KKK rally. 

Nonetheless, the trial still covered plenty 
of ground designed to illustrate Stennett’s 
alleged discrimination and hostility toward the 
plaintiffs. “She would do things to piss them 
off,” one source and trial witness said. 

For TCEQ’s part, in scorching closing 
arguments, the defendants’ counsel argued 
that the plaintiffs had no real evidence of 
discrimination because they were no more 
qualified than the person who received the 
promotion. The state attorneys blasted 
Adams and Moss for being “nothing but op- 
portunists” and dubbed Adams as “nothing 
but an eavesdropper,” referring to the time 
she overheard Stennett’s plot to deny the 
promotion to either plaintiff, even before 
conducting interviews. 

At the end of the trial, Sparks issued very 
specific written instructions to jurors. Even 
after his own highly emotional performance 
during the trial, Sparks - who is well-known 
for his colorful candor - instructed jurors not 
to react from the perspective of an “overly 
sensitive person.” The person’s conduct, he 


wrote, must be “extremely insensitive” to 
be legally discriminatory. Then, he gave the 
green light to conduct that could be con- 
sidered contrary to TCEQ’s own employee 
manual. Sparks wrote that “simple teasing, 
off-hand comments, sporadic use of offen- 
sive language, occasional race-related jokes, 
and isolated incidents (unless extremely 
serious) will not amount to discriminatory 
charges in the terms and conditions of 
employment.” The judge also noted in his in- 
structions that because only one promotion 
was at issue, the jury could find only one 
plaintiff the victim of discrimination. Perhaps 
it was not so much of a shock that on June 
7 the jury found for the defense. 

Now that the trial is over, both sides are 
trying to pick up the pieces. On the one 
hand, plaintiffs’ supporters doubt much will 
change in the way of policy and practice at 
TCEQ. On the other hand, some view the 
trial as not a total loss: In late June, TCEQ 
announced that Stennett and Jim Sessions 
(also named as a defendant in the suit) had 
tendered their resignations.

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All Hail Texas! 

King of greenhouse-gas pollution 


Despite recent trends toward greenness and cli- 
mate-change consciousness being at an all-time 
high, the fact remains that Texas emits more 
globe-warming carbon dioxide than any other 
state in the nation, by a long shot. In fact, Texas 
belches more C0 2 than every nation in the world 
except the U.S., China, Russia, Japan, India, and 
Germany. Though it has been reported on these 
pages before, a recent Associated Press analysis 
shows that Texas emits nearly 1.5 trillion pounds 
of C0 2 annually, more than the next two-largest 
polluters, California and Pennsylvania, combined. 
While about a third of the C0 2 comes from trans- 
portation (with our asinine regional road-building 
boom sure to fuel the fire for years to come), close 
to 40% of Texas’ greenhouse gases come from 
electricity generation - to wit, the production of 
cheap electricity from high-carbon-content coal. 

Attacking the area’s foremost coal-burning 
threat, greens, community groups, and a gaggle of 
local and city governments have vowed to fight 
TXU’s gigantic Oak Grove coal power plant, under 
construction 115 miles northeast of Austin. Oak 
Grove will burn lignite, among the most carbon- 
rich types of coal around. On its first day, it would 
be among the worst C0 2 emitters in the county. 

The Texas Clean Cities Coalition, a broad anti- 


coal organization claiming to represent more than 
7 million Texans and to which Austin indirectly 
belongs, has filed suit in state district court to 
overturn Oak Grove’s air permit, controversially 
granted last month. 

Speaking of TXU, the Dallas-based utility topped 
the worst polluters list in the Environmental 
Integrity Project’s annual Dirty Kilowatts report, 
which tracks the nation’s filthiest power plants. 

The EIP warns that global warming pollution from 
large, old, and inefficient plants - like TXU’s Martin 
Lake and Monticello plants, both ranked among 
the nation’s overall dirtiest and worst C0 2 polluters 
- continues largely unchecked and could rise 34% 
nationally by 2030. TXU said it plans to invest 
$400 million in smog- and mercury-pollution con- 
trols for its fleet but has no plans to take the two 
aforementioned coal burners off-line or cut their 
C0 2 output. As Congress moves closer to regulat- 
ing carbon emissions, the EIP criticizes many utili- 
ties’ race to permit new coal plants, urging legisla- 
tors to reject utilities’ anticipated pleas to have 
their dirty, old plants grandfathered or exempted 
from new carbon caps. Prominent congressional 
Dems have vowed no mercy. Let’s hope their envi- 
ronmental resolve is stronger than their commit- 
ment to end the war. - Daniel Mottola

Oh, the Joy of 
Double Dipping 

There’s Rick Perry the governor and Rick Perry the political 
campaigner. Sometimes it’s hard to tell the two apart - and it’s 
even harder when they have the same staff and phone numbers. 

Perry’s political action committee, Texans for Rick Perry, 
announced two weeks ago that the group had $1.4 million in 
hand for boosting Perry’s pet causes. The news release direct- 
ed media inquiries to Robert Black - the same Robert Black 
who also serves as the governor’s official press secretary. 
When contacted, Texans for Rick Perry provided a contact 
number for Black, in his role as committee spokesman. Only, 
the phone number was for the main switchboard in the gov- 
ernor’s office. 

Even with all the national scandals about the blurring of 
lines between the White House and Republican National 


Committee, Black’s two-hatted role is entirely legal in Texas. 
State campaign law says it’s OK for Black to take campaign 
inquiries at his state number, as long as he’s a campaign staff 
member and not a volunteer. 

A spokeswoman for Perry’s PAC said Black does not hold an 
official position with the committee, but Black confirmed via e- 
mail that he is on its payroll, stating, “as Press Secretary, I 
am the Governor’s chief spokesperson for both state and polit- 
ical issues.” 

“If he’s being paid by the campaign, the mere fact that he 
took a call at the Capitol is not an issue,” said Austin attorney 
and campaign finance expert Buck Wood. “If he’s not being 
paid by the campaign, that’s another issue altogether.” 

According to the most recent filings with the Texas Ethics 
Commission, Black has received $4,060 in PAC salary since 
January, in addition to his press-secretary wages. “That’s the 
way Perry used to handle [current deputy chief of staff and for- 
mer press secretary] Kathy Walt,” Wood said. “She used to 
work for him and for the campaign.” 


The fact that he is taking calls about campaign business 
while working in the governor’s office is not illegal, Wood 
added, because even though it’s an official state telephone 
number, incoming calls are legal. “There’s no expense 
involved, so there’s no issue,” Wood said. “Every officeholder 
makes calls they shouldn’t.” 

Black is not the only member of Perry’s gubernatorial staff 
drawing a salary from the PAC. Other staffers on the payroll, 
according to records, include Ken Armbrister, a former 
Democratic state senator and current Perry legislative director, 
paid $10,160 since the first of the year; communications 
director Eric Bearse ($2,475); community affairs director 
Alfredo Rodriguez ($1,905); scheduling director David 
Eichler ($1,616); and recently departed Chief of Staff 
Deirdre Delisi ($16,614). 

Texans for Rick Perry did not return e-mailed questions 
about what services the staffers provided to the committee.

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Texas Oil Working in Sudan 


Recently, Gov. Rick Perry signed the Stop 
the Darfur Genocide Act, which requires the 
Texas Employees Retirement System and 
the Teacher Retirement System to divest 
from all foreign companies doing business in 
Sudan. State Comptroller Susan Combs is 
required to create a list of “scrutinized com- 
panies” to be banned from pension invest- 
ments. A nonprofit group, the Sudan 
Divestment Task Force, which focuses “its 
efforts on the most egregiously offending 
companies in Sudan,” has created a “highest 
offender” list to help states and other entities 
seeking to divest. The assumption is that this 
list will guide Texas’ divestments. 

The interesting question, however, is wheth- 
er the comptroller will only look at the task 
force’s “highest offender” list or whether she 
will also consider Texas companies with inter- 
national subsidiaries working in Sudan. 

Weatherford, an oil-services company 
based in Houston, has a subsidiary, 
Weatherford Oil Tool Middle East, with an 
office in Khartoum, which rents drilling gear 
and other oil-production equipment. The firm 
is separate from the Houston operations 
and therefore is working within the letter of 


the law - the federal sanctions only prohibit 
U.S. companies from doing business with 
Sudan; by creating a foreign subsidiary, 
Weatherford uses a loophole in the law to 
be in compliance. 

At least one other oil company with offices 
in Texas, Schlumberger Ltd., also has sub- 
sidiaries working in Sudan. Schlumberger is 
not on the Sudan Divestment Task Force’s 
“highest offender” list. Therefore, the retire- 
ment systems will not “have to divest their 
considerable holdings in that company,” said 
Rodney Ellis, D-Houston, sponsor of the 
divestment legislation in the Senate. However, 
concern about the genocide - and pressure 
from stockholders - recently led another 
Houston-based oil and gas-products company, 
Baker Hughes Inc., to close its subsidiary in 
Sudan. Weatherford in Sudan didn’t respond 
to an e-mailed request for comment. 

Since 1997, the U.S. government has pre- 
cluded companies from doing business with 
the government of Sudan because of its atro- 
cious record of human-rights violations - 
including the genocide in the Darfur region - 
and its support of terrorist groups.

DEVELOPING STORIES 

Wooldridge Square 
Park: The Study 



The performance pavilion at the heart of Wooldridge Park has defined its history as a gathering place for 
music, arts, and political events; revitalized programming could honor and expand on that tradition.

Trivia quiz: Lyndon Baines Johnson announced his bid for 
the presidency there. It’s named after the mayor of Austin 
from 1909 to 1919. Shaped like a giant bowl, it was once a 
city dump. If you’ve visited lately, it was probably to hear a 
symphony concert, play giant chess, attend a political rally, or 
receive/serve a meal for the homeless. 

Wooldridge Square Park (the right answer) was one of the 
original four public squares designated on the 1839 plat of the 
city of Austin. Like its remaining historic sisters Republic 
Square and Brush Square, Wooldridge Square has a way to 
go to realize its potential as a dynamic people place. The good 
news: To lay the groundwork for a much-needed reinvigoration 
of the park, a comprehensive study of Wooldridge Square was 
completed in June by a team from the University of Texas 
School of Architecture, sponsored by the Downtown Austin 
Alliance. The study (www.downtownaustin.com/living/recreation/ 
#parks) was conducted by professors Louise Harpman and 
Jason Sowell (who donated their time) and graduate research 
assistant Brett Koenig (paid by a DAA grant), in the spirit of 
engaging with Austin. It documents Wooldridge Square’s history 
and historical uses, as well as current conditions, needs, chal- 
lenges, and opportunities. Publicly presented with a lively panel 
discussion to a full-house crowd at a June DAA Issues and 
Eggs breakfast, the study provides a launching ground for fresh 
public engagement with the park. 

Indeed, all three historic squares now are receiving increased 
attention from the DAA and the Austin Parks Foundation, 
with the support of the city’s Parks and Recreation 
Department. The UT team noted that, “Wooldridge Square has 
a rich history as a performance and gathering space,” but the 
park “faces many challenges that hinder it from fulfilling its full 
potential as a dynamic urban enclave.” After serving ingloriously 
as a city dump for frontier Austin’s first 70 years, the 1.75-acre 
block finally was developed as a park in 1909 and named for 
its champion, Mayor A.P. Wooldridge (who lived in one of the 
homes that surrounded it). “Among his many improvements 
was a pond system constructed along the brook that was then 
running through the park,” notes the UT study. The Greek 
Revival pavilion was completed in 1910 (the current pavilion is 
the third incarnation) and regularly used for public oration, con- 
certs, and political events. Until about 1930, it hosted Friday 
night concerts; today they continue on summer Sunday nights 
at 7:30pm. (This Sunday, Aug. 5, it’s a big-band concert of 
Count Basie and Duke Ellington tunes. Bring the family and 
a picnic to this free concert.) 

Lending the park stature are its architectural neighbors, 
notes the study. The Austin History Center, a 1933 Texas 
Historic Landmark on the National Register of Historic Places, 


is on the south side across Ninth Street, and the 1930 art 
deco Travis County Courthouse is on the north side. 
Unfortunately, uses to the east and west fail to enliven the 
perimeter of the park. Across Guadalupe is a drive-through 
bank and a parking garage; on the San Antonio Street side is 
a county parking garage. 

The UT/DAA study concludes with three recommendations: 

• Engage all Downtown stakeholders with Wooldridge Square, 
as an integral part of the Downtown fabric, within the context 
of the forthcoming Downtown Austin Plan. What the park most 
needs is a Friends of Wooldridge Square group committed to 
working on its behalf. A major stakeholder should be Travis 
County, with its adjacent courthouse and related facilities. New 
mixed-use development on the east and west sides of the park 
could greatly help to populate it, but intergovernmental politics 
and Capitol-view corridor restrictions will make that challenging. 

• Program events year-round, both day and night, to create a 
dynamic people space that attracts a variety of groups. To 
honor and extend Wooldridge’s historic traditions, the park reg- 
ularly could host contemporary visual and performing-arts per- 
formances and political events. Ginny Sanders, executive 
director of First Night Austin, envisions a series of political 
speeches at Wooldridge on topics such as public transporta- 
tion, global warming, sustainability, and volunteerism - to get 
people engaged in public issues as well as the park. 


• Create and implement a plan for improving the land- 
scape, site architecture, and amenities. The study includes 
national examples of well-designed amenities sensitively 
added to small, urban parks, such as expanded pavilions 
and eateries. Needed physical improvements at Wooldridge 
include an irrigation system, lighting for night use, and new 
park furniture. Expanded programming will require stronger 
maintenance, as well. But the bowl-shaped terrain and 
American Disability Act accessibility requirements pose 
special, expensive challenges. A mandate to preserve the 
beautiful, mature trees nixes the possibility of leveling out 
the park. 

The next challenge is money, of course. While PARD has 
estimated Wooldridge Square needs about $500,000 in 
improvements, it has no such funds in its budget. Parkland 
dedication fees - now due from all residential development 
Downtown - could help fund future improvements. But the 
park also needs community and corporate support, and the 
DAA and Austin Parks Foundation will be shaking the can. 

Studying Wooldridge pointed out the need for a Downtown 
parks master plan, to comprehensively plan the highest and 
best uses of all three historic squares and neglected Palm 
Park; the DAA’s Parks Committee is currently pricing and pur- 
suing that master plan. A similar UT/DAA site study for Brush 
Square is also under way.

Ten businesses and 563 
people signed on in June, 
allowing Austin Energy to 
compare its June electricity 
use from this summer to that 
of last year, and the partici- 
pants with the highest savings 
are our inaugural winners. This 
group shows dramatic savings, 
no doubt in part because of 
low temperatures (June’s peak 
temperature was only 94 
degrees, as opposed to last 
year’s 101-degree high), but each winner 
reports taking steps to curb energy use as 
well. Our winning homeowner replaced her old 
air-conditioning unit with a new, more efficient 
one. Several winners traded out incandescent 
lightbulbs for compact fluorescents. One busi- 


ness, Brown Distributors, exchanged hun- 
dreds of 400-watt lightbulbs for 218-watt 
alternatives and switched from four-bulb to 

three-bulb light fixtures; others 
replaced the weather stripping 
on their doors, ran only full 
loads in dishwashers, turned 
their computers off more often, 
and replaced old refrigerators. 
All in all, June’s challengers 
saved 132,981 kilowatt hours 
of electricity compared to last 
year, thereby reducing their car- 
bon-dioxide emissions by 70 
tons. (Cue manic applause.)

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Attack of the Crickets

The University of Texas is suffering under a 
plague of thousands upon thousands of field 
crickets. Could the biblical smite of frogs, gnats, 
and locusts be far behind? 

Most Hill Country residents are familiar with 
“cricket season” - that time in early fall when 
those pesky bugs end up being those crunchy 
critters underfoot. This summer’s unseasonably 
cool and rainy season, however, has brought an 
early mating season, and we’re not talking small 
numbers here. When the UT Tower is lit, the 
insects actually pile up so they are 6 to 8 inches 
deep on the sills and grates of the tower. (We 
assume the insects are drawn to light and not UT 
football victories.) 

“In terms of sheer numbers, it’s a huge number 
of crickets,” said spokeswoman Laurie Lentz with 
UT’s facility services. “Employees say it’s way more 
than they’ve normally seen. The information is 
anecdotal, but we’re talking custodial and mainte- 
nance staff who have been here 15 to 20 years.” 

Both the University of Texas and Texas State 
University “unlit” their towers over the weekend 
to minimize the cricket encroachment. It’s hard to 
think any situation would cause such a state of 
emergency - Jiminy Cricket hardly seems like a 
major terrorist threat - but Lentz says a plague of 
crickets does bring its own problem: the smell. 

“Most of the issue is related to the odor 
because, dead or alive, crickets have a very strong 
odor,” said Lentz, describing a stench that reminds 
most people of raw sewage. “That problem: has 
been compounded these past couple of weeks 
because a lot of these crickets were drowning. And 
crickets are scavengers, so that brought even more 
crickets, and they’ve come to the building in such 
numbers they’ve clogged up some of the drainage 
holes in the building.” 

Standing water around the UT Tower meant the university ended up 
with its own delightful kind of cricket soup, Lentz said. The powerful odor 
was so extreme, you could smell it on the upper floors of the tower 
through the ventilation system. 

The length of cricket season is roughly a month to six weeks, though 

Wizzie Brown of the Texas Cooperative Extension says it’s impossi- 
ble to predict whether this infestation will be over soon or last into the 
throes of football weather. 


And, for the record, Brown does not see this cricket season as being 
particularly pesky. To Brown, the current cricket crisis seems normal 
rather than excessive. But with each cricket capable of laying between 
200 and 400 eggs, it’s not something most people are going to miss, 
especially in well-lit areas like the UT Tower. 

In the meantime, Lentz says the de-lighting of the tower has helped 
disperse the crickets. Custodians are using a wet-dry vacuum to remove 
the accumulated cricket carcasses and are swabbing the decks with 
lemon-scented water. - Kimberly Reeves

Even weirder was that Cornyn talked 
about how the RNC traditionally had 
ignored Texas because it didn’t really 
need any external assets to stay a safe 
Republican stronghold. This needs to 
change, he said.

THE HIGHTOWER REPORT

STRENGTHEN THE FDA 

Wow. If George W. thought Scooter Libby 
got “harsh” punishment for being the 
Bushites’ fall guy, he ought to consider how 
top Chinese officials treat their scapegoats. 

Mr. Zheng Xiaoyu, the head of China’s 
State Food and Drug Administration, took the 
fall for the recent scandal of China’s exports 
of shoddy and contaminated products. And, 
unlike Libby, he didn’t just get an 18-month 
sentence - they executed him! Took him out 
and shot him in the back of the head. Now 
that’s taking a fall. 

There’s much tongue-clucking in our coun- 
try by pundits and politicos about how the 
Chinese need to clean up their regulatory 
act. But, wait a minute - what about our own 
Food and Drug Administration? While the 
number of food imports into the U.S. has 
increased by 1,000% in the past 14 years, 
the FDA’s port inspections have dropped. 
Some 80% of food imports are not even sub- 
ject to inspection - they’re automatically 
waved in. Of the remaining imports, less 
than 1% are inspected. Indeed, Bush budget 
cuts are endangering our food supply - the 
FDA gets only $10.6 million for food safety 
and is now proposing to eliminate seven of 
its 13 food-safety labs. 

Why such lax oversight of such an impor- 
tant product as our food? Because big food 
manufacturers and major importers like Wal- 
Mart don’t like regulations and inspections - 
so the Bushites go out of their way to protect 
the industry ... rather than us. Dr. Andrew C. 
von Eschenbach, FDA’s honcho, explains that 
the Bush regime prefers to use voluntary 
guidelines rather than rules and enforcement, 
because “Regulations are more cumbersome.” 

Yes, von Eschenbach - that’s the idea! It 
should not be easy for profiteering corpora- 
tions to play loose with the safety of our food 
supply.

Making Waves 


A passage on the city’s website devoted to an ambitious mas- 
ter plan for Barton Springs Pool states that the project’s goal is 
to return the pool to its “former glory, where the water was 
cleaner and the experience of the pool was more enjoyable.” 

But that description doesn’t go far enough, said Robin Cravey, 
president of Friends of Barton Springs Pool, the group driving 
the master plan endeavor. The true goal is to return the pool “to 
its rightful glory,” he said, “because time only moves forward.” 
He was speaking to members of the Save Barton Creek 
Association at their weekly Monday night meeting at Vinny’s, 
just down the street from the pool, as they were about to hear 
a presentation on the master plan - a broad needs-assessments 
guide meant to study and prioritize a laundry list of upgrades at 
the sacred, spring-fed pool. 

The Vinny’s crowd that night represented a broad swath of 
deeply rooted community and environmental denizens and city 
employees, including former City Council Member Jackie 
Goodman (now president of the Save Barton Creek Association), 
her husband and fellow SBCA board member Jack, city 
Environmental Board member Mary Neely (attending in her 
SBCA Board capacity), and husband/board member Craig 
Smith. Both Smith and Jack Goodman are also on the board of 
the Barton Springs/Edwards Aquifer Conservation District. A 
couple of city enviros also attended. 

It’s safe to say that the reception given the master plan was 
not altogether warm that night. The feisty audience responses to 
architect A1 Godfrey - who was hired by the city to head up the 
master plan with architecture team partner/spouse Laurie 


Barton Springs Master Plan bubbles forth

Limbacher - reflected the protectiveness and strong opinions 
held by springs devotees. 

Fresh off a well-received yet smaller-scaled restoration of 
Deep Eddy Pool, the Limbacher- Godfrey duo is set to present a 
list of proposed, short-term projects to City Council on Aug. 30, 
followed by a tentative council appearance to get the full master 
plan approved by early October. As some SBCA members seized 
on the more contentious aspects of the plan, Godfrey, an ever- 
eloquent orator, tactfully reminded the crowd, “We’ve only 
been asked to study this.” He later assured them, “We’re going

to tread very lightly.” Godfrey understands the mix of emotions 
involved when the words “master plan” come into play, particu- 
larly when the plan is attached to a community jewel. “People 
have this visceral dread that modernity has caught up with us, 
and we can’t get away with the miracle any more. We’re working 
to preserve the miracle of Barton Springs.” 

Leading the support for the plan are the Friends of Barton 
Springs Pool, an organization of hardcore swimmers who under- 
take regular cleanup and beautification projects. FOBSP secured 
the initial $500,000 from the council last October. Now, Cravey 
and FOBSP are among those paddling hardest to advance the 
master-planning process, which would go toward rehabilitating 
the historic bathhouse, improving water quality, sprucing up 
the landscaping, and engineering a way to prevent nuisance 
algae and flooding, which so far this year has forced the pool to 
close a record 16 times. Other objectives seek to bolster the 
endangered salamander population and improve the one-of-a- 
kind, spring-fed Sunken Garden southeast of the pool and the 
equally unique Eliza Spring. Both are favorite estuaries of the 
protected salamanders. 

The more far-reaching and controversial proposals will likely 
take longer to move forward. These include building a new bath- 
house at the pool’s south entrance, moving the lower dam down- 
stream, and redesigning the look and function of both dams. 

With the City Council and City Manager Toby Futrell signal- 
ing their support for the plan with some initial cash, Cravey 
envisions gaining speedy approval on the short-term refurbish-

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New South Bathhouse 

Needs more scrubbing 

Eco-minded Austinites often curse whenever a new construc- 
tion project is proposed within the Edwards Aquifer watershed 
because of the resulting runoff that pollutes the aquifer and ulti- 
mately the springs. So you can imagine their reaction when plan- 
ners floated the concept of building a new bathhouse immediate- 
ly up the hill from the beloved Barton Springs Pool at its existing 
south entrance. 


Architect Al Godfrey has presented some initial proposals for the 
new bathhouse to an array of city boards and commissions as well 
as neighborhood and environmental groups. He says responses to 
the new facility fall into three categories: 1) It urbanizes the area; 
no way! 2) I love it, I want one, make it big! 3) Maybe, but it 
depends on the size. 

Godfrey has drawn up three different bathhouse sketches 
designed to complement each of the arguments, including a down- 
sized version to satisfy the “no way” camp. On the whole, Godfrey 
envisions a picturesque structure in the south woods of the pool’s 
grounds, with an accessible pathway to the pool for the handi- 
capped, which currently doesn’t exist. Though the council must sign 


off on such a project, Godfrey reminds folks that construction at or 
near the pool is subject to archeological and historical site restric- 
tions. As such, he said the south bathhouse segment of his presen- 
tation received a chilly response from the Texas Historical Commission. 

Save Barton Creek Association board member Susan Bright, a 
devoted swimmer of 30 years, said she’s willing to consider small 
improvements to the existing shack near the south entrance, such 
as a baby-changing area and outdoor showers, but she’s personally 
opposed to a substantial new facility and that it should not be 
included in the list of short-term projects headed to council at the 
end of the month. “This is something that needs to be studied,” 
she said. “There’s no consensus in the community.” - D.M. 


ing projects. “There’s nothing more fragile than 
a moment in time,” he observed. That said, 
FOBSP will be among other civic organizations 
heading to City Hall this month, with hat in 
hand, as the council grinds out a new city bud- 
get. Meanwhile, the group will begin gathering 
needed scientific data on the inner-workings of 
the springs, which will help guide decisions on 
the projects that would carry lasting implica- 
tions for the pool’s ecosystem. 

But as with many high-profile Austin proj- 
ects, the reflexive response to a proposal 
labeled “master plan” is apprehension, because 
the words alone carry whiffs of a done deal 
without having first moved through “the pro- 
cess.” Building consensus for the plan is made 
more difficult by the fact that Barton Springs 
naturally brings out the protective - and terri- 
torial - spirit in so many. And the stakeholders 
include a number of politically powerful com- 
munity groups that strive to do what’s best for 
the springs and its federally protected habi- 
tants - the salamanders. 

Accordingly, many are hesitant to cannon- 
ball into the process just yet, and the central 
concern is that interested groups haven’t had 
the opportunity to collectively discuss the 
plan’s objectives. At the SBCA meeting last 
week, for example, Jackie Goodman lamented 
the lack of a formal public review process 
before the master plan goes to the City Council 
in late August. “This isn’t like any other master 
plan I’ve seen,” she said. After the meeting, it 
was learned that the short-term proposals in 
the plan would in fact go through public chan- 
nels before hitting the council dais, although 
it’s unclear whether Goodman and others’ 
concerns prompted this decision. 

(A side note to this story is that Cravey is 
running for City Council next May and would 
likely use the Barton Springs proposal as part 
of his platform. Additionally, Goodman is 
widely believed to be considering a mayoral 


bid, although she couldn’t be reached at press 
time to confirm.) 

Godfrey said that the term “master plan” in 
this case is a bit of a misnomer. He explained 
that the plan is more of a needs-assessment 
study with various options for pursuing an 
official master plan. 

Echoing the sentiments over a lack of inclu- 
siveness, Save Our Springs Alliance Executive 
Director Bill Bunch, in a separate interview, 
said the process so far is “not good at all” and 
that “meetings have been balkanized, with 
one, then another, but not held collectively to 
hear everyone’s ideas.” The plan, Bunch went 
on, seems to serve to empower city staff and 
its hired consultants - “nothing new around 
Austin, which is good at giving the appear- 
ance of public participation.” While SOS’ 
board hasn’t formally voted on 
recommendations, Bunch said 
the board members “favor actions 
that restore and enhance what 
we have, not add additional 
development and pavement in 
the park.” SOS opposes building 
a new south bathhouse near the 
back gate, where a dirt parking 
lot and grassy field still retain the 
more casual look of “old 
Austin.” 

One potentially positive thing 
about the plan, Bunch said, is that it could 
provide “an opportunity to build community 
around the springs. But so far, it’s been han- 
dled in a way that promotes disagreement ver- 
sus consensus building.” 

Trying to quell any ill will, Farhad Madani, 
assistant director of Austin’s Parks and Recrea- 
tion Department, defended the public process 
to date. “When people are happy with how 
things are being done, they’re not going to 
voice concerns,” he said, adding that less than 
50 people attended the last two public meet- 


ings and about the same number had sent 
comments through the city website 
(www.ci.austin.tx.us/parks/bartonspringsmp.htm). 

He went on to comfort the public-process-wary 
that after the master plan’s approval, city staff 
will still need to gain public and council 
approval on every project in the design and 
implementation phase. He said the short-term 
projects, such as the existing bathhouse fixes, 
could be under way in the next one to five 
years, while the longer-term projects that 
require studies on their impact on the sala- 
manders and surrounding habitats, could take 
up to 10 years. 

City environmental scientist Laurie Dries 
(who described herself more accurately as an 
evolutionary ecologist), attended last Monday 
night’s SBCA meeting - not on behalf of the 


city but out of personal and professional 
interest in protecting the salamander. In an 
interview after the meeting, she said she and 
her city colleagues resurrected the salamander 
population from nine sightings per month to 
more than 319 in the course of two years - 
largely, she said, “by chunking rock for eight 
hours a day, affecting the sediment the way 
nature did.” From this standpoint, Dries says 
she’s looking at the master plan’s implica- 
tions to salamanders beyond the span of a 
human lifetime: “We can easily spend a lot of 


money, change a whole bunch, potentially 
screw up the species, and find we can’t 
change it back five to 10 years later.” Dries 
stressed the need to collect scads of data on 
flooding, normal water flow within the pool, 
and its topography. She is open to studying 
the nitty-gritty projects, such as rebuilding the 
pool’s dams. And she agreed with Cravey that 
studies could take place as smaller projects 
proceed, but she was emphatic about the 
need for complete data, as well as committed 
oversight, before undertaking fundamental 
changes to the pool. “We could build a model 
in three to five years, which is nothing com- 
pared to the 100 years of changes we’ve 
imposed on the flow of Barton Springs.” 
Asked about the discrepancy between the 
Friends of Barton Springs Pool’s eagerness to 
move the plan forward compared to 
other groups’ hesitation and feelings 
about the absence of community 
involvement, Cravey said: “This hap- 
pens in every local process. We did 
everything we could to call attention to 
this and we want people who are inter- 
ested now to come in with good will 
and work with us.” 

For instance, he says that though he’s 
personally in favor of a new south bath- 
house - perhaps the most contentious 
aspect of the plan - “it’s wrong to turn 
the issue into a matter of principle.” He stressed 
that the folks driving the plan are members of a 
volunteer nonprofit who put in scores of volun- 
teer hours at the pool, and he denied any accu- 
sation that they are in fact part of what’s 
referred to as a bathhouse industrial complex. 

Cravey explains his sense of urgency to dive 
into the master plan this way: “There have 
been a lot of plans written in this town and 
never implemented; I don’t want this to be 
one. This is our chance; we need to pull 
together and seize the moment.” ■

Bow Chica Wow-Wow 


The life and times of a porn-music impresario

John Dial, software designer and porn-music 
impresario, is trying to explain his infatuation 
with the music of films like California Creamin’ 
and Vampyros Lesbos. It’s that funky bassline, 
he says, the growling, down-low groove that 
invokes images of satin sheets, cheap boob 
jobs, and furry-hatted pimps - that bow chica 
wow-wow. “My dad used to play the Isley 
Brothers and Earth, Wind & Fire; it’s just part 
of me,” said Dial, who projects an unmistak- 
ably funkless Caucasian exterior, dressed in a 
baseball cap and T-shirt. 

It’s not a stretch to say that Dial, 39, is one 
of the foremost experts on pom music in the 
country. The Austinite can extol the talents of 
composers of rare French adult films and dis- 
cuss, in depth, the relative pros and cons of the 
soundtrack for SuperVixens III. The married 
father of two is known to troll old record stores 
looking for that rare track, the work of European 
composer Piero Umiliani, or the much coveted 
original master soundtrack to Deep Throat. 

While his obsession may be considered, 
well, quaint, Dial has turned it into a business, 
displaying the type of can-do American entre- 
preneurial spirit that should make chamber- of- 
commerce types weep in their pancake break- 
fasts. His empire of porn music includes

fluffertraX, an Internet radio site devoted to the 
music of sweet love. There’s also his fluffertraX 
DJ show, which pops up in clubs around the 
country, as well as his line of “Bow Chica Wow- 
Wow” merchandise, including T-shirts, caps, 
coffee mugs, and license-plate frames. And he’s 
launched BowChica Mobile, a ring-tone com- 
pany, offering consumers the chance to answer 
their phones to the musical sounds of a 1970s 
triple-X feature. 

It was BowChica that recently put Dial’s capi- 
talist dreams on a collision course with one of the 
world’s biggest telecommunications companies, 
sending nervous ripples through the tight-knit 
mobile-phone industry and raising issues of cor- 
porate censorship. After months of licensing 
music and making contacts in the mobile-phone 
business, Dial signed a deal last year to sell the 
ring tones through Wapfly, a big international 
distribution site. BowChica went live on Wapfly 
in December, offering a variety of funky, PG- 
rated, pimp-friendly instrumental ring tones. 

Three days later, T-Mobile, one of the largest 
carriers in the world, abruptly cut its ties to 


Wapfly, saying it wouldn’t deal 
with a distributor of “adult” 
material. “The thing that disap- 
pointed me: It wasn’t pom con- 
tent we were offering,” said Nick 
Stewart, business development 
manager for the UK-based Wapfly. 

Many rap songs are far more 
graphic than Dial’s funky tracks, 
he notes. But the ring tones were 
labeled as “pom” tunes, which 
was apparently enough to scare 
away T-Mobile. 

Just like that, BowChica was 
off the site. And Dial soon learned 
that he was radioactive; none of 
the ring-tone companies would 
have anything to do with him. (And T-Mobile 
still hasn’t renewed its relationship with 
WapFly.) “I was horrified,” Dial said. “It was 
totally unfair, beyond comprehension.” 

With tme Texas perseverance, Dial decided 
to bypass the traditional mobile-phone distri- 
bution system and offer BowChica directly to 
consumers, who can now buy his eclectic fare 
through his site, BowChicaMobile.com. Billed 
as “Mobile for Grown-ups,” BowChica offers a 
variety of PG-rated tracks for a $2.49 down- 
load fee, including clips 
from Brickhouse Betty, a 
brand built around an 
animated character; 
Clown Porn, a group 
that brings clowns into 
the adult genre; and 
Jackie “the Joke Man” 
Martling, best known as 
Howard Stem’s former 
sidekick. But the T- 
Mobile incident still 
strikes a chord with him. “I think censorship is 
pretty heinous,” he says. “It stifles art; it stifles 
thought. If companies can’t handle ring tones, 
what other types of censorship are going on?” 
It is, after all, all about the music, Dial says, 
the musicians and artists who gave their sweat 
and blood for cinematic achievements that 
happen to coincide with images of often acro- 
batic sex, with names like “Cramming for Col- 
lege” and “Sexadelic Dance Party.” The music 
isn’t pom, just the subject matter. “It [is] more 
about being playful, slightly naughty,” he said. 
“If you want hard stuff, there are plenty of 
places to get it. We’re not that.” 

Not surprisingly, this jibes closely with the 
position of his wife of 18 years, who is not 
necessarily thrilled with her husband’s choice 
of obsessions. “I’m not onboard as a family 
matter, but the music is awesome,” says Dee 
Dee Dial. “Keeping it to the music is what I’m 
about.” She supports her husband’s “creative 
outlet,” as long as he avoids links to the slea- 
zier aspects of the industry. And she’s impressed 
that he turned his “hobby” into a business. “I 



think there is a market there, just like there is 
a market for pom,” she said. 

Tike many grand business ideas, Dial’s infatu- 
ation with pom music gestated on the hallowed 
grounds of UT-Austin. He first developed the 
idea for fluffertraX in 1992, when he was work- 
ing at KTSB, the student radio station that’s now 
KVPX. He said he had a “gut instinct” about the 
public’s interest in the music, although his gut 
may not have been the organ driving the idea. 
As the years progressed, he tried to market the 
idea but, shockingly, found little interest in the 
world of corporate media. “Radio stations 
weren’t too receptive to the idea,” he says. 

But he revived the idea in the Internet age, 
and fluffertraX was bom in 1999. (For those 
unfamiliar with the vocabulary of adult cine- 
ma, a “Buffer” is the young lady who, er, pre- 
pares the male star before a scene.) There is no 
actual pom on the site - not even ads for films 
- it simply spotlights “pom music” - and the 
definition of “pom music” is fairly loose. For 
the most part, it has to be in a film, but Dial 
isn’t above letting a George Clinton or Ice-T 
track slip in there, as long as it sounds like it 
should be in a porn film. “If it has a good vibe, 
I’ll play it,” he says. 

While fluffertraX features all eras of pom 
music, its bread and butter, if you will, is the 
twangy funk of the Seventies, the bass-pumping 
tracks with titles like “Introducing Johnny 
Wadd” and “Dick Dagger’s Theme.” And Dial is 
selective. He pores over soundtracks and used- 
CD stores seeking the particularly tasty track. 
“If [I] buy a soundtrack, I get lucky if I play two 
songs from it,” he said. “Some are just bad, but 
the good ones are really good.” The music is 
surprisingly listenable, a melange of soul, jazz, 
trippy space-age synthesizer jaunts, and bouncy 
hip-hop. “At first I thought it was kind of hilari- 
ous that he was picking up music from pomos,” 
said Will Muntz, owner of the Fucky Founge, 
which hosts an annual fluffertraX event during 
South by Southwest. “But then I started listen- 
ing to the music, and it was really good.” 

Although fluffertraX is hardly taking the 
world by storm - it generates a modest 1,000 


listening hours a month - the site claims a 
devoted following in places like Japan and the 
Middle East. In 2004, it won a Mikey Award 
from listeners of Five365, the company that 
hosts fluffertraX and a thousand other Internet 
stations, in the category of “Most Unlikely to 
Hear on AM/FM Radio.” 

As his devotion to the music has grown, Dial 
has become a regular at pom industry events, 
including the annual Fas Vegas conventions - 
seeking information about music and doing 
interviews with the stars, which he posts on 
fluffertraX. (Dee Dee is good-natured about all 
this but chooses not to accompany him on 
these “business trips.” “It’s like, whatever,” she 
said. “I trust my husband. And I understand 
it’s part of promoting the business.”) 

At this point, Dial knows many of the direc- 
tors and producers, who often help in his quest 
for music. “Within the adult industry, he’s 
become very well known,” said Daniel Metcalf of 
Daniel Metcalf Public Relations, which repre- 
sents Wicked Pictures, one of the biggest pro- 
ducers. Dial often links with the film companies 
for giveaways and promotional events, and he’s 
become proficient at connecting with companies 
like PimpHats.com, “the pimp party clothing 
store since 1997,” to promote his business. 
“He’s very creative at co-branding what he’s 
doing,” said Metcalf, adding that industry play- 
ers respect Dial’s knowledge of the music. “He’s 
got a great library, and he’s definitely got an ear 
- one foot in the past and one in the future.” 
Over the years, the industry’s interest in the 
music that accompanies the moans and groans 
and occasional shrieks of its films has ebbed 
and flowed. In the Seventies, filmmakers com- 
missioned original music for their films; in the 
Eighties, many simply used stale library tracks 
or cheap electronica. In Europe, on the other 
hand, where they are more refined about their 
sexual art, top composers often developed 
tracks for X-rated films, and it wasn’t unusual 
to release soundtrack albums, Dial notes. 

In recent years, with the adult business slid- 
ing more and more into the mainstream, 
there’s been a resurgence of interest in original 
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music, as more companies look to add a class- 
ier veneer to their bang fests. Eddie Van Halen 
recently won an adult video award. Last year, 
Vivid, the biggest adult-film company, released 
separate soundtrack CDs with several of their 
DVD releases. “It was like a wet dream for me, 
personally,” Dial said, using an oddly appropri- 
ate metaphor. 

Dial sees the soundtrack CDs as one more 
sign that pom music is finally gaining a measure 
of respect. He recently recognized a song from a 
Swedish pom film in a TV commercial for soda. 
“In the last six months, I’ve seen this creeping 
more and more into the mainstream media,” he 
said. “If it’s on TV it can’t be all bad.” 

Thanks to such signs, Dial is convinced he’s 
hit upon an untapped musical niche. He’s 
now focused on expanding BowChica, offering 
more tracks and developing an affiliate pro- 
gram, and selling Bow Chica Wow-Wow mer- 
chandise. He’s also starting a regular fluffer- 
traX gig at new Austin club Liquid (see Club 
Listings, p.96) the first Thursday of each 
month, bringing pom music to the masses. 

Even if the music doesn’t grip Joe and 
Martha Public, Dial can take comfort knowing 
that Snoop Dogg is a fluffertraX fan. “Damn, I 
should’ve thought of that shit - not because 
it’s good music, but because it’s damn funny,” 
he wrote on his blog, the Snoop Doggy Blog. 
When Dial went backstage at a Snoop appear- 
ance in Austin wearing a Bow Chica Wow-Wow 
cap, Snoop recognized him. “He said, ‘You’re 
that pom-music guy. I want to meet you,”’ Dial 
said. “That was pretty sweet.” ■

Perched in the main lobby of the Albuquerque 
airport is a 1914 Ingram/Foster biplane, a craft 
of elegant simplicity and, to me, astounding 
audacity It’s just some wood, wire, and canvas, 
an angular frame that flies, powered by a six- 
cylinder, 100-horsepower engine, with a ceiling 
of about 1,000 feet. A year or so ago, my friend 
and I paused a while to admire it. In 1914 a 
man sat in the midst of that frame and flew 
with nothing to shield him from the wind, on a 
day when that putt-putt plane was at the fore- 
front of technology. Just 31 years later a B-29 
with a ceiling of 30,000 feet, its engines deliv- 
ering 9,000-worth of horsepower, dropped an 
atomic bomb on Hiroshima. And just 24 years 
after that, people walked on the moon. Such 
amazing leaps in the space of one life span. And 
you think of all the other leaps till now, you 
step back, you stop taking it for granted, and 
no wonder the whole world is dizzy. We are, 
every one of us, travelers in a new dimension 
that keeps expanding itself beyond the power 
of any person or institution even to catalog it, 
much less to exert restraint or control. 

That thought sent me driving west on Route 
60, along the southern edge of the Gallinas 
Mountains, in the vicinity of Magdalena, N.M. 
You top a rise at 7,000 feet, and spread all across 
a valley is the Very Large Array. That’s its official 
name. Twenty-seven radio telescopes, each near- 
ly 100-feet high (a 10-story building), each with 
a dish “about as big as a baseball diamond,” to 
quote the explanatory film at the visitor’s center. 
“There are many sorts of light,” the film explains, 
“most of which we cannot see.” Something 
disquieting about that. There’s lots to be seen 
all around us, most of which we cannot see. To 
know this intellectually is one thing; to feel it for 
a moment emotionally is quite another. Then I 
stood under that wide blue sky beside one of 
these towering white “dishes” through which 
a kind of dialogue is taking place that, literally, 
spans the universe. This human artifact reaches 
out to the edge of what we know of existence, a 
distance so far beyond human scale that, trying 
to imagine it, my mind goes blank. I’ve driven 




my ’69 Chevy some 670,000 miles, so I have 
some concrete idea of what a round trip to the 
moon means, but at the Very Large Array I’m 
so far out of my depth that I might as well be 
what, I suppose, I really am - a somewhat con- 
scious speck. Yet representatives of our species 
of specks carry on, in my name and yours, this 
dialogue with the infinite. 

And there’s this: Those lights I can’t see, 
beaming into that dish - well, they’re not only 
beaming into that dish, some of them are no 
doubt splashing on me, on all of us, and none 
(except, maybe, astrologers) have measured or 
guessed the effect of that. If I’m sounding like a 
little kid, hey, little kids have the sense to know 
that, as Dr. Who would say, existence is fantas- 
tic - which is what anyone must feel at the Very 
Large Array. But even in my reverie I’m aware 
that we’re a species of troublemakers, marvel- 
ous and otherwise, and I can’t help but wonder 
what trouble we’ll make (may it be marvelous!) 
of the knowledge gleaned at the Array. 

That thought, in turn, led me to those steep 
roads up the Jemez Mountains, north of Santa 
Fe, to Los Alamos - a place of incredible vis- 
tas, especially thrilling when horizons of great 
storm clouds take to showing off. 

Los Alamos sits atop a mountain that not 
so long ago geologically (25,000 years) was 
a volcano; something’s still cooking down in 
the depths, which is why there are hot springs 
in the neighborhood. My destination was the 
Manhattan Project exhibit at the Bradbury 
Science Museum - but a smaller exhibit there, 
of the fan- tas- tic variety, blew me away first. 
You know those thousands of terra-cotta sol- 
diers buried with the first Chinese emperor 
in 210BC? Some were painted with “a rare 
pigment called Han Purple.” Apparently Han 
Purple contains properties that enable Los 
Alamos scientists “to study an unusual phase 
of matter known as superfluid, whose char- 
acteristics exhibit capabilities to communi- 
cate faster than the speed of light.” That’s 
right, faster than the speed of light - which, 
until recently, was believed the fastest pos- 


sible speed in the universe. Not anymore. Just 
thought you’d like to know. 

The Manhattan Project exhibit gives lots of 
chewable information to ruminate about - like, 
“the average age [of the scientists] was 25,” 
and the majority of them were liberals, who, 
as one said, “truly believed that by building 
that bomb there’d never be another war.” And 
you can stand beside replicas of “Little Boy” 
and “Fat Boy,” the cutesy names given to two 
bombs that obliterated more than 200,000 
Japanese civilians in two explosions lasting 
about nine seconds each. Hiroshima, Aug. 6, 
1945; Nagasaki, Aug. 9. 

It isn’t generally known that many Manhattan 
Project scientists, even the notorious Edward 
Teller, wanted first to drop a kind of demon- 
stration bomb where it would do the least 
harm, to induce a surrender by convincing 
our enemy of our newfound might. President 
Truman rejected that proposal. What most 
Americans “know” is that our atomic bombs 
forced the Japanese to surrender and spared 


us an invasion that would have cost (the usual 
figure is) 100,000 American lives. But the 
museum exhibits testimony to the contrary, 
from experts whose knowledge and patriotism 
are beyond question. 

Gen. (later Republican president) Dwight 
D. Eisenhower, supreme commander of Allied 
Forces, when consulted by then-Secretary of 
War Henry Stimson, expressed “grave misgiv- 
ings, first on the basis of my belief that Japan 
was already defeated, that dropping the bomb 
was completely unnecessary, and secondly 
because I thought that our country should 
avoid shocking world opinion by the use of 
a weapon whose employment was, I thought, 
no longer mandatory as a weapon to save 
American lives. Japan was at that very moment 
seeking some way to surrender with a mini- 
mum loss of face. It wasn’t necessary to hit 
them with that awful thing. ” 

Adm. William Leahy, then-chairman of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff, and Truman’s personal 
friend: “The Japanese were already defeated 
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and ready to surrender, the use of this barba- 
rous weapon at Hiroshima and Nagasaki was of 
no material assistance in our war against Japan 
at all.” (Leahy had the guts to say this in public 
in 1945.) 

Maj. Gen. Curtis LeMay, U.S. Army Air 
Forces: “The war would have been over in two 
weeks without the Russians entering [they 
were to invade Japan Aug. 8] and without the 
atomic bomb. The atomic bomb had nothing 
to do with the end of the war.” 

Why then, Hiroshima? And why Nagasaki? 
Probably to prove to Stalin and the Soviet 
Union that we were smart enough to make 
atom bombs and evil enough to use them. 

It could be argued that - in the short term, at 
least - President Truman’s employment of hor- 
ror as an instrument of foreign policy was not 
stupid. I’d never agree, but there’s an argument 
to be made. That discussion isn’t on the public 
table because many Americans, then and now, 
crave the belief that their country is what no 
country has ever been: innately good. So they 
swallow the propaganda version of Hiroshima’s 
and Nagasaki’s necessity. For example: 

The exhibit directly facing the testimony by 
Eisenhower, etc., is in a way the most interest- 
ing of all and is presented by an outfit calling 
itself the Los Alamos Education Group. Their 
exhibit discounts and denies the generals’ 
testimony and repeats at length the same old 
lies that Truman told - plus justifying the 
bombings, by implication, with testimonies of 
Japanese atrocities, while failing to mention 
that the soldiers who committed those atroci- 
ties were not the civilians of Hiroshima any 
more than the civilians of San Antonio were 
responsible for using the atom bomb. The 
ferocity of denial is such that, in the face of it, 
the Bradbury Science Museum compromises 
its honesty and permits an exhibit that its own 
researchers know to be false. 

In Nicolas Roeg’s 1985 film, Insignificance, 
Einstein’s watch stops at 8:15am, the hour 
Hiroshima was bombed. Roeg said in an 
interview: “When something has happened 
- with lovers, or with the world - it’s very 
easy to think, ‘Oh, that was 40 years ago.’ We 
think that 40 years diminishes it somehow. [In 
1985] Hiroshima was 40 years ago, so it’s all 
right. But 8:15 comes around every morning. 
It comes every day, and that moment is in our 
lives. It’s in my little 2-year-old boy’s life. It’s 
here. The act is with us. Everyone in the world 
now has a little bit of it on him. It’s important 
to know that something that’s been done, com- 
mitted, is lived with” ■

'RADICAL NAUTICAL: 

Awash in waterworks 

Just in case Austinites have not yet had enough 
water this summer, Gallery Lombardi sets sail on 
Aug. 2 with “Radical Nautical,” an exhibit of 71 piec- 
es of sea-themed artwork. To celebrate the show’s 
maiden voyage, the gallery is hosting a celebration 
with live music, spoken word, seafood refreshments, 
word from the Save Our Springs Alliance, plus a live 
mermaid on the porch. 

The event launches Gallery Lombardi’s annual juried 
show that is open to submissions from anyone. This year’s theme, 
which attracted 350 submissions, came out of a desire to explore 
the fantastical and mythical, from fairy tales to unicorns. The ocean 
where humans can’t live, seemed the right kind of primordial soup 
for artists to create. 

“A lot of people are scared of water,” says Lombardi director (and 
Chronicle Arts writer) Rachel Koper, who is one of five curators of 
“Radical Nautical.” “It’s evident that water is also a metaphor for dreaming, 
being lost in the subconscious. There’s also a dark side to it.” 

Many of the pieces delve into the fantastical and even the macabre. Scott Ewen’s 
Venus shows an emerging goddess surrounded by violent waters and alienlike ghouls 
overhead. Charlie Chauvin’s Sailor’s Delight features a yellow-toothed, 
claw-fingered sailor facing down an omen of rough seas. 

“Radical” could mean both original and political. The multi- 
media show features Suzanne Koett’s Measure of Pride, a 
photograph of a gay sailor holding both American and rainbow 
flags, and Mark Wade’s Sailing Through America (Interior View), a 
telescopic view of decaying trash. 

The curators hoped to avoid the most obvious types of water- 
themed artwork. “When we said ‘nautical,’ we wondered if we would get sea- 
shells, pelicans on the pier, watercolors, grandma-style. But it’s much more representa 
tive of modern style,” Koper says. 

The opening-night event will allow visitors to pick their favorite piece for a $300 
people’s choice award. “One of the things we do at Gallery Lombardi is show first- 
time artists alongside established artists. We’re proud of that,” Koper says. 

Other announced events include a knot-tying contest, projections of work by 
video artists, and local improv master Shannon McCormick reciting Dutch sea 
tales. Hawaiian band Combo Mahalo performs at the end of an evening of other 
sea-themed music acts. 

Plus, there’s that mermaid. “There’s a woman who wanted to sit somewhere 
with shells in her hair and sit with blue projections on her, singing,” Koper 
says. It seemed to fit. - Elizabeth Cobbe

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COLDTOWNE: 

Home on the strange 

There’s that phenomenon where a whole 
is greater than the sum of its parts, right? 
And we’ve already covered a few members 
of the ColdTowne improv troupe in this series 
of reviewish profiles, and we’ve had little but 
good to say about them, remember? But 
this isn’t a case where the whole is greater 
than et cetera, no, we can’t report that. 

But. Recall that the ColdTowne individuals 
or minicombos we’ve noted have been con- 
sistently impressive, and be reassured that 
the troupe, altogether, is certainly equal to 
the sum of its parts, and you’ll know that 
you’re in for a really enjoyable time watch- 
ing these guys do their stuff. 

ColdTowne formed in New Orleans in 
2005, then moved to Austin after Hurricane 
Katrina turned the troupe’s home base into 


FEMA’s Soggy Folly. The members displayed 
their talents and training at the Hideout 
and at the Out of Bounds Improv Festival, 
racked up some primo recognition, then 
opened their own joint, ColdTowne Theater, 
in which to ply their trade and teach their 
students. It was a slow start, but now 
they’re picking up esteem and often playing 
to packed, cheering houses. Cream, as 
they say, rising to the top. 

The night we went to get reacquainted 
with ColdTowne’s ever-changing act, 

Michael Jastroch, Justin York, Tami Nelson, 
Arthur Simone, and Chris Trew were wrap- 
ping their quick and clever minds around 
the suggestions “Supreme Court” and 
“seance.” A series of scenes, mostly unte- 
thered from any common narrative, blew 
across the boards like a gale-force galli- 
maufry intent on flattening the audience’s 
resistance to laughter. There were sketches 
about a judge consulting with a demon, a 


woman more in love with her dog than with 
her boyfriend, multiple prayer-answers 
requested of a god as if he were a sort of 
omnipotent drive-up-window flunky, a wait- 
er/bodybuilder trapped by free weights 
while his shiftm ate/s potter was in the 
lunch-rush weeds, all of it more or less 
spurred by the two suggestions or by tan- 
gents off those suggestions. The players 
were sharp and fierce (especially that Tami 
Nelson, hoo boy), working the material with 
much theatrical gusto, and seemed to be 
having as much fun as the audience was 
having: always a good sign in improv. 

Another good sign in improv, we suggest: 
That sign along the road to entertainment 
that says, “Now Entering ColdTowne.”

'ALIENNATION': Making cabrito of 
immigration scapegoating 

Comedy troupes come and go, but fortunately 
for Austin, the Latino Comedy Project is always 
around, though it may not necessarily seem that 
way. The LCP first made a splash locally almost 10 
years ago, and since then it’s become known for 
its numerous full-length sketch-comedy shows, as 
well as the annual Latino Comedy Fiesta, which 
assembled stand-up acts and sketch troupes from 
around the country. With the flooding of the State 
Theatre, the members of the LCP found them- 
selves without their preferred venue, so they 
turned their efforts to touring, playing smaller local 
houses, and producing videos. But breathe a col- 
lective sigh of relief, Austin: The current political 
climate is ripe for comedy, and the LCP is back 
with AlienNation, its first all-new show in two years. 

“It’s so funny,” says Adrian Villegas, LCP’s artis- 
tic director, “there’s such a Kabuki dance going on 
in this country right now with the immigration 
‘debate,’ because when it comes down to it, noth- 
ing’s going to substantially change. We want to act 
like Mexican immigrants are separate from the 
country, but they’re part of the fabric of the nation 
whether people want to admit or even like it. And 
the predictable byproduct of the ‘debate’ is xeno- 
phobia and resentment. That kind of scapegoating 
only happens in times of economic stress. The 
last big wave of it was in the early Nineties, when 
there was a major recession. Right now it’s a com- 
bination of that plus we have politicians who are 
deliberately trying to fan the issue to give their 
constituency something to be distracted by.” 

Not that Villegas would want anyone to think the 
show is entirely political, but hey, if it doesn’t have 
bite, it isn’t satire. “We have a lot of fun with the 
whole idea on many levels, like the almost superhu- 
man tenacity of undocumented Mexican immigrants 
-the whole ‘illegal alien’ thing is just a dehumaniz- 
ing warping of language going on right now, in my 
opinion. Because whatever roadblock is put up, his- 
torically Mexican immigrants always find a way 
around it. There’s one sketch called ‘El Wall,’ in 
which the U.S. government has finally built that 
gigantic wall they keep threatening to build, with the 
joke being that the Mexicans on the other side just 
turn it into a financially prosperous tourist attraction/ 
amusement park. We also have a video series that 
plays on the Mac PC ads. A ‘Mex’ from the other 
side and a ‘BC’ (Born Citizen) kind of compare their 
approaches to life. Like with travel: The Mexican 
talks about almost losing an arm and being attacked 
by wild animals crossing the border, while the BC 
complains about the airline losing his luggage.” 

Making the show twice as special is the fact 
that AlienNation will be the first production in 
Austin’s new Mexican American Cultural Center. 

“It’s actually preceding the official grand opening,” 
says Villegas. “Amparo Garcia-Crow [the MACC’s 
program direc- 
tor] is really 
doing a great 
job. It’s going 
to be a major 
hub of activity 
in a very short 
period of time. 

People are 
flocking to it 

already. Amparo wants to use the community as a 
resource and fill the place with events constantly, 
just have something going on there all the time. 

It’s a beautiful building. You should check it out.”

ALLISON ORR choreographs a new comeback special for the King 


“Elvis is in everybody out there. 

Everybody’s got Elvis in them!” 

- Mojo Nixon, “Elvis Is Everywhere” 

Allison Orr was not always in touch with her inner Elvis. 

That may sound strange considering that this Austin choreographer is 
about to open the third incarnation of The King and I, her modern-dance 
tribute to His Royal Presleyness - a tribute of such fidelity that all of the 
music in it is drawn from Elvis’ final concert at Market Square Arena in 
Indianapolis and almost all of it presented in the exact order that it was 
performed. Still, it’s true. 

No baby Allison being rocked to sleep with a lullaby of “Suspicious 
Minds.” No skipping rope on the playground to “In the Ghetto.” No 
requests for “Don’t Cry, Daddy” at the junior prom. In fact, when Orr had 
to high-kick to Elvis hits with the Austin High drill team, she thought his 
music was, well, pretty cheesy. 

No, it wasn’t until about eight years ago that Orr felt a hunka hunka 
burning love for the King ignite in her heart. That road-to-Damascus 
conversion took place, fittingly, inside Elvis’ own home, and, like the life- 
changing experience of the apostle Paul, it took her totally by surprise. 
Orr had journeyed to Memphis with choreographer Liz Lerman, whose 
dance company she was affiliated with at the time, and figured that as 
long as she was so close to one of pop culture’s major meccas, she might 
as well check it out. If nothing else, it ought to be “fun and kind of kitschy 
to see Elvis’ house.” So early on a rainy morning, she struck out on her 
own for Graceland. And it was not quite what she expected. “It’s so small 
in scale compared to what you think a star would live in, especially now,” 
Orr recalls. “The ceilings aren’t real high. It’s not a huge house.” 

With The King and /, choreographer 
Allison Orr wondered, "Could I 
make somebody like me, who had 
no connection to Elvis and really 
didn't want to, didn't care to, 
feel a connection [to him] 
upon leaving the show?" 

And that simple fact, that this wasn’t some mammoth man- 
sion beyond the scale of mere mortals, that it wasn’t an obscene 
monument by Elvis to his own standing as a musical legend, 
shrunk this god of rock & roll, this King, down to human 
size in Orr’s eyes. For the first time ever, she saw him as a 
human, with human frailties and flaws. And as she moved 
among the rooms, something happened. “You’re on this audio 
tour, and it’s talking about, ‘This is where Elvis sang his last 
song to his friends,’ and I’m looking at this piano, and I’m 
overwhelmed with emotion,” she says. “By the end, 

I’m crying. It’s like, what the hell is going on? 

I was not a fan, but I was really moved. I was 
blown away by the humanness of Graceland. I 
connected to this person.” 

That connection got Orr listening to Elvis in a 
whole new way, discovering what was so great about 
“Blue Moon of Kentucky” and “Lawdy Miss Clawdy” and “The 
Wonder of You” that had eluded her in her high-kicking days with 


the Red Jackets. And then she began reading up on his life: Priscilla 
Presley’s Elvis and Me and Peter Guralnick’s double-header on the 
King’s rise and fall, Last Train to Memphis and Careless Love , and oth- 
ers. And then, after Orr had found her way back to her hometown 
and launched her own company, Forklift Danceworks, it got this 
dance-maker thinking, “Maybe there’s something here I could do 
something about.” 

And that’s how Austin came to see The King and I 
for the first time. That initial version, produced for 
the 2004 Sharir + Bustamante Danceworks 
program Sex, Lies, and Lairy tales, was less 
about Elvis than about the legions

of performers who have kept the King alive in 
the decades since his death by donning the 
rhinestone-studded jumpsuit, twitching that 
upper lip, and belting out “Kentucky Rain” 
or “Devil in Disguise” or “Jailhouse Rock” in 
their very best imitation of his exceedingly 
imitable style. At this point, it was the Elvis 
impersonators who fascinated Orr. She was 
intrigued by the idea of people who were not 
trained as performers taking on the persona 
of a performer. So she did some research and 
looked around for Elvis impersonators on the 
Internet - “They have a pretty large Web pres- 
ence,” Orr says with a laugh - and called a 
couple of the biggest agencies in the country 
for Elvis impersonators, which put her in touch 
with one in College Station, who gave her some 
names of people in Austin to contact. That’s 
how she connected with Donnie Roberts, 
Victor Solimine, and C.B. Lawrence, the three 
Elvis impersonators who performed with Orr 
and dancers Theresa Hardy and Karly Dillard 
in the Sharir + Bustamante concert. 

In that 10-minute piece, Orr blended comical 
images (the three Elvises gliding across the stage 
on scooters, the three dancers being knocked 
down by flying footballs) with repetitions of the 
King’s signature gestures (windmill arms, pop- 
ping knees, twitching buttocks), to great effect. 
It went over extremely well with audiences, 
who laughed and cheered and tapped their feet 
throughout. And though it involved consider- 
ably more dancing than they were used to, the 
trio of Elvis impersonators had a good time, 
too, thankaverramuch. Maybe the only person 
who wasn’t completely satisfied with the piece 
was the choreographer herself. Orr felt that this 
wasn’t really the finished dance she’d wanted to 
make from this material. 

“I realized that this wanted to be a longer 
dance and that it wasn’t about imperson- 
ators. It was really more about me,” she says. 
“There’s something here that I’m trying to 
figure out that isn’t just about putting Elvis 
impersonators on stage. So I scaled them back 
and went in a whole different direction.” 

That direction was back to Graceland, that 
is, to the place where Orr had discovered Elvis 
as a human being and where his experiences, 
his story, had connected with her so power- 
fully. She began to put together all that she had 
learned about Elvis’ life and career and then 
look at it in relationship to her own life and 
career. “I think a lot about the decisions that

artists have to make to live a sustainable life,” 
Orr says. “You know, you could work all the 
time, but then why are you working so hard? 
What’s the goal? Is the goal to get famous, or 
is the goal to make money, or what? And what 
sacrifices do you make along the way? You 
know, you don’t really have a regular life. [The 
expanded version of The King and I] is defi- 
nitely about my response to learning all about 
Elvis’ experience as a star and how in my mind 
he really didn’t make it. It was the system or 
the music industry that took advantage of or 
profited off this person. But it was also the bad 
choices that he made. There’s definitely that 
going on in my head when I’m working on 
the dance: What kind of choices do you make, 
and what are the right kinds of choices? I’m 
still trying to figure that out. With his family 
and the way he was brought up, Elvis wasn’t 
in a good place to have so much stuff thrown 
at him. He wasn’t grounded. 

“So after learning all that, my intention was: 
Could I make somebody like me, who had no 
connection to Elvis and really didn’t want to, 
didn’t care to, feel a connection upon leav- 
ing the show? So there’s really an emotional 
line going through the show now that was 
not there when I first started. It’s more about 
trying to make Elvis human, in a way. I guess 
that’s what I felt when I was at Graceland, and 
I wanted somehow to create that for people 
when they come to the show.” 

Orr’s expansion of The King and I premiered 
at the Elks Lodge on Dawson Road in April 
of 2005 - a half-century and one month after 
a 2 0-year- old Elvis rolled up to Dessau Hall 
for his first-ever performance in Austin. The 
hourlong show, which, as noted, followed the 
set list for Elvis’ last concert, was a full-blown 
choreographic celebration of all things Presley, 
from his music to Priscilla to fried peanut-but- 
ter-and-banana sandwiches - the last cooked 
up before our eyes (and noses!) in an elegantly 
amusing above-the-waist dance by Orr, Dillard, 
and Hardy. The four performances sold out, 
and the show earned a trio of Austin Critics 
Table Award nominations. But more impor- 
tantly, this incarnation of The King and I gave 
its creator that sense of satisfaction and accom- 
plishment that had eluded her in the first ver- 
sion. “I always have on my mind that I want to 
make something that both my grandfather and 
a 9-year-old would like,” Orr says, “and I think 
that that happened.” 

Having achieved that kind of success, you 
might imagine that Orr would be ready to walk 
away from the King, that her Elvis would have 
left the building. But the fact is she enjoys this 
show too much to give it up just yet. “I get to 
use this great material that you never get to 
work with in modem dance and dance to this

music that I would never get to dance to and do 
something really fun,” she enthuses. “I really like 
doing it. I really do like the material a lot.” 

And thus, The King and I is back for a three- 
week mn just as we mark the 30th anniversary 
of Elvis’ passing (that is, for those of you who 
believe that the King is indeed dead). The third 
edition includes a few new segments - one cel- 
ebrating Elvis and karate! - and Elvis imperson- 
ator Donnie Roberts, who missed the Elks Lodge 
mn, is back in the fold. Plus he’ll be joined by 
several guest Elvis impersonators - John Kelso! 
Michael Fracasso! Sara Hickman! Jim Swift! 
Mayor Will Wynn! - each of whom, on the night 
of his or her appearance, will wear the iconic 
Vegas-era jumpsuit and sing a duet with Roberts. 
(See box for schedule of appearances.) 

Then, if all goes well, next spring The King 
and I will be heading out on the road, follow- 
ing in the tire tracks of Elvis in 1955, when he 
crisscrossed Texas with guitarist Scotty Moore 
and bass player Bill Black in a succession 
of Cadillacs, playing municipal auditoriums, 
high school gyms, and small nightclubs in all 
comers of the state. In doing her research, Orr 
was especially interested in this early period, 
before the national hysteria over Elvis started 
and it was just the three guys - the Blue Moon 
Boys, as they called themselves for a time 
- racing over hundreds of miles of asphalt to 
gigs in backwater little Texas towns. “I have a 
book, Elvis in Texas,” says Orr, “and it’s full 
of anecdotal stories by people who remember 
Elvis coming through and how he barely made 
it or didn’t come because his car was broken 
down in the middle of the road somewhere. 
They always had local talent open the show, 
and that talent had to keep playing and playing 
until he finally came in the door.” 

It left her wondering about the places the 
Blue Moon Boys played and how many of them 
might still be around 50-something years after 
the fact and whether they’d be interested in 
seeing a modern-dance tribute to Elvis. So she 
started looking into it and made some contacts 
and took off last summer with her husband 
and new baby girl, Genevieve, to see some of 
these spots for herself. 

“Donnie, our Elvis impersonator - Sweet- 
water had hired him to do a performance

back in ’05, the 50th anniversary of Elvis being 
there. He had a contact with the Chamber of 
Commerce, and he helped me get in touch 
with the guy at the auditorium there. And the 
Sweetwater people said, ‘You know, in Big Spring, 
you should talk to so-and-so.’ They all know each 
other. And the stepdad of a friend of mine is from 
Big Spring, and he gave me the phone number of 
the piano teacher in town, and I called her, and 
she said, ‘Well, you know who you should talk to 
is the symphony director.’ So it was all little calls 
to so-and-so, who knew so-and-so. 

“We’re looking at March [for the tour]. Big 
Spring actually has a symphony, which is kind 
of remarkable, and the symphony director is 
trying to book acts in this theatre where Elvis 
played, this historic auditorium where lots of 
famous vocalists have performed. Greenville 
and San Angelo and Texarkana and Sweetwater 
are the other communities that have operat- 
ing auditoriums where Elvis played. What’s 
exciting for me is that, like my other work, it’s 
reaching an audience we would never reach. 
It’s exciting to me to think that we’re going to 
take our first tour and we’re not going to San 
Francisco, we’re not going to New York. We’re 
going to West Texas.” 

Orr still has a few hurdles to get past. Getting 
three dancers, an Elvis impersonator, and all the 
production materials across the state is a little 
more complicated - not to mention expensive 
- than it was for Bill, Scotty, and Elvis haul- 
ing ass in a pink Caddy with a stand-up bass 
strapped to the roof. Orr is trying to raise funds 
to help minimize the costs for the smaller towns 
that might not have as much funding to import 
this kind of cultural endeavor. 

But the tour will come together. After all, this 
is the King that we’re talking about, right? His 
influence knows no bounds. If you need proof, 
know that when Allison Orr was talking to the 
people in Sweetwater about her show, she was 
told, “You know, our funeral director is an Elvis 
impersonator, too.”

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ONCE UPON A QUINCEANERA: 
COMING OF AGE IN THE USA 

by Julia Alvarez 
Viking, 278 pp., $23.95 

“Education is teaching our children 
to desire the right things.” Attributed to 
Plato, this quote reappears throughout 
Julia Alvarez’s newest book, Once Upon 
a Quinceahera. It’s a provocative claim, 
in content and context: to begin with, is 
corralling desire, whatever it is - shap- 
ing it, directing it - even possible? In 
the context of Alvarez’s book, it provides 
a base to return to after taking readers 
on her examination of the quinceahera. 

The Latin American tradition has much 
in common with the sweet 16 and other 
“coming out” affairs. Fundamentally, it’s a 
celebration of a young Latina becoming a 
woman, an “elaborate, ritualized fiesta on 
her fifteenth birthday.” 

How Latinos, buffeted by immigration, 
class, culture, and, most importantly, 
the narcotic lure of U.S. consumerism, 
variously enact this fiesta both fasci- 
nates and repels Alvarez. Once Upon a 
Quinceahera is her first-person account of her 
exploration of the tradition, through a com- 
posite subject named Monica, “somewhere 
in Middle Village, Queens.” Throughout, she 
describes other quinceaneras she experienced, 
meditating on just what it is that makes a girl a 
woman and, more importantly, the role of ritual 
in this and other milestone moments in life. 


Once Upon a Quince- 
ahera is breezy and 
accessible, but it’s not 
“light” reading. Her 
narrative meticulously 
weaves history, social- 
science research, 
the story of Monica’s 
quinceahera, a myriad 
of interviews, and her 
personal coming-of- 
age story in the U.S. 
as a young immigrant 
from the Dominican 
Republic. That she 
does this so effortless- 
ly belies the complexity 
of her subject matter. 
Besides being a fiesta, 
the quinceahera is a 
nexus from which to 
examine not just the 
Latino immigrant expe- 
rience but the role of 
ritual and ceremony in 
the greater U.S. What 
does it mean to become a woman - or man, for 
that matter? Whom do young people have as 
their role models? And finally, can humans from 
any culture survive without meaningful ritual and 
ceremony? While Alvarez’s inclinations are clear, 
she provides the reader with a broad palette of 
distinctive subjects to ponder and debate.

ALLAH IS NOT OBLIGED 

byAhmadou Kourouma 
Anchor, 224 pp., $12.95 

“Allah is not obliged to be fair about all the 
things He does here on earth.” 

At least that’s the opinion of 10-year-old 
Birahima, the young protagonist of celebrated 
African novelist Ahmadou Kourouma’s master- 
piece. Kourouma was born 
in 1927 in the Ivory Coast. 

He fought in the French 
colonial army as a young 
man in Indochina and later 
studied science in France 
before turning to writing. 

Allah Is Not Obliged is 
Kourouma’s fourth and 
final novel. The author 
died in 2003 but left 
behind several plays in 
addition to the novels. In 
this book, which powerfully 
lays before the reader the 
tragic absurdity of war, 
young Birahima leaves his 
home following the death 
of his mother and, accom- 
panied by sorcerer and 
cook Yacouba, sets out to find his aunt Mahan. 

While crossing the border into Liberia, they 
are captured and forced into military service. 
Forced to fight in the horrible civil wars that 
have plagued West Africa for years, Birahima is 


given a machine gun, some dope, and very little 
food or money. 

Former Liberian dictator Charles Taylor - no 
mere fictional villain - appears in Kourouma’s 
book as a source of the young child soldier’s 
scorn. Taylor is, of course, now on trial for 
war crimes - genocide - and Birahima brutally 
tells us about real-life practices such as cut- 
ting the hands off of potential 
voters, people who should have 
had a say in their supposedly 
democratic governments. 

The novel depicts a horrible 
world filled with death and dis- 
memberment, torture and mad- 
ness, and is despairing yet filled 
with laughter, as Birahima some- 
how manages to keep his sanity. 

In America today, it is popu- 
lar to dismiss Africa as a lost 
cause, a place where Bono, 

Brad Pitt, and Madonna cavort 
about trying to call attention 
to the problems plaguing the 
continent - real pressures set 
into motion by European, and 
later American, colonial activities 
- but focusing more attention on 
themselves. It’s a shame, because the reality 
is that Africa truly needs the world’s help right 
now. If it is to receive it, more trans-Atlantic dis- 
tress signals like Kourouma’s will be crucial.

National Poetry Slams attended: six 

Despite the fact that I moved away seven 
years ago, Austin still spells S-L-A-M in snazzy 
script across my soul (dear God, that was a 
lot of alliteration). Austin is where I first 
acquired my fledgling slam wings at the 
Electric Lounge back in the Nineties. Those 
were exciting years because nobody had quite 
figured anything out in terms of “formula.” We 
were pulling poems out of our pants every 
week, like, “How do y’all like me now?” So 
many amazing voices came out of that scene: 
Genevieve Van Cleve, Ragan Fox, Ernie Cline, 
Andy Buck, Wammo, Susan B.A. Somers- 
Willett, to name a few. But the Austin slam 
continues to amaze me. The recipe for suc- 
cess is pretty simple: Take the independent 
Texas spirit, stir in Austin’s lefty leanings, 
sprinkle with some English degrees, shake 
well inside an anachronistic little gem like 
Ego’s, and out 
pours a fine slam 
cocktail not to be 
trifled with, both 
fierce and funny. 
There’s a reason 
nationals have 
been held in Austin 
three times in the 
last decade. 

Competing against Austin as a member of 
another team is pleasingly surreal. My loyal- 
ties are split. On the one hand, I feel pres- 
sure to perform in peak condition. It’s a bit 
like returning to your parents’ house after liv- 
ing abroad and trying to impress them with 
your newfound worldliness - doing matutinal 
tai chi in the front yard, peppering conversa- 
tions with words like “schadenfreude” and 
“esprit d’escalier!" On the other hand, my 
hometown pride dictates Austin kick every- 
body's asses ... including mine.

I don’t watch sports. I gave up on sports 
for the same reason most nerdy, artistic kids 
do - they’re bad at them - but also because I 
always took the competition too much to 
heart. In Little League, I cried every time I 
struck out, and I struck out every time, except 
when they intentionally walked me, so I 
wouldn’t cry again. To keep my tantrums at 
bay and my pride intact, I grew up avoiding 
everything competitive. I painted. I acted in 



plays. I made music. I wrote poetry. Because 
how could you ever be competitive with poetry? 

Slam is a sport. I mean, if people can call 
poker a sport, then slam is a sport. Like 
baseball wonks, we track statistics and 
debate the game’s rules down to the minu- 
tia. Like sprinters, we time ourselves with 
stopwatches over and over until perfection. 
Like soccer players, we run drills, talk in 
terms of team positions, and formulate com- 
plicated strategies. Like figure skaters, we’re 
judged on an arbitrary point system where 
we’re rewarded for flashy moves and silly 
costumes. And like cyclists, we’re pretty 
much all doing drugs. 

But like any sport, we’re in it for the 
moment of transcendence, when a perfor- 
mance, a word, a perfectly placed pause cuts 
through the pressure and the only appropriate 
word seems to be “miracle.” Slam has its ver- 
sions of “3-2, bases loaded,” its Hail Mary 
passes, its three-point shots at the buzzer, 
and, yes, its Bill Bucknerian blunders. For 
poets like me, who never gave up our impulse 
to fight, this is our World Series. Only here, 
when you lose, it’s considered okay to cry.

Austin 2007 will be the fourth National 
Poetry Slam I’ve attended as a slam poet. 

This past April, I earned a spot on Team 
Pittsburgh, ostensi- 
bly Austin-bound. 

Two weeks later, the 
rest of my team 
decided against 
attending the compe- 
tition. Now, as the 
only member of the 
Steel City Squad, I 
will instead serve as 
an emcee, a bout 
manager, co-host of 
a daytime event, and a noncompeting poet. 

Not all the action happens in competition, 
though, and that’s part of why I’m still com- 
mitted to attend. Once, during the Collegiate 


NPS in 2005, I performed a duet not onstage 
but on the street in West Chester, Pa. Pedest- 
rians who had never heard a slam poem, much 
less a bilingual piece about women and war, 
sat down on cold concrete and listened. We 
connected. Moments like that define slam for 
me: the connection between a poet and audi- 
ence members. I’m lucky to have been both.

He is 
building us a poem at the sawmill of my 
vicious doubt, behind the orphanage of my 
voice box. It’s a boat shaped like a piano, and 
it’s gonna carry us outta here. Tara Hardy is 
also my teammate and one of my spoken- 
word heroes. She’ll be on that boat, too, and 
it’s got room for all you people. So jump in, 


hold the edges; this 
is a high-powered 
mutherf***er with 
duel fuel, intake dul- 
cimers and a string- 
quartet spoiler on 
the back. I’m 
almost done. Danny 
Sherrard: team- 
mate. He knows 
that laughter is the 
best medicine, so 
he wrapped his arms up in swing-set chains 
just to see if he still has funny bones.

I’ve vowed for the 
past five years that 
I’ll quit slamming 
the year an all- 
female team wins 
the National Poetry 
Slam finals and a 
woman finally wins 
the Individual World 
Poetry Slam. I com- 
pete within an 
uneven playing 
field, but I sure as hell don’t like it. So no 
more of this ostrich-with-her-head-in-the-oven 
noise I hear so often from the ladies. It’s time 
we step up. I ain’t backin’ down for no man.

EATING ... CROW? 

Fried chicken revisited 

When I wrote the story about my quest 
for fried chicken (“Yardbird’s Blues,” June 
29), I expected - in fact, I hoped - to hear 
back from people telling me about their 
favorite fried-chicken place that was left 
out. Indeed I did, from readers accusing 
me of being a poor researcher to long-lost 
friends sending e-mails like, “Loved the 
fried chicken piece. I’m hungry now,” or, 

“Can I please borrow the chicken suit?” 

I received more comments for this feature 
than any other I have ever written. Thanks to 
everyone for reading and caring to comment. As a 
follow-up, I am offering a short recap of readers’ 
suggestions and recent discoveries to add to the 
fried-chicken repertoire. - Claudia Alarcon

GENE 

The morning after the story 
appeared, the ever-cheerful Gene 
Tumbs - chef and owner of Gene’s New Orleans Style 
Poboys & Deli (1209 E. 11th, 477-6600) - showed up at 
the Chronicle with a pile of freshly fried chicken. Since I 
don’t office at the paper, I missed out on Gene’s legendary 
generosity, but the staff enjoyed a great lunch, and I was 
glad to stand corrected. I don’t know how I missed it on the 
menu that day, but I have since returned, and I can safely 
say that the fried chicken at Gene’s is wonderful, as is every 
item on their menu. Sorry for the mistake, Gene and Claudia. 

TERRY 

Another reader reminded me of Terry’s Seafood and 
Chicken (1805 Airport, 477-3233). This tiny shack is home 
to some of Austin’s tastiest fried seafood, and they make a 
mean fried chicken, as well. No breasts here, just crispy 


legs, thighs, and wings. The batter is light and 
flavorful, and the chicken is always hot. The 
small countertop dinning room is full of 
regulars and neighborhood people, and 
take-home business is also brisk. They 
offer family packs of chicken and catfish, 
and the staff could not be friendlier. 

ARKIE 

I honestly cannot say why Arkie’s Grill 
(4827 E. Cesar Chavez, 385-2986) 
escaped my mind. They have hand-bat- 
tered fried chicken on the regular menu, 
but you better get there early, because 
they might well sell out. Besides, they’re 
open only Monday through Friday till 3pm. 

I also had fried chicken at Bill Miller BBQ 
(1930 W. William Cannon, 444-1032) 
upon an acquaintance’s recommen- 
dation, but I wasn’t very impressed. 

The chicken wasn’t crispy, and the 
batter had a slight taste of raw flour. 
I’ll give them a second chance in case it 
was a fluke day.

REDCAP 

Last, but most definitely not least, is RedCap Chick 
(2510 S. Congress, 416-1134). A Korean family has taken 
over the former Golden Chicken location and is making 
some tasty fried chicken, original and spicy. In another one 
of those ethnic fried-chicken twists, they also have a Korean 
fried-chicken special in two flavors: sweet garlic and hot 
pepper. The chicken is hacked into small pieces, battered 
and fried, then tossed in the sauce and sprinkled with ses- 
ame seeds. The hot pepper sauce is sticky and has a hint 
of sweetness and a nice, tangy bite. These make a great 
snack for parties and will be on my staple list now that foot- 
ball season is upon us!

When I heard that yet another upscale Metroplex restaurant 
was setting up shop in a swanky new Austin shopping destina- 
tion, I was reminded of the three things I always associate with 
Dallas: big money, big hair, and big attitude. 

However, chef Kent Rathbun’s Jasper’s opened in the Domain 
this spring with little fanfare and quietly began building a clien- 
tele with good word of mouth. The restaurant does indeed reflect 
some big expenditures, because the interiors are smashing, 
themselves establishing a chic yet casual setting for enjoying a 
meal. The well-trained staff creates a warm and welcoming atmo- 
sphere from the moment guests walk in the door. In fact, every 
time I’ve visited Jasper’s, managers have been working the floor, 
greeting guests and making sure everyone feels comfortable and 
well cared for. Bills are presented with comment cards and notes 
advertising upcoming events, and waiters offer personal busi- 
ness cards so that satisfied customers can request their service 
on return visits. Every aspect of the restaurant is well-thought- 
out and finished down to the last detail. 

It’s an impressive place. 

The comfortable, attractive interiors and genuine hospitality 
create just the right setting for Rathbun’s self-styled “gourmet 
backyard cuisine,” expertly prepared American regional classics 
with the chef’s distinctive stamp. Our first visit to Jasper’s was 
for a leisurely Saturday lunch. We started our meal with one of 
Jasper’s signature appetizers, Maytag Blue Cheese Potato Chips 
($9). The potentially addictive chips arrived hot and crisp in a 
paper-lined metal cone. One caveat here: Eat ’em while they’re 
hot, because once they’ve cooled, the melted cheese crumbles 
render the homemade chips a soggy mess (more on this later). 

Chronicle contributor Claudia Alarcon had raved about Gramma 


Minnie’s Fried Chicken ($13) in her June 29 survey of 
Austin fried chicken so much (see p.46) that I was not 
about to pass it up. The chicken is every bit as deli- 
cious as described, with moist, flavorful meat on the 
bone and a decadently crispy skin. One of my compan- 
ions thoroughly enjoyed the Rotisserie Chicken and 
Spinach Salad ($12), an abundance of toothsome chick- 
en chunks tossed with tender greens, currants, and goat 
cheese in a tangy vinaigrette. Our server emphatically 
endorsed a new weekend brunch item, Vanilla Creme 
Brulee French Toast ($9), and my other guest eagerly 
took his suggestion. She was rewarded with luxurious 
slices of custard-soaked toast served with fresh berries 
and warm maple syrup. The divine French toast only 
appears on the weekend lunch menu, but a smaller ver- 
sion is offered for dessert. 

For my second visit, three friends joined me for dinner 
at Jasper’s on a Saturday evening. One of my guests 
was interested in the potato chips, and, based on my 
previous experience, I encouraged her to try them. I had 
my eye on the Prosciutto-Wrapped Shrimp & Grits ($13), 
and our companions opted for the Jumbo Lump Crab 
Cakes ($15) and the Crispy Calamari ($10). The arrival 
of our appetizers signaled the beginning of our evening’s 
problems. Jasper’s take on Shrimp & Grits is truly mar- 
velous, one of the best interpretations of that Carolina 
low-country standard I’ve ever tasted: Creamy stone- 
ground grits are dressed with a lemon-thyme butter 
sauce and crowned with two gigantic prosciutto-wrapped 
grilled shrimp. It was piping hot and deeply satisfying. 

Unfortunately, my appetizer was the only one that 
arrived hot. The potato chips had cooled to the point of 
flaccidity: The cheese flavor remained, but the heat and 
snap had already departed. The excellent crab cakes 
had also lost their heat, but the dynamite tomatillo-ser- 
rano sauce and jicama slaw that accompanied them 
o held flavor at room temperature. The calamari were 
| disappointing. Everything tasted great, but three of the 
> dishes were not presented in such a way as to maxi- 
| mize their appeal. 

The time and temperature issues continued to the 
next portion of our meal. While tables that had been 
seated after us enjoyed their dinner and prepared to 
depart, we waited and waited for food, passing the time with 
several glasses of the nectarine-lavender iced tea, the best I’ve 
had all summer. When our entrees finally arrived, the Hickory 
Grilled Flat Iron Steak ($27) that had been ordered medium 
arrived blood rare, and the Roasted Halibut ($29) had cooled 
to the point that its tasty beurre blanc sauce was almost con- 
gealed. The steak was whisked away and quickly replaced with 
one that had been cooked exactly to order. The halibut, sauce, 
and truffle-whipped potatoes had great flavor but, once again, 
didn’t show themselves at their best at room temperature. The 
Texas Peach Barbecued Pork Tenderloin ($25) that I’d ordered 
was a little on the rare side and could have used a bigger dose 
of sauce, but the bourbon creamed corn that came with it was 
outrageously good. The other stellar side dish of that meal was 
the Aged Gouda Mac and Cheese With Cured Ham my friend had 
substituted for potatoes ($3 extra) with her steak. The small 
molten-hot skillet full of orecchiette pasta slathered with an 
ultrarich cheese sauce is certainly not the kind of thing anyone 
could eat often, but it makes a wonderful guilty pleasure. 

Desserts at Jasper’s are $5 each and advertised as “minis.” 
If you are curious about several and inclined to share, they offer 
a trio for $12. We chose the Butterfinger Creme Brulee, the 
Cherry Limeade Pie, and the Rocky Road Ice Cream Sandwich. 
After such a big meal, the miniature desserts offered the per- 
fect bite of sweetness to end the evening: the ice cream sand- 
wich with a delightful contrast of crunchy and creamy, choco- 
late, vanilla, and caramel; the puckery tart pie filling encased 
in its own buttery graham-cracker crust; and the silky custard 
topped with its own tiny, homemade Butterfinger dipped in dark- 
chocolate ganache. (I want that candy recipe, even if there is 
arm-twisting involved.) 

Despite the fact that my second meal at Jasper’s was some- 
what marred by time and temperature issues, I came away an 
unabashed fan. This Dallas-area transplant offers big hospitality 
and big flavors, and there’s no big hair in sight. - Virginia B. Wood

We have an embarrassment of riches when it comes to 
Mexican restaurants in Austin. If you’re like me, you have 
favorites, beloved eateries that appear in a semiregular rota- 
tion based on their preparation of certain dishes. For fans of 
Interior Mexican dishes made with the corn fungus huitlaco- 
che, South Austin has a relatively new restaurant worthy of 
your list. Monterrey native Margarito Aranda opened Sazon 
about nine months ago in a building that has housed sev- 
eral previous Mexican spots. The surrounding 78704 neigh- 
bors are slowly discovering this new gem, no doubt enticed 
by the tasty food and the proprietor’s signature margaritas. 

Our lunch at Sazon began with an excellent Choriqueso 
($6.99), molten cheese studded with grilled onions, strips 
of roasted poblano peppers, and a spicy queso, served with 
a warm pile of pillow-soft homemade corn tortillas. Next up 
were the Huitlacoche Empanadas ($9.99), three hefty masa 
turnovers stuffed with the musky corn fungus, served with 
a creamy dipping sauce. Finding such generous servings of 
this earthy Mexican delicacy on local menus is pretty rare. 
Sazon also offers a Huitlacoche Omelet ($11.99) on the 
breakfast menu, but it can be ordered all day. These two 
dishes should pique the interest of huitlacoche aficionados. 

One yardstick I use to evaluate the quality of Mexican 
restaurants is their preparation of the style of chile relleno 
I prefer. At Sazon, the chile rellenos ($9.29) are made with 
perfectly roasted, peeled, and seeded poblano peppers 
stuffed with a choice of cheese, beef picadillo, or chicken. 
The peppers are fried in a delicate egg batter and can be 
napped with a choice of the house verde, chipotle, or ran- 
chero salsas. I ordered one with beef picadillo and tomatillo 
sauce, and it passed the test: grade A. Top that off with 
a slice of their homemade Tres Leches Cake ($4.50), and 
you’ll soon be planning a return visit to Sazon. - V.B.W.

Pearls on Film 

Home Movie Day takes personal 
memories, preservation to the public 

Those dust-covered reels of family get-togethers and grand- 
parents’ weddings are no longer family heirlooms; they’re his- 
torical content. What was once a visual slice of life for elders 
to show their descendents is now a time capsule for the rest 
of the world. That is, according to Snowden Becker, founder of 
Home Movie Day, now in its fifth 
year worldwide. 

“We had 68 cities participate in 
Home Movie Day last year,” 

Becker says. “This year we will 
have even more.” 

Home Movie Day is like a birth- 
day party for an entire community. 

The presents that the community 
cracks open are old cardboard 
boxes filled with stacks of family 
films, which they get to view with 
the rest of the participants. 

Throughout the course of HMD, 
the crowd watches weddings from 
the 1900s, family gatherings 
around the holidays, and other vintage delights that otherwise 
would have been overlooked during the course of history. 

“It happens every year,” Becker says. “Someone watches a 
wedding video and cries. That’s the money shot.” 


Becker and a few of her colleagues shared a mutual con- 
cern about the advancement of video technology, so they 
started Home Movie Day in 2002. She moved to Austin in 
2006 to start a doctorate program at UT studying how audiovi- 
sual materials are integrated into our larger cultural heritage. 

“We were all worried that people were transferring film to 
video and not keeping the film. We founded a nonprofit organi- 
zation that hosts HMD, and before we knew it, we had 26 cit- 
ies in the very first year.” 

Aside from being old-school entertainment, Becker believes 
that these old films are significant to capturing our cultural history. 
While archivists and historians rely on journals and documents 
to uncover the 19th century, the medium for 
uncovering the 20th century will be film. 

“The most important film in history is the 
Zapruder film that captured the Kennedy 
assassination. Children, minorities, and reli- 
gion are not well-documented in mainstream 
media, so preserving these films is a way of 
preserving universal truth about humanity. I 
call it the ‘you are here’ version of historic 
documentation.” 

For this reason, Home Movie Day involves 
more than just watching vintage media. 
Becker and her group will discuss ways to 
preserve and restore film. Though reel-to- 
reel might be a dying art, Becker believes it 
will live longer than any digital technology. 

“Film is very stable for long periods of time if stored cor- 
rectly,” Becker says. “The technology we use to view film 
hasn’t changed in 80 years. About 10 years ago, the big tech- 
nological breakthrough was floppy disks; now you’ll be lucky to

find a computer that has a floppy-disk drive. With film, there is 
never a compatibility problem. Think realistically whether or 
not you can view a DVD in five to 10 years. We hope to get 
people to think about future preservation while they work on 
restoring the past.” 

Home Movie Day is sponsored by the Austin Public Library, 
as well as the Austin Film Festival, which itself presents Very 
Early Works at the Alamo Drafthouse Lake Creek tonight, 
Thursday, Aug. 2, 7:30pm. The show will screen some first 
films by Austin’s best directors, including Mike Akel, Steve 
Collins, Scott Rice, Jeffrey Travis, and David and Nathan Zellner. 

Though Becker’s slogan is “You bring ’em, we’ll show ’em,” 
HMD will be accepting submissions in advance for the first 
time this year. 

“We had about 40 people show up last year; about half of 
them brought films,” Becker says. “Plans were under way for the 
Austin Movie Day even before I got here, so for me it was a great 
way to learn about the community that I am now a part of.” 

Being a lover of visual history, Becker testifies to the impor- 
tance of reel-to-reel as well as the sheer presentational enter- 
tainment of it. To those who dig archives and anthropology, the 
past is just as exciting as the future. 

“I’ve never seen a boring home movie,” she says. “They’re 
so full of dramatic tension, and you never know what’s going 
to happen next.” - Carson Barker

Is it the crazy pills making me detect hom- 
age to Michelangelo Antonioni’s Zabriske Point 
in that grotesquely attenuated ship-destruc- 
tion sequence at the climax of Pirates of the 
Caribbean: At World's End ? Gore Verbinski, if 
you’re out there, please answer, because I’ve 
got a night of Pink Floyd karaoke and a case of 
High Life riding on the answer. 

But seriously, I hate Antonioni films. I know 
I’m not supposed to say that on the occasion 
of the man’s death, but news of his passing hit 
with an intensely complicated pang, because 
as much as I despise his work, I can’t dismiss 
it ... mimes or no mimes. And it’s not because 
I’ve been told he’s Great and a Master. 
Obituaries haven’t swayed me, no film profes- 
sor ever made me watch an Antonioni movie 
I hadn’t seen already, and nothing is safer to 
praise or denounce than a classic, so there’s 
no cred in pre-empting the Shark Week DVDs I 
was supposed to cover. 

It’s because I can remember scenes and 
sequences and images by Antonioni better, 
more precisely, and viscerally than I can recall 
anything from numerous films I supposedly 



enjoy. I mean, I like me some Pirates, and I bet 
I’ll see them again before I revisit Red Desert, 
but if I can recall anything from those films (the 
explosion of the HMS Zabriske notwithstanding) 
in two or three years at least half as well as 
I can feel the torments of L'Eclisse right now, 
more than a decade after I saw it, then all is 
forgiven for The Mexican. 

The roar of the stock-exchange trading 
floor in L'Eclisse rates as one of the few truly 
apocalyptic, get-out-of-the-theatre-level effects 
I’ve experienced in cinema, 
and the exquisitely timed FROM 
hard cut to this awful 
soundscape convinces 
me equally of Antonioni’s 
refined musical sense and 
his innate sadism. I may 
personally prefer Richard 
Linklater’s elegant theft 
of a sequence revisiting 
empty spaces where the 
film’s lovers have met 
for the ending of Before 
Sunrise - not least since 
that movie’s absences 
refer to something 
like actual people. But 

Antonioni got there first, and his version arrives 
more naturally as a formal completion of the 
film’s exquisite compositions, even if the self- 
satisfied idea it serves wouldn’t be out of place 
in a B-plus term paper on Camus. 

I want to dismiss the aesthetic as little 
more than high-end fashion photography with 
postures of anomie at the service of clothes 
and architecture. I want to say that those 
ad guys who ripped off L'Avventura’s visuals 


to shill perfume for Calvin Klein in the late 
Eighties actually got it right, and it’s the 
adoring critics who are wrong. But those ads 
were simply laughable. They don’t make me 
angry. They don’t make me want to murder 
Monica Vitti. So I figure the real deal must 
be pretty special. 

“You know, Antonioni never really learned the 
trade. He concentrated on single images, never 
realizing that film is a rhythmic flow of images, 
a movement.” I wonder if that bit of formalist

trash talk from Ingmar Bergman would have 
made the rounds if he hadn’t himself died the 
day before Antonioni did. As you might have 
guessed, I agree with Bergman, and I’ll make 
no bones about preferring the Swede’s films to 
the Italian’s. But the real importance of these 
filmmakers and of marking their passing isn’t 
ranking in an auteurist pissing match; it’s about 
what their films do to people and about the 
influence they have had. 


When I laugh and gasp and shudder and try 
to hide under my chair during the interview that 
opens Bergman’s Scenes From a Marriage, I’m 
struck by how much I need this kind of experi- 
ence from a film. Especially following his death, 
it is tempting to become depressed and wield 
the standard it sets as a kind of cudgel against 
contemporary filmmakers: Who right now is 
even trying to make an audience feel this way? 
Well, when he was at the top of his game, 
there might have been a lot of filmmakers try- 
ing, but Bergman was 

GRAVE one of the few actually 
pulling it off. 

And the world has 
changed. Can there 
be “another” Bergman 
or a “new” Antonioni 
in a moment when 
cinema (never mind 
art cinema) doesn’t 
exert the same kind 
of cultural importance 
it did when they broke 
through? Of course 
giants still walk the 
earth (Apichatpong 
Weerasethakul is 

fucking huge), but we don’t have to like them. 
Antonioni forces me to define what I want and 
need from cinema against his work in a way 
that many a faux-teur never will. So let us not 
be cowed by the tributes. These men made the 
kind of films that die the moment people won’t 
argue passionately over them. So, even though 
I prefer Bergman, maybe I should pass on the 
Pirates and rent Red Desert this weekend.

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For TLC, With a Little TLC 

Is a local production company that recently finished its first 
documentary too good to be true? 


Show business is about being seen. Awarding the easily recog- 
nizable and the flashy, it’s an industry that thrives on showing. 
But one local production company is building its reputation with 
a strikingly different approach: flying under the radar. With one 
documentary recently picked up for distribution and several more 
in various stages of production, Megalomedia is slowly but surely 
creating marketable and yet distinctly humanistic content. 

Officially incorporated in April 2003, Megalomedia is the 
brainchild of president and Chief Executive Officer Jonathan 
Nowzaradan and Creative Director Jeff Keels. Both self-taught 
directors, producers, camera operators, and editors, Keels 
and Nowzaradan are nonetheless producing documentaries 
that have attracted the interest of CNBC, A&E, the Discovery 
Channel, HBO, and the Learning Channel. With a background 
in business and Christian ministry, Nowzaradan began with a 
simple yet profoundly ambitious vision. 

“It’s fine to make some money,” he says, “but media can be 
used for so much more, to communicate a lot of good things, to 


encourage, to inspire.” Even the name demonstrates their desire 
to subvert the expected. Says Keels, “The reason we named it 
Megalomedia was we wanted a name that would be almost the 
opposite of what we are, something that’s very camouflaged.” 
After three years of creating their own content and hiring free- 
lance crew, the company recently expanded to include produc- 
ers Graham Davidson and Tom Mireles and a vice president of 
operations and production manager, Jana Holley. 

In accordance with the company’s identity, Megalomedia’s 
first distributed film focuses on a subject that is both larger than 
life and unseen. At 841 pounds, Austin resident Renee Williams 
was considered the heaviest woman in the world but remained 
out of sight, bedridden for years, and visited only by a small 
group of friends and family. In early February, Megalomedia 
sent a crew to film the beginning of Williams’ hope for nor- 
mality. Only 29 years old, Williams was scheduled for gastric 
bypass surgery, a weight-loss procedure that could save her life. 
The experience would make her the heaviest woman to undergo 


such a treatment. Williams had been large her entire life and, 
from the time she weighed 400 pounds, had sought gastric 
bypass only to be turned away by 14 different doctors, each 
saying she was too high risk. Almost completely immobilized 
since 2003 (resulting in part from a car accident that shattered 
her left leg), she simply continued to increase in size. 

Nowzaradan had unique access to Williams. His father, 
Houston-based surgeon Dr. Younan Nowzaradan, specializes 
in weight-loss surgery for the supermorbidly obese (more than 
600 pounds) and was the first physician to say yes to Williams’ 
pleas for surgery. Sadly, the efforts came too late. The crew had 
filmed the successful procedure, along with hours of interviews 
and family interactions. But on March 4, two weeks after sur- 
gery, they learned that Williams passed away from a severe 
heart attack. 

“The way they described it was a race of the clock,” Nowzaradan 
says. “Even though she had gastric bypass, a heart’s pumping for 
a body that big. If she’d had the surgery earlier, possibly she could 
have made it.” He adds that their hope for the film is to inspire 
patients to act and to encourage doctors to care more about their 
patients than their careers. “My father said, ‘Who needs medical 
attention more than the patients who are high risk? We turn away 
people who need medical attention the most.’” 

Sitting in the comfortable Megalomedia offices in Southwest 
Austin, I watched footage from the shoot. Not sure how to pre- 
pare myself, I braced for the worst. And the images of Williams 
were indeed overwhelming. Yet, underneath it all, a frightened 
young woman spoke of her pain and her hopes. Even though 
they only spent a short time with Williams and her family, 
the respect and care demonstrated by the Megalomedia crew 
resulted in a deep bond. 

After Williams’ death, Entertainment Tonight, The Insider, 
Inside Edition, The View, and 20/20 contacted the family imme- 
diately. Meanwhile, despite having a direct line to the biggest 
pop docu-drama story of the moment, Megalomedia paused. 
Concerned for the family and unsure how to proceed, they took 
a step back as the media closed in. Then the family requested 
that Megalomedia complete the story. 

“I was taken aback,” Davidson says. “I think it spoke volumes 
to what it means to really care for your subject.” Despite the fact 
that calls were pouring in from all over the world, Megalomedia 
was the only company allowed to be with the family. 

Recalls Nowzaradan, “They said, ‘You’re the only ones who 
treated us with dignity.’ And we did. We respected them.” The 
company has remained close to Williams’ family in the wake 
of finishing the documentary. “They tell us they feel like we’re 
family right now. ” 

The film would become World’s Heaviest Woman, a title that 
Williams approved prior to her death. Partnering with British 
company At It Productions, Megalomedia has licensed the doc- 
umentary to appear on cable stations in 20 countries through- 
out the world, including Channel 4 in the United Kingdom and 
the Learning Channel in the U.S. The film will air in the UK in 
early August under the rather unfortunate title The Woman Who 
Ate Herself to Death and will appear on TLC in early September.

The story of Renee Williams is closely related 
to another and much longer running production 
for Megalomedia. Last Chance to Live is a series 
that follows six patients who have undergone 
gastric bypass surgery over the course of several 
years. All of them were at minimum more than 
600 pounds at the time of their surgery with 
some topping the scales at 1,000-plus. 

“The people who are over 700 pounds think 
that they’re the only person on the planet 
like that,” Nowzaradan says. “But there are 
millions, some people suspect in the tens of 
millions, of people in America. We want them 
to know that not only are they not alone, but 
there are doctors who will help. Don’t give up, 
and don’t just decide to die.” 

Megalomedia has been shooting Last Chance 
to Live for more than three years and will con- 
tinue another six months before completing 
production. Having already garnered interest 
from several cable networks, they plan either 
to sell the show as a series or edit a feature 
documentary for theatrical release that will 
then segue into a series.

Though a rare - at least in this industry 
- sense of humility pervades all of my conver- 
sations with the Megalomedia team, their goals 
include creating big-budget narrative films. But 
in preparation for that, they’re spending less 
money than they would on a fiction feature, 
creating content that they believe in, and build- 
ing a reputation with investors. 

“You see so many people running around 
Hollywood telling you with such confidence 
what’s going to be the next big thing,” Davidson 
says, “and yet it’s changing all the time because 
it’s such a subjective industry. So I really respect 
these guys: Take it slow, prove ourselves to the 
industry, and prove it to the investors.” 

In the meantime, they’re finding success 
nearly everywhere they turn. 

“The thing that’s amazed us is that we have 
yet to have a project that hasn’t garnered some 
interest,” Keels says. “The hardest thing to do is 
to sell things, and yet we’ve had such ease with 
that.” Other projects include Aftershock, the story 
of a Pakistani senator who’s spending millions of 
dollars to fight terrorism by building orphanages; 
The Voice Gods of Hollywood, a series following 
the top trailer voices in the past 40 years; and 
Starmakers, about the extreme changes in college 
football recruiting over the past few years. 

“The biggest thing is we’re not in this just 
to make money,” Nowzaradan says. “We’re in 
this because there’s so much to be done with 
film and media, and we don’t just give that up 
to sell a project out.” 

Davidson agrees. “With this group of peo- 
ple, it’s not necessarily about getting what you 
want. It’s about loving people.” ■

Indie Accomplishments

When it comes to gal pals on the small 
screen, there are some clear winners: Eddy 
and Patsy ( Absolutely Fabulous), Lucy and Ethel 
(I Love Lucy), Will and Grace, and of course, 
my all-time favorites, that foursome from Sex 
and the City. Now, you can add this gal-pal 
pair to the list: Jackie and Tara from The Minor 
Accomplishments of Jackie Woodman. They’re not 
entirely new. Minor Accomplishments premiered 
last year on IFC to a small but hearty response, 
and that’s too bad. Minor Accomplishments 
deserves a much wider audience. 

Laura Kightlinger ( Lucky Louie, Will & 
Grace) and Nicholle Tom ( The Nanny, The 
Book of Ruth) play Jackie and Tara, respective- 
ly, two “aging” women in Hollywood trying 
to make it in “the business.” Though they’ve 
been compared to Laverne and Shirley, they 
lean toward the more vodka-soaked Eddy 
and Patsy on Ab Fab, lighter on the physical 
humor, heavier on the whip-smart writing. 
Sardonic, intelligent, and totally without pre- 
tense, Minor Accomplishments is also extraor- 
dinarily down-to-earth. Even the revered Sex 
and the City was not without its lapses into 
“girl talk” - those fluffy moments of self- 


reflection couched in pink feathers. Instead, 
Jackie Woodman is served neat with a distinc- 
tive bite. 

Jackie’s knack for undermining herself is 
tempered by her determination. While she 
does bully herself for all the wrong turns, she 
takes them in stride, a refreshing change from 
the whiny-girl angst that seems to be the norm 
elsewhere (Grace Adler of Will & Grace and 
Marin Frist of Men in Trees leap to mind). As 
Tara, that gangly schoolgirl Tom played on The 
Nanny is long dead and buried thanks to her 
turn in this series. How she veers from kitten 
to hurricane-strength bitch is as astonishing as 
it is funny. 

Mary Kay Place joins the series in its 
second season in front of and behind the 
camera as Jackie’s mother and as a director. 
Azura Skye and Patrick Bristow co-star as 
Jackie’s haughty boss and her sycophantic 
assistant. For those who want to see the 
series from the beginning, the first season is 
now available on DVD. 

The second season of The Minor 
Accomplishments of Jackie Woodman premieres 
Sunday, Aug. 5, at 10:30pm on IFC.

THE STORY OF AN ARTIST 


Following the success of Jeff Feuerzeig’s 
documentary The Devil and Daniel Johnston, not 
to mention Infernal Bridegroom Productions’ 

rock opera, Speeding Motorcycle, there’s now talk 
of a possible Daniel Johnston biopic. “It seems 
inevitable,” discloses Johnston’s brother and co- 
manager, Dick, through e-mail. The storied artist 
and musician, who recently returned from an 
MTV taping in Canada, also plans to put out a 
new full-length with his band, Danny & the 
Nightmares, titled Death of Satan, through his 
family label and publishing company, Eternal Yip 
Eye. “We’ve been working on it for about a year 
now,” says Daniel from his home in Waller. A vinyl 
single of the same name, backed with “Monster 
Mash,” is currently available on Spain’s Munster 
Records, while Misc. Music, the local label 
launched by Aliens’ guitarist Blake Sandberg 
(see “Texas Platters,” p.66), features Danny & 
the Nightmares’ “Red Hot Sex” on its new 28- 
song sampler. The imprint hopes to put out two 
other vinyl releases with Johnston: a split single 
with Jad Fair and a split of covers performed by 



Aliens, which were originally recorded at Kramer’s 
Noise New York studio for Second Shimmy’s / 

Killed the Monster tribute. Unfortunately, Johnston 
will not appear at Emo’s on Monday, where he 
was billed as Danny & Satan Jr., due to conflict- 
ing arrangements. Fair, Aliens, Lazar Wolf, and 
Damage Pants will perform as scheduled.

Taking its name and ethos from an arcane Bob Dylan tune, Abandoned Love Records searches 
for under-the-radar indie rock gems. The bedroom label, founded by multi-instrumentalist and former 
Morning Spy frontman Jon Rooney, has quietly established its nest in South Austin after migrating 
from San Francisco in 2005. Last year, the imprint put out the Lovely Sparrows’ excellent EE} Pulling 
Up Floors , Pouring on (New) Paint, after catching 
the local group’s in-store performance at End of 
an Ear, as well as handmade and numbered 
releases from four-track pop projects like 
Arizona’s Grumpy Bear and Dean Wells’ the 
Captain Shafts. “I see staying small as an 
advantage,” says Rooney, who lists local labels 
like Peek-a-Boo and C-Side Records as influ- 
ences. “There are enough people that love the intimacy of this type of music for the label to sustain 
itself, and my only real goal at this point is to keep it going.” Abandoned Love’s latest release is 
Rooney’s own Virgin of the Birds project, Mixed Choir, a seven-song EP of nasally folk-pop akin to the 
Decemberists’ The Crane Wife. The Birds take flight next on KVRX’s Local Live Sunday night at 10pm.

'UNCLE' JOHN TURNER, 1944-2007 


"Uncle” John Turner, the 

Austin bluesman who kept 
time for, among others, 

Muddy Waters, Jimi 
Hendrix, B.B. King, and 
Lightnin’ Hopkins died last 
Thursday morning due to 
complications related to 
hepatitis C. Turner, 62, was 
born in Port Arthur, where he 
first met guitarist Johnny 
Winter. With friend Tommy 
Shannon on bass, the 
threepiece made blues his- 
tory (“The Power of Three,” 

April 13), cutting three semi- 
nal LPs, The Progressive 
Blues Experiment, Johnny 
Winter, and Second Winter, 
and taking the stage at 
Woodstock in 1969. Follow- 
ing the Winter trio’s split, 

Turner moved to Austin in 
1970, forming Krackerjack 
with Shannon and the 
immortal Stevie Ray 
Vaughan on guitar. For the past two decades, the skinsman has remained active in 
the local blues scene, backing Alan Haynes, Erin James, and Appa Perry’s Blues 
Power, along with his own eponymous trio. Last November, Turner reunited with 
Winter and Shannon one last time at La Zona Rosa, playing together for the first 
time in more than 20 years. Both guitarist and bassist were scheduled to perform at 
the Aug. 1 benefit and tribute concert at Antone’s, whose proceeds will be used to 
offset final arrangements and medical costs. The beat carries on Sunday at 
Threadgill’s World Headquarters, beginning at 6pm, as friends and fans gather to 
celebrate Turner’s life through stories and song. 



RANDOM PLAY 


• The music industry’s shift in emphasis toward the business of touring was reflected 
in the most-talked-about new products on display at the 2007 Summer NAMM trade 
show this past weekend at the Austin Convention Center. Notable products at the 
conference, which featured 340 manufacturers and was expected to generate $14 mil- 
lion for Austin, included Stage Ninja’s retractable guitar-cable systems and Musician’s 
Extension Cord, with power sources every five feet and built-in circuit breakers; 
Voyage-air Guitar’s collapsible instruments; and the Timbaland Special Edition MiKo, 
an all-in-one portable studio produced by Austin’s Open Labs.

WHERE THE MUSIC MATTERS 


As the debate over Internet radio royalty rates rages (“Paying 
the Piper Online,” News, July 6), Seattle’s KEXP 90.3FM is 
investing more and more into Austin’s music scene. The influen- 
tial radio outlet, a National Public Radio member-station that 
went on air in 1972, has broadcast live from the Austin City 
Limits studios during South by Southwest for the past two 
years, including appearances from the Stooges, Ghostland 
Observatory, and Okkervil River, while locals the Black 
Angels, Moonlight Towers, and Li’l Cap’n Travis were also 
featured on the station’s showcase. Like many SXSW patrons, 
KEXP never left after the March music extravaganza, staying on 


to co-sponsor Mohawk’s weekly residency, which hosts 
Ghosthustler (Aug. 7 & 21) and Shapes Have Fangs (Aug. 

28) this month. “Austin’s in our Top 10 cities for listener mem- 
bership,” says KEXP’s Kevin Cole. “We wanted to be working 
on a closer level [locally] to help us discover new music to filter 
toward our audience.” Back at headquarters, the station airs an 
in-studio set from Dale Watson on Friday at 6pm. In the past 
year, more than 400 groups have stopped by the sound booth, 
resulting in the August release of Live at KEXP: Volume Three, a 
17-band compilation that includes contributions from Ghostland 
Observatory and the Black Angels. “Both of those bands have 
played on air for us at least four times,” Cole says. “They’re 
always welcome here.”

Rockabye Baby 


Rock & roll lullabies for the Pampers set 


T he house was shaking. The windows were rat- 
ding. The halls were awash with tears. The terrible 
twos had arrived. 

As my husband curled up into the fetal position 
under the dining-room table, I scrabbled for some- 
thing - anything - to make the tiny overlord stop 
screaming. And there it was, red and gold, with the 
familiar bear-head icon from Kid A, on the table: 
Rockabye Baby! Lullaby Renditions of Radiohead. 

As the opening strains of “No Surprises” drift- 
ed out of the speakers, the glockenspiel offering an 
organic version of what Thom Yorke and company did 
on synthesizers, the beast was mesmerized. He stared 
off into space, intrigued by the sweet sounds filling the 
air. Maybe, I thought triumphantly, I had passed 
my love of baroque Brit-rock on to my son via the 
umbilical cord. 

Of course, given that this is a boy with the 
attention span of a 2-year-old and very strong 
opinions about music, it wasn’t long before 
he was demanding that the music be 
turned to something with a more dance- 
able beat. 


You can’t say I didn’t try. At least I’ve got 
something new to round out my Radiohead 
collection. And hey, it stopped the screaming, 
if only for a minute. For that moment of peace, 
I have Valerie Aiello to thank. 

Enter Sandman 

Like Gypsy Rose Lee said, you’ve gotta have 
a gimmick. Valerie Aiello, an Austin native who 
graduated from Westwood High in Round Rock 
in the mid-Nineties before earning a degree in 
graphic design from Southwest Texas State, 
did. Does. Rockabye Baby! 

Landing a job at CMH Records in Los Angeles, 
which specializes in compilations of country 
and bluegrass classics, as well as the Pickin’ 
On series, offering bluegrass “tributes” to Ozzy 
Osbourne, Air, and the Strokes, among others, 
Aiello offered a unique idea at one of the label’s 
pitch meetings. 

“I thought a lullaby version of Slayer would be 
funny,” she says from her home on the Left Coast. 
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A year later, Queens of the Stone Age 
released Lullabies to Paralyze, which inspired 
CMH to move forward with lullaby versions of 
that album. Last August, the label followed up 
with Radiohead, Coldplay, and Metallica on its 
new Baby Rock Records imprint. The response 
was so positive that lullaby versions of Pink 
Floyd and Tool followed in September. 

Since then, Baby Rock has released one or 
two titles every three weeks, totaling 20 releas- 
es, including the Beach Boys, Led Zeppelin, the 
Cure, Nirvana, Eagles, U2, the Ramones, Nine 
Inch Nails, No Doubt, Smashing Pumpkins, 
Bob Marley, the Beatles, Bjork, and Green Day. 
That brisk clip slowed in March as the label 
tried out different marketing and the distribu- 
tion company that handled the series shut 
down its music division. Production hasn’t 
stopped entirely while the label seeks new 
distribution, though: Rockabye Baby ! Lullaby 
Renditions of the Pixies dropped July 17. 

Some of the material lends itself remarkably 
well to a transformation: Coldplay, Radiohead, 
the Cure. Others fall flat: Bob Marley, Nirvana, 
Bjork. Some versions actually enhance one’s 
understanding of and appreciation for previ- 
ously missed nuances, such as the eerie, 
music-box version of Nine Inch Nails’ “Hurt.” 
Then again, even ins trumen tally and therefore 
sans the line “I want to fuck you like an ani- 
mal,” it might be a bit too creepy for parents to 
play for Junior. 

Most of the albums are produced and per- 
formed by Michael Armstrong, a contract musi- 
cian who performs all of the instruments, 
primarily glockenspiel, vibraphone, mellotron, 
and some piano. Before Armstrong commits 
anything to tape, Aiello communicates her very 
precise ideas about what these CDs should and 
should not sound like. 

“Grand piano can’t be on there, because I 
didn’t want them to be piano tribute albums,” 
she explains. “I didn’t want it to sound like 
some guy on a Casio. No strings, flutes, or 
acoustic guitar, because I didn’t want it to 
sound like chamber music or a Renaissance 
festival. No Muzak. I wanted it to really be 
performed. You have to use your imagination. 

Apparently, this formula has what it takes: 
in less than a year, the Rockabye Baby! series 
has sold more than 100,000 units in North 
America. The bestselling title in the series is 
Metallica, moving more than 18,000 copies, 
followed by Coldplay, the Beatles, and U2. 

“Surprisingly enough, single guys in their 
30s really seem to like it,” Aiello chirps. “I have 
a friend who’s afraid of flying and has to go on 
a lot of business trips, so he listens to Metallica 
and Coldplay when he flies.” 

Wave of Mutilation 

So all this prompts the obvious question: 
Why the hell wouldn’t you just play the actual 
music for your children? 

Sure, any reasonable parent will agree that 
Metallica, Nine Inch Nails, and Tool are hardly 
appropriate listening material for impression- 
able little ones, but most music-loving parents 
probably won’t have a problem popping in the 
original dreamy strains of Wish You Were Here 
or the sweet melodies of the Beach Boys and

LESLEY □ Mom of Will, age 1 

The U2 and Ramones CDs are good baby-rocking music. Will responded 
well to both and fell asleep fast both nights! Don’t know if I’d buy the CD 
myself, but I thought it was a cute gift idea. I got several lullaby CDs as 
gifts when I had Will (Celine Dion to name one), and I would have much 
preferred to get one of these. The concept is very Austin. 

BRYCE □ Dad of Ellie, age 2 

I think Bjork could have kicked out a better lullaby album, but hey, I like 
Bjork to begin with. Although Ellie didn’t seem to like the Radiohead one 
as much (“Off! Off! Offfffff! "), it really works as a lullaby album. I never 
realized that under the layered, droning guitars, there’s such a floaty melo- 
dy just begging to be reinterpreted with tinny-sounding chimes and bells. 

AMBER □ Mom of Grace, age 5, and Fiona, age 2 

I responded to the music by turning it off after listening to several 
songs on each CD. All I can say about them is “blech.” I thought that 
the Eagles songs adapted to lullaby music better than Queens of the 
Stone Age, which really just didn’t sound very good. My kids started to 
sing other songs when the CDs were playing. I would buy the CDs only if 
I knew that the parents were really into a particular band. Otherwise, I 
think it’s just a gimmick. 

MIKISHA □ Mom of Ellie, age 2 

I liked the Bjork and Radiohead CDs, but not because they reminded 
me of the original artists. They were just mellow and nice. Ellie was OK 
with one playing in the evening as we were getting her ready for bed, but 
during the day when we were playing, she told me to turn it off. I might 
buy one now that I’ve heard it. I definitely preferred them to traditional 
lullaby music. 

STEVE □ Dad of Will, age 1 

I thought the songs on the Led Zeppelin and Nirvana CDs were very well 
done in keeping the true sound of the music while providing soothing 
tunes for my kiddo. I liked the idea that Will was being exposed to some 
good rock & roll without blowing his eardrums. Initially, I thought I would 
have bought the CDs as a gift but not for myself. However, the more I lis- 
ten, the more I think I would buy them for myself as well. 

DAVE □ Dad of Andy, age 6, and Ethan, age 2 

The fact that most Beatles songs boil down to catchy, simple, and 
upbeat melodies translates well to the glockenspiel, vibraphone, and mel- 
lotron. The Pink Floyd versions capture the melancholy and detachment of 
the originals, but they lose a great deal when stripped of the lyrical narra- 
tive. The Green Day songs don’t really feel like lullabies, and I’m uncertain 
how much they would do to relax an infant. Besides, you better watch 
yourself singing along with this one, else you find yourself with some 
explaining to do when they start talking.

Beatles during playtime, chill time, or “all I want to 
do is make it to Whole Foods before they close” rush- 
hour traffic time. Kids love music, and they respond 
particularly well to melodic and percussive tunes, like 
Spoon or Parliament Funkadelic, so it doesn’t make 
sense to play a watered-down alternative to a perfectly 
acceptable original version. In fact, some local music- 
loving parents are offended at the idea of lullabizing 
rock music. 

Shannon, a 31-year-old mother of one, believes 
that children don’t need to be babied when it comes 
to music. 

“The whole concept of taking a good song and baby- 
fying it seems like anti-artistic expression to me. If an 
artist felt a need to express something a certain way, 
it’s a little disingenuous to then make a happy, shiny, 
light version of it.” 


Martha, a 38-year-old mother of one, agrees. 

“If you want a lullaby, why can’t you play a quiet 
song from any old genre? Why does it have to be a 
slowed-down, saccharine version? Lots of adult music 
is appropriate for sleepy time, without having been 
stripped of its edge.” 

Indeed, yours truly was the recipient of a painfully 
gorgeous mix CD of quiet songs lovingly selected spe- 
cifically for my baby, featuring established artists Iron 
& Wine, Stars, Nick Drake, Rufus Wainwright, and 
Sigur Ros. To listen to it today is to revisit those days 


of crushingly powerful new love - sleep-deprived days 
spent in a rocking chair marveling at new life - and to 
trigger unstoppable floods of nostalgic tears. It’s hard 
to imagine having such a visceral emotional reaction to 
a mass-produced package geared toward parents’ wal- 
lets rather than at their hearts. 

So, the question remains: Why play lullaby versions 
of the Pixies for your kid when you can just play the 
actual Pixies? Or music written specifically with kids 
in mind? Certain quarters of the music industry have 
done a spectacular job of carving out a niche for acts 
that perform original music for children, as one or two 
visits to Zooglobble.com, a site dedicated to reviewing 
kids’ music, can attest. 

Austin itself is home to artists making friendly 
music for happy kids; the magnificent Laura Freeman 
sings about turning off the TY and you haven’t 
lived until you’ve heard the Asylum 
Street Spankers’ Wammo sing about 
boogers. The Jellydots are tweens’ 
answer to indie rock, and the beloved 
Biscuit Brothers’ commitment to 
children’s music education makes 
for a giggly good listen without a 
trace of any stuffy leamin’ talk. 

Beyond these borders, former Del Fuego Dan Zanes 
composes marvelous and inventive music that inspires 
an appreciation for historical musical traditions, and 
kids love San Francisco’s Sippy Cups and their mondo- 
psychedelic live show. And need we even mention They 
Might Be Giants’ second career as purveyors of smart 
music for smart kids? The common denominator here 
is, of course, that these artists create living, breathing, 
organic music from their own souls, music that chil- 
dren can appreciate actively. They can sing along, clap, 
and shake their Fuzzi Bunz. 

Lullaby versions of classic rock, on the 
other hand, reduce children to passive recipi- 
ents of a company’s vision of what rug rats 
should be listening to. It’s a one-way 
relationship, devoid of the emotional 
connection that’s so vital to cultivating 
a lifelong love of music. Even Aiello is 
pragmatic about the series’ ultimate 
role in our culture and children’s 
relationship to music. 

“It’s a way to connect with rock 
& roll,” she offers. “It’s not to make 
them smarter or cooler, but a way 
to share something you love. It’s 
not a necessary thing, but a fun, 
extra-special thing.” ■

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OKKERVIL RIVER 

The Stage Names (Jagjaguwar) 

Okkervil River parted the curtains on 
2005 ’s staggering Black Sheep Boy to 
expose the “blinding light,” an ugly and 
unsettling truth, purposely petulant and 
grotesque. The Austin combo sounded tor- 
tured and broken, a drastic and dramatic 
departure from the folkier roots of 2003’s 
Down the River of Golden Dreams. Prefaced 
with an excerpt from Tatyana Tolstaya’s 
“Okkervil River” in the liner notes, The 
Stage Names alternately explores and 
embraces the mundane behind the myths. 
“It’s just a life story, so there’s no climax,” 
leader/lyricist Will Sheff resolves in opener 
“Our Life Is Not a Movie or Maybe.” The 
urgency is still there, as guitars and pianos 
take turns screaming during the break- 
down, but the violence is replaced with 
a sense of frivolity and playfulness that 
lingers throughout the group’s fifth release. 
“From the speakers your fake masterpiece 
comes serenely dribbling,” concludes 
Sheff, his tongue firmly in cheek. “Unless 
It’s Kicks” dabbles in Bo Diddley’s jive 
and Shearwater’s “Red Sea, Black Sea,” 
Jonathan Meiburg’s background vocals 
accentuating Sheff’s Tarzan wail. He even 
laughs near the end of “You Can’t Hold the 
Hand of a Rock and Roll Man,” a bouncy 
companion piece to “A Hand to Take Hold 
of the Scene.” The desire to freeze the 
frame lingers. “All of the stage names 
evaporate, and it’s just a blood-flushed and 
heart-rushing race to kick off too soon or 
stick around too late, to be far too dear or 
too cut-rate,” Sheff narrates in the poignant 
“Title Track,” the clock also ticking through- 
out “Savannah Smiles,” a somber narrative 
on familial disconnect. “John Allyn Smith 
Sails,” a reworking of the traditional “Sloop 
John B,” serves as the curtain call. The 
modern world, revealed.

The B-side creates an almost 
krautrock trance of guitars and drums, emphasizing the loneliness of 
Daniel’s plea, “Come back to Texas.” Aliens have had a textbook career 
thus far. Their debut ER hand-numbered through 315, is a raw and 
unnerving three-song set Live at CBGB, with guitarist and vocalist Blake 
Sanberg backed only by the beats of DJ High Priest. With two drummers 
in tow, the local crew’s new single “Committed to Wind” b/w “Stow 
Away,” recorded at Nashville’s Sun Studios and issued on green vinyl, 


is equally unnerving, a visceral attack on pop culture. Both spin at 45 
rpm for Austin’s Misc. Music. Party Garbage compacts five trash-punk 
anthems onto their eponymous 7-inch on local imprint Super Secret. 

The one-two of “Cut the Kite String” and “Circumsize Me” is a perfect 
nip-and-tuck, sharp and memorable. - Austin Powell

ELIZA GILKYSON 

Your Town Tonight 
(Red House) 

With the five albums 
she’s released on Red 
House Records, Eliza 
Gilkyson has arrived 
at the highest echelon 
of Austin’s songwriting 
community. While her studio output can be 
stately, exquisite, in concert Gilkyson loosens 
up into a familiar raconteur mode, relating 
background details on how a song came to be 
or, perhaps, making an amusing observation of 
everyday life. Your Town Tonight, the Austinite’s 
first live disc, is a near perfect representation 
of that experience. Recorded mostly at the 
Cactus Cafe, it captures a wide swath of what 
she’s been up to and where she’s headed next, 
from older originals like “Rose of Sharon” and 
“Lights of Santa Fe” to appealing covers of 
Bob Dylan’s “Jokerman” and her father Terry 
Gilkyson’s “Green Fields.”

Broken Hearts and Tired 
Legs (Jane Awesome) 

There’s something 
familiar about the Little 
Bicycles.

OPPOSITE DAY 

Safety First 
(Eat a Finger 
Peach Look) 

In the bizarro world 
of Austin’s Opposite 
Day, “Safety First” 
isn’t exactly a motto 
that comes to mind. 

No sooner has opener 
“Solid Baby” settled into a fairly blase ska- 
inflected pop-punk than Greg Yancey drops a 
funky bassline, bringing the song to a stand- 
still and leading into Sam Arnold’s surf riffs. 
Safety First only unwinds from there, an unruly, 
unpredictable stew as impressive as it is bewil- 
dering. Like an improbable Weezer/Red Hot 
Chili Peppers collaboration, guitars explode 
atop intimidating bass then lull into absurdist 
lyrical melodies: “Elephant and me. In a phar- 
macy.” The cartoonish detour of “Federalist 
10” and zombie anthem “Brains!” sound like 
Spike Jones plundering Frank Zappa’s garage, 
while the banjo of “Aztec Princess” sits in 
why-the-hell-not fashion alongside the beat-box- 
ing of “Laurentide.” Add the poetic, acoustic 
“Astronomy Overflowed,” and everything seems 
inverted. Opposite Day may lack direction, but 
all the fun’s in the wandering.

THE STRANGE ATTRACTORS 

(Rare Dust) 

The storm gathers overhead, a bad omen 
lingering in the midnight air. “The world has 
moved again and left me off the beat,” bel- 



lows the Strange 
Attractors’ Kevin 
Pearce midway 
through “Under the 
Gun,” as a haze 
of psychedelic 
guitars morph into 
smoke and fire 
and blacken the 
lungs. “Let go of 
everything that 
you know.” Staring into the abyss, the Strange 
Attractors embrace just such chaos, expos- 
ing the darkness underneath the glam rock 
that defined their former outfit, Dead Sexy. 

The Austin quartet’s eight-song debut rings 
gloom and doom, coursing a hypnotic under- 
current of hedonism and nihilism in the tradi- 
tion of the Stooges and Velvet Underground. 
Opener “Bohemian Groove” lays the foun- 
dation of what follows: a swirling drone of 
textured guitars and rapturous drums, easily 
mistaken for the Black Angels, only darker, 
faster. “Revolutionary Suicide” and “Dark Star 
Serenade” bring the thunder, only eclipsed by 
closer “Day of Illumination.”

MICE & RIFLES 

All Kites Up 

The tension 
underlying Mice & 

Rifles’ debut EP is 
encapsulated in Kevin 
Brinkkoeter’s husky 
voice set against dron- 
ing keys and swooning 
guitar. Barren horizons open up only to be col- 
lapsed by drums and Brinkkoeter, as with the 
dark wax and wane of “Telegrams” and “I Can 
Tell.” “Balance” crackles with an acerbic disillu- 
sion of love, while “American Victory” laces its 
chugging rhythms through a condemning politi- 
cal tirade. Most exceptional is opener “Storms,” 
with Brinkkoeter echoing both Johnny Cash’s 
baritone and new local Micah P Hinson’s weary 
drawl. And although closing All Kites Up with 
the Smiths’ “There Is a Light That Never Goes 
Out” seems dubious, the song is impressively 
rendered, mirroring Richard Hawley’s blend of 
Britpop and Americana.

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CULTURAL DIVERSITY 


• Violent demonstrations in northwestern India 
in May left at least 18 dead, as members of the 
lower Gujjar caste demanded that the govern- 
ment put them into an even lower class, at the 
bottom of the social ladder (so that they would 
be eligible for more government benefits) . The 
Gujjars say that being one of the government’s 
“Other Backwards Classes” is unsatisfactory 
and that they deserve worse. 

• International restrictions on tuna fishing have 
created a shortage in Japan’s sushi restaurants 
so dire that chefs are considering substitutes 
such as sushi prepared with raw horse or deer 
meat. While that would outrage many Japanese 
diners, some restaurateurs believe the plan 
feasible, according to a June New York Times 
dispatch from Tokyo. Said one: “We tasted it, 
and horse sushi was pretty good. It was soft, 
easy to bite off, had no smell.” 

LATEST RELIGIOUS 
MESSAGES 

• Egypt’s Muslims are growing weary of the 
number of specific religious edicts (“fatwas”) 
issued by the country’s clerics, including two 
recent, highly controversial ones, accord- 
ing to a June New York Times dispatch from 
Cairo. Ezzat Atiya, a lecturer at the prestigious 
al-Azhar Islamic University, had declared 
that men can be permitted to see unrelated 
women without their head scarves (which 
is ordinarily prohibited) by the symbolic act 
of the woman’s breast-feeding the man five 
times, which, in theory, places the woman on 
similar footing to the man’s mother. A second 
challenging fatwa declared that drinking the 
urine of the prophet Muhammad would be 
holy. (Atiya has been suspended.) 

• In May, one of the world’s Christian “dental 
healers,” the interdenominational Rev. Steve 
Jones, set up his latest revival tent, near 
Bradenton, Fla., and began not only allegedly 
curing toothaches but growing teeth and turn- 
ing amalgam fillings into gold, according to the 
Sarasota Herald-Tribune. The reporter described 
a parade of witnesses claiming to have been 
healed and to have seen their crooked teeth 
straightened. Laying his hand on the jaw of one 
local resident, Jones assured the crowd, “You 
can see gold coming [into the filling] . ” 

• Sandy Sabloff had been scheduled to receive a 
kidney from Australian Ashwyn Falkingham in 
April, at Toronto General Hospital, but the hos- 
pital canceled it at the last minute, apparently 
acceding to pressure from Falkingham ’s moth- 
er, who said her son had been brainwashed by 
a “cult” called Jesus Christians, which she said 
is obsessed with donating kidneys as a test of 
spiritual devotion. (Ashwyn Falkingham said 
he remained eager to donate.) 

NEW FRONTIERS IN SCIENCE 

1) Hitachi’s “brain machine interface,” which 
it showed an Associated Press reporter in June, 
might soon allow a user to don a hat and turn 
an appliance on or off by merely thinking 
about doing so. (Until now, such thought- 
controlled instructions could only be done by 
people with devices implanted.) 2) Scientists 
at Italy’s La Sapienza University announced 
in May that they had, for apparently the first 
time, surgically grafted a vagina (built with 
stem cells) onto a woman who had been born 
without one due to a rare condition.

Some parents feel "unprecedented levels of angst" to pick cool enough names for their 
kids, with some even hiring consultants, according to a June Wall Street Journal report. 
Baby-book authors charge clients $50 for a list of "special" names, and half-hour phone 
consultations go for $95. Another adviser charges $350 for three calls plus a comprehensive 
linguistic history of the selected name, and one California mother paid $475 to a numerolo- 
gist to "test" the name Leah Marie for "positive associations." The Journal blames the prob- 
lem on too much information about names (from the Internet), as well as parents' fear of 
dooming their child for life by insufficiently distinguishing their kid from other kids. 


QUESTIONABLE JUDGMENTS 

Probation-happy judges: 1) Judge Angelo 
DiCamillo of Camden, N.J., thought probation 
(and $750 restitution) was enough for six teen- 
agers in June, even though they had wrecked 
a family’s home during a party ($18,000 dam- 
ages), urinated and defecated on the furniture, 
and (except for one boy) declined to apologize. 
2) Also in June, Judge Harold Kahn of San 
Francisco thought probation was enough for a 
woman who had claimed the identity of another 
(through stolen credit cards), had run up six 
months of bills and bad credit, and was already 
on probation. (Bonus fact: The victim had col- 
lared the perp herself, following a chance meet- 
ing, and handed her to police.) 


OBSESSIONS 

John Moore, 67, golfs nearly every day and 
has for about 20 years, according to a July 
St. Petersburg Times report. The golf he plays, 
though, consists of hitting 35 long-iron shots 
(five shots with each of the seven balls he 
owns) on a grassy median strip along Interstate 
275 in Downtown Tampa. “You can’t play this 
game one day, two days in a week,” he said. 
“You have to play it all the time if you want 
to do something with it.” What Moore wants 
to do with it, he told the Times, is to someday 
soon make his first-ever appearance on an 
actual golf course.

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JUST CAN'T STOP MYSELF 

1) “Bishop” Anthony Owens, 35, of Duluth, 
Ga., out of prison less than two years follow- 
ing a bigamy sentence, was arrested in April 
on suspicion of agreeing to marry four more 
women. Owens said that maybe he “misunder- 
stood” Mormon teachings. 2) Kylie Wilson, 28, 
was convicted in June in Brisbane, Australia, of 
stabbing her friend Daniel Blair because Blair 
literally would not stop masturbating in her 
home, where Wilson’s 3-year-old daughter was 
present. According to Wilson, Blair started his 
adventure in the bathroom and moved to the 
bedroom, ignoring Wilson’s pleas, until she 
grabbed a knife and stabbed him twice in the 
shoulder. Even then, the wounded Blair merely 
retreated to the garage, where he continued 
what a newspaper called his “marathon.”

Crandall Cotton Gin Restaurant isn’t your ordinary roadside diner. 
The menu is built on the usual Texas fare of chicken-fried steak, but 
from there it branches off in many directions. 

"If you can’t find something you like on my menu,” says Larry 
Potter, the executive chef and general manager, “then you’re just 
not very hungry.” 

Built in a former cotton gin, the cavernous, gray tin building retains 
the functional architecture of the day. Which adds to the fun of a visit. 
Some of the belts and wheels still hang from the ceiling, and big 
pipes protrude from the floor. On the walls are yellowed photographs 
of the building and the people who filled it when cotton was king. 

One day Potter met a woman in the hallway off the main dining 
room staring up at a photograph of the gin workers. "She must have 
been every bit of 90,” he says. When he looked into her face, she had 
a tear rolling down her cheek. 

"I asked if there was anything wrong,” he says. She pointed at a 
young man in the small black-and-white print. "That’s my husband,” 
she said. 

“That’s the best part of my job,” Potter says. “Hearing all the inter- 
esting stories and history that people associate with this building.” 

A little more than 30 miles southeast of Dallas, Crandall sprouted 
as a shipping point for area farmers when the railroad was built in 
1880. The blackland prairie was ideal for growing the white fiber, and 
as early as 1884 the town had a cotton gin. “This used to be the rich- 
est cotton fields in the U.S.,” Potter says. The row crops were 
replaced by St. Augustine and backyard pools as Crandall is a bed- 
room community for its northern neighbor. 

The Dietz Gin produced its last bale of cotton in Crandall in 1986. 
Dewight Haddock purchased the building in 1993, and after three 
years of removing machinery, cleaning, and remodeling, the restaurant 
was open for business. On the walls are murals depicting the history 
of the region done by Larry Karns, an artist out of Athens, Texas. 

A native of the Dallas-Fort Worth area, Potter came to work for the 
restaurant a month after it opened. After 11 years of greeting custom- 
ers, he has become as popular as the chicken-fried chicken. The sec- 
ond-best thing about his job is that he has control over the menu, and 
he likes to have fun with it. 

Unlike many roadside diners where everything is fried, the Cotton 
Gin offers comfort food cooked all sorts of ways. “We try to give our 
customers a broad choice,” Potter says. The daily specials might 
include chicken and dumplings, liver and onions, breaded catfish, and 
lemon-peppered baked fish. 
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Chicken-fried steak might be the most popular item on the menu, 
but seafood is Potter’s personal favorite. He routinely dines on the 
grilled halibut and a baked potato. “Now that’s eating,” he says with a 
big smile. 

If there is a secret to attracting a loyal clientele, Potter says it must 
be putting in the extra effort. All of his steaks, even the breaded vari- 
eties, come from the Chicago Stockyards where the high-end steak 
houses get their meats. The chicken is fresh from local producers, 
never frozen. Rolls, cobblers, and pies are all made on-site. 

The food is so good that a regional motorcycle magazine recognized 
the Cotton Gin as one of the best places in the state to eat breakfast 
- the only restaurant outside of the Hill Country that made the list. 

“We’re very biker friendly,” Potter says with a laugh. Every weekend 
he sees a parade of motorcycles headed out of Dallas for a ride in the 
country. “We get ’em for breakfast,” he says, “and then we get ’em for 
supper on their way home.” 

The Crandall Cotton Gin Restaurant is on the south side of U.S. 75 
at the Crandall exit. Breakfast, lunch, and dinner are served Tuesday 
through Thursday, 7am to 9pm; Friday and Saturday, 7am to 10pm; 
and Sunday 7am to 8pm. They’re closed on Mondays. To find out the 
special of the day, call 972/427-3883.

Brilliant Traces 

Hyde Park Theatre, through Aug. 4;

Everyone knows what a broken heart feels like. 
Rosannah DeLuce certainly knows. She stood at 
the top of the aisle at her own wedding in Arizona, 
gazed at the hair on the head of her 
groom, took five steps back, and fell 
headlong into the parking lot. Then 
she drove, stopping only for gas and 
candy bars, until her car broke down 
in the furthermost reaches of the 
Alaskan wilderness. She wandered 
through a whiteout snowstorm until 
she reached a cabin belonging to 
Henry Harry, a man hiding from the 
world because his heart has been broken, too. When 
Rosannah falls in Henry’s door, he lies on his cot 
watching her toss back three or four shots of liquor 
and pass out in the middle of his floor. After consid- 
ering the situation, he gently picks her up, places her 
on the cot, removes her wedding dress, bathes her, 
and covers her up. She sleeps for two days, speaking 
only once, when she suddenly sits up and says, “I’m 
the most beautiful girl you’ve ever seen.” 

And she’s right. 

If you should attend the Vestige Group production 
of Cindy Lou Johnson’s Brilliant Traces, go for the 
performances. Jen Brown initially plays Rosannah 
as loud, panicked, and delirious, and that makes 
sense, considering she’s walked miles in thin slippers 
through a raging storm. On waking, Brown embod- 



ies Rosannah’s fear and confusion effectively, and 
as she bounces back and forth between opening 
up to Henry and running away from him, she man- 
ages to make the varied and conflicting qualities 
of strength, pain, and vulnerability blend into a very 
credible performance. As Henry, Andrew Varenhorst 
presents an even more compelling presence. With his 
unkempt beard and tall, lanky frame, it’s not much of 
a stretch to believe that Varenhorst is a hermit liv- 
ing in a cabin in the wilderness, but his performance 
goes far beyond surface appearances. He conveys 
Henry’s overly sensitive nature, speaking too loudly, 
suddenly angering, and then shutting down in avoid- 
ance, and most particularly, he uses stillness to great 
effect, often doing little more than standing still and 
delivering his lines with just a bit too much volume 
and intensity. You feel for the guy. You really do. And 
although director Susie Gidseg allows her actors to 
cut a lot of beautiful moments too short and allows 
Varenhorst to shove his hands in his pockets a few 
too many times, she deserves credit for assisting 
both actors in creating such fully fleshed-out charac- 
ters. She also deserves credit for staging the show 
so simply, on a minimal set with only the barest 
necessities, while still doing just enough to support 
Johnson’s spare story. 

And what a beautiful story it is. You may not quite 
believe that someone would do what Rosannah does, 
but who among us at one time or another hasn’t 
wanted to run? And while running might seem like 
the wrong thing to do in almost any circumstance, for 
some it may be the rightest thing they’ve ever done. 
Yes, your heart can be broken. But if you’re lucky, it 
can be healed as well, perhaps completely by chance, 
without ever really looking for it at all. - Barry Pineo

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4 A Skull in Connemara ' 

Dougherty Arts Center Theater, through Aug. 5 



If you want to sit in the front row for Renaissance Austin 
Theatre’s production of A Skull in Connemara, then you might 
want to bring a splash guard to shield yourself from airborne 
cranial matter. Otherwise, you’re liable to get a flying tooth 
lodged in your throat while a couple of smashed Irishmen 

wield mallets like Gallagher and shatter a few 
grinning skulls as they frolic to Dana’s “All 
Kinds of Everything,” a whimsical tune akin 
to “Puff, the Magic Dragon.” It’s a scene that 
teeters between the absurd and just plain 
silly. 

Though Irish playwright Martin McDonagh 
claims that Samuel Beckett hasn’t been an 
influence of his, he borrowed the title of this 
bone-crushing play from Waiting for Godot, in 
which the rambling Lucky laments, “The labors 
abandoned left unfinished graver still abode of stones in a 
word I resume alas alas abandoned unfinished the skull the 
skull in Connemara.” Rather than consign his work to random- 
ness, McDonagh winks at Beckett, portraying a country town 
crusted over with typical brooding Irishness, including alco- 
holic Catholics, Gothic bloodshed, and cynical wit. Connemara 
becomes a cold landscape weighing the rocky terrain and 
unfinished business in a skull. 

Seven years have passed since Mick Dowd was in a drunk- 
driving fender bender, for which he did time. His wife, Oona, 
was killed in the wreck, but the citizens of Leenane suspect 
he bludgeoned her in the head, then made it look like an acci- 
dent. The play starts out with tattling Maryjohnny coming over 
for her usual dinner of poteen, a distilled whiskey. (Paula Ruth 
Gilbert’s bad gray wig is distracting, but there’s Irish mirth in 
her oversized sweater vest and rubber boots.) Her grandson 
Mairtin comes to the door because Father Walsh has asked 



him to help Mick dig up 
graves. Since Mick is 
required to disinter any 
bodies that have been 
buried for seven years, 
that means it’s time to 
dig up the past. Sucking 
on a cigarette one minute 
and an inhaler the next, 
the local law enforcement 
Officer, Thomas, watches 
over Mick as he exhumes 
his wife. 

Keeping up with the 
plot is difficult in the first 
few minutes of the play 
while your ears adjust 
to the Irish dialects. 

But this is where direc- 
tor Lorella Loftus’ Celtic 
heritage bears most on 
McDonagh ’s play, tak- 
ing her cast through the 
brogue and capturing the 
energy of the play’s mock- 
ery. Sam Kokajko, as the 
bouncy hooligan Mairtin, 
talks so fast that it’s hard 
to tell sometimes whether 
his Irish dialect is perfect, overexaggerated, or indecipherable. 
In the role of the head-case cop, Alex Barron’s comedic timing 
arrives more punctually than a drunk at happy hour. Overly 
aloof and wonderfully rude, Daniel Norton’s Mick is more of a 
drinker than an alcoholic when he discusses not choking on 
your own sick. 

There’s a sense of urgency throughout the play as to wheth- 
er Mick is guilty of his wife’s murder, even though he repeat- 


edly denies that he is. Ultimately, his passion leads his mallet 
to slam into a skull that’s not just been dug up from a grave. 
The final scenes contain a few plot twists, but they add to the 
tally of comical elements in the play rather than its attempts 
at a kind of Beckettian absurdism. In fact, he stands out from 
his fellow Irish playwrights in this way; he may treat the same 
themes that they do, but when he tries for absurdity, it just 
comes out as silly nonsense. - Patti Hadad

Lingo 

McCullough Theatre, July 27 

After the final notes of Lingo, Rob Deemer and David Justin, co-artistic directors of 
American Repertory Ensemble, delighted the audience with a spirited, tangential conversa- 
tion about their collaboration. The two alluded to the essence of their artistic spark: How do 
music and dance interrelate? And further, how can they? 

Lingo brought together Austin musicians with dancers from across the country to perform 
a mosaic of six pieces, fusing established repertoire with new works. The result was an 
ambitious feast of movement and sound. 

The first act opened with Yuri Zhukov’s “No Time Jazz,” a pastiche of human relationships 
set to classic American jazz recordings. The six dancers, dressed in mod black and white 
and using cocktails as props, presented their characters beautifully: the drunken rag doll, the 
coy husband, and more. Altogether, the piece evoked a steamy, alcohol-infused revelry. 

The premiere of Deemer’s “Hot, Crazy, Fun,” a chamber music ode to Austin, followed. 
Pianist Reuben Allred and Tosca String Quartet members Leigh Mahoney, Tracy Seeger, Ames 
Asbell, and Sara Nelson opened with the first of the night’s references to Aaron Copland 
and quickly moved to an energetic, jazzy section that matched the intoxicating spirit of the 
previous dance. Deemer even threw in some Texas blues, a witty touch. Allred’s performance 
stood out, especially brilliant in passages where the pianist literally bangs the keyboard in 
syncopated rhythm. 

In the third piece, “Already Dusk,” live music and dance were paired with subtlety. Under 
Michelle Habeck’s dreamy lighting, the elegant pas de deux set to a tender Brahms duet was 
gorgeous, as if each pair - dancer and musician - were figments of the other’s imagination. 

Deemer’s second premiere, a lush etude for solo clarinet, opened the second act with a 
lively, assuring performance by Alice Wang. The musical ballet references in “Memoirs” were 
accompanied by the humorous prop of a dancer as human music stand. 

Next, Lingo went formal for George Balanchine’s setting of Stravinsky’s “Duo Concertant.” 
Permission from the George Balanchine Trust, which wields tight control over its copyrighted 
technique, was an impressive vote of confidence in the company. Dancers Kathi Martuza and 
Artur Sultanov performed the rigid, controlled duets with athletic grace. The musical coupling 
of Mahoney on violin and Allred on piano was mixed, at times lacking in texture and balance. 

The six dancers and six musicians then took the stage together for the finale. Written on 
commission by the great trumpeter/composer Dave Douglas, “Ascendant” was started in 
January, delivered in April, and choreographed in June - by any account, a fast achievement. 
David Justin’s choreography supported the rich, pastoral score, written in memory of Aaron 
Copland, with a unique blend of classical ballet and modern dance allusions. Initially, the 
dancers, cloaked in sun-soaked orange against swaths of sea-blue cloth, were striking. As 
the musicians raced to the final chord, though, the dancing seemed suddenly rushed, and 
the company arrived at its energetic final position anxiously. The audience was forgiving and 
acknowledged the new work with vigorous applause. 

Taken separately, the elements of Lingo were thrilling and evocative. Where the interlock of 
setting, influence, and style worked, as in the first act, the result was an exciting portrait of 
American Repertory Ensemble’s fusion of artistic languages. In the second act, Lingo wasn’t 
as cohesive and, as a result, lost some of its grip. 

Regardless, I can’t wait to see what American Repertory Ensemble will do next. What is 
unique about this company is how the audience is invited into the exploration and invention 
taking place at the highest artistic levels onstage. The experience of Lingo was accessible, 
unpretentious, and full of life - much like its creators. - Michael Kellerman

Ask Francis Ford Coppola, and he’ll tell you it’s no small feat getting to the third 
movie in a series and still managing to create something watchable. More remark- 
able still - unprecedented, really - is making a movie that’s actually better than its 
predecessors. Conventional wisdom states that by the third movie in 
any series, lead characters have long since given up any psychologi- 
cal relevance and been reduced to two-dimensional lunch-box-sized 
pitchmen, and plots have become mere retreads of the series’ 
earlier triumphs. Which makes The Bourne Ultimatum - the third in 
the Robert Ludlum-penned series about Jason Bourne (Damon), the 
rogue CIA spook with impossibly broad shoulders and the memory of 
a goldfish - such an achievement. Not only is it considerably better 
than 2002’s The Bourne Identity, but director Greengrass ( United 93, 

Bloody Sunday) even bests his own excellent The Bourne Supremacy, 
creating a true action thriller that’s far closer to art than it probably 
has any right to be. If this upward trend continues, by the time the series reaches 
entry six or seven (The Bourne Resignation ? The Bourne Liebestraum?), Greengrass 
will be making our generation’s Grand Illusion, or at least The Great Escape. Episode 
three finds Bourne still struggling to reconstruct his identity while bringing down 
elaborate conspiracies percolating among the higher-ups in the American intelligence com- 
munity. By this point, he tops the CIA’s most-wanted list by a mile, and even just the sight of 
an Algerian meter maid is enough to send him into paroxysms of paranoia that usually result 
in his tossing about roomfuls of hiply dressed secret agents like they were sacks of potatoes. 
To add insult to this inconvenience, Bourne is plagued by memories of hooded interrogations 
involving involuntary headfirst dips into water tanks and cursed by a complete lack of memory 
of anything else: Fie doesn’t know his real name; he can’t remember why he is where he is 


or why he does what he does. And - unkindest cut of all! - he can’t remember that he used 
to schtup Julia Stiles. Flow cruel can fate (and movie producers) get?!! The least you can do 
is leave the poor guy his erotic memories while he’s out there in the cold, running for his life. 
Greengrass and co. may have made one of the best action movies in recent memory, but 
some punishments are just too mean-spirited to inflict, even for filmmakers. - Josh Rosenblatt

New Reviews 

BRATZ 

D: Sean McNamara; with Nathalia Ramos , Janet

Let’s get past the initial hurdle of 
accepting a movie that’s based on a 
line of dolls. (This is the season of 
Transformers, isn’t it?) These dolls seem 
to be the epitome of everything today’s 
tween gal aspires toward: They’re vulgar, 
oversexualized clotheshorses who irri- 
tate their elders. In this live-action film, 
multicultural BFFs Yasmin (Ramos), Jade 
(Parrish), Sasha (Browning), and Cloe 
(Shaye) are actually rather sweet, though 
their “passion for fashion” is unabated. 
The film opens on the girls’ first day of 
high school, as they wake to their alarm 
clocks in their individual bedrooms and 
visually link up over their computers to 
discuss the day’s attire. (They then fish 
out the items from their walk-in closets. 
No, I’m not jealous.) The film nicely incor- 
porates modern-day computer artifacts 
into the plot, as when mean girl Meredith 
(Staub) carries a tiny flashdrive as a 
weapon. Meredith is the school’s top dog, 
and her goal is to divide the student popu- 
lation into smaller packs. And though the 
Bratz give voice to lofty sentiments, such 
as “friendship is a big deal,” a quick dis- 
solve to junior year shows that the four 
friends have drifted apart, having become 
divided and separated by the school’s gov- 
erning cliques. Their “bratitude” emerges, 
however, and they fight back against the 
cliques and their ringleader Meredith and 
her proud papa (Voight), who is also the 
principal of the school. (Voight’s shame- 


less participation in this project could be 
a whole topic unto itself: the bottoming- 
out of Oscar winners.) At 110 minutes 
(including a music video over the closing 
credits), Bratz is way too long. Yet the 
full house of tweeners at the screening I 
attended would probably disagree heart- 
ily. I didn’t know I had bratitude before 
seeing this movie, but ... there it is. For 
all the film’s platitudes about friendship 
and setting one’s inner voice free, it also 
supports the coolness of consumer cul- 
ture and material worth. Still, there’s a 
filmmaking spark here that riffs on things 
like imagery from Moulin Rouge and Ennio 
Morricone’s spaghetti western music. So, 
in the end, Bratz and I won’t be BFF, but 
we can coexist until the next gal-pal film 
comes along.

EL CANTANTE

“The more he grew as an artist, the 
lower he sank as a person,” says Lopez as 
Puchi Lavoe, widow of Eighties salsa sen- 
sation Hector Lavoe. The person she’s talk- 
ing about is totally irrelevant, however. It’s 
the formula that counts: the rise-and-fall 


trajectory that drives every Behind the 
Music- style docudrama. Unfortunately, 
there’s little more than formula in Ichaso’s 
El Cantante, a biopic about the singer 
known as Lavoe - or “the voice.” His rise 
from the beaches of Puerto Rico to the pin- 
nacle of New York’s rising salsa movement 
and Nuyorican community is shown as 
meteoric and trouble-free, his descent into 
drug addiction and unreliability appears 
endless and endlessly enabled, the love of 
his wife Puchi is instant and eternal. So 
what if the movie skips over all the musi- 
cian’s artistic and personal struggles and 
misses a great opportunity to reveal histor- 
ic aspects of Latin music culture? As 
Lavoe, Anthony comes to life whenever he’s 
onstage and singing, although appearance- 
wise he does nothing to mimic the appear- 
ance of the singer but wear Lavoe’s signa- 
ture aviator glasses and feathered hair- 
style. Anthony’s real-life wife, Lopez, plays 
Puchi and also produced the film. The cou- 
ple’s chemistry onscreen is real (and eras- 
es all fears of another Gigli), but Puchi’s 
constant presence makes the film seem 
like it’s a common love triangle about a 
man, a woman, and his stash. The screen- 
play by Ichaso, David Darmstaedter, and 
Todd Anthony Bello hardly misses a music 
cliche, which is too bad because Ichaso 
( Pinero , Crossover Dreams) and cinematog- 
rapher Claudio Chea create a vibrant sense 
of period Nuyorican flavor and dance-hall 
exuberance. Yet significant events in the lives 
of this couple (such as the death of their 
son) are rendered unclearly and only add to 
the sense of having discovered very little 
through El Cantante. - Marjorie Baumgarten

Imagine if Napoleon Dynamite were to 
pretend to be Ben Stiller, slap on a patently 
false mustache and daredevil costume, and 
then imagine himself to be a professional 
stuntman. That will give you some idea of 
the impression cast by Samberg as Hot 
Rod’ s Rod Kimble, a self-styled Evel Knievel. 
The film even opens with (and often returns 
to) the same kind of inept stunt jump that 
helped endear the hopelessly optimistic 
character of Napoleon to so many viewers. 
Despite his boyish looks, Samberg seems 
a bit old to be playing such a rube, and one 
might legitimately question whether some- 
thing has gone awry in his family gene pool, 
but then we meet his family and friends and 
discover that none of them are swimming 
particularly close to the deep end. Hot Rod 
is a stupid movie about stupid people doing 
stupid things - and, by golly, that seems 
to be the way we like our comedies these 
days. Hot Rod, however, also carries the 
whiff of the SNL feature-film imprimatur, a 
distinction that doesn’t necessarily come 
with bragging rights. Unlike most SNL film 
spin-offs though, Hot Rod is not based on

show. Instead, the film belongs more to the 
Will Ferrell school of S/VL-alum film come- 
dies: Invent a ridiculous character, and hope 
that fun and froth follow. Hot Rod, with a 
script by South Park vet Pam Brady, is most- 
ly the invention of Lonely Island - the trio of 
actors Samberg and Taccone and director 
Schaffer (whose videos include the broad- 
cast and viral sensations, “Lazy Sunday” 
and “Dick in a Box,” among others).

I KNOW WHO KILLED ME

If you think getting arrested for driving 
under the influence and drug possession 
only a few days after completing a second 
stint in rehab is the worst thing that could 
happen to a promising but troubled young 
actress, think again: You haven’t seen / 
Know Who Killed Me, a gruesome whodunit 
that’s missing more than a few brain cells. 
The film’s good girl/bad girl conceit may 
be rooted thematically in the dual exis- 
tence-premised films of revered foreign 
filmmakers like Bergman and Kieslowski, 
but / Know Who Killed Me plays more 
like a sequel to Saw. This movie is a 
bloody mess, in more than one sense. It 
doesn’t help that Jeff Hammond’s asinine 
screenplay poses as a mystery without 
any clues. A psychotic killer with a pen- 
chant for amputation kidnaps a bright high 
school student named Aubrey (Lohan), 
but when a young woman matching her 
description is later found barely alive 

- albeit, missing a hand and a leg - she 
claims she is not Aubrey but Dakota, a 
girl from the wrong side of the tracks who 
pole-dances for a living. From there, the 
narrative grows more bizarre and incoher- 
ent as Aubrey/Dakota (or is it Dakota/ 
Aubrey?) goes Nancy Drew and discovers 
(plot spoiler alert!) why a person’s finger 
or leg can begin bleeding and fall off all 
by itself - she’s a stigmatic twin! Yes, the 
rarely documented medical phenomenon 
of stigmatic twins is revealed in / Know 
Who Killed Me - just imagine how more 
entertaining Lohan’s 1998 remake of the 
Disney film The Parent Trap would have 
been had it featured a gaping wound or 
two based on this plot device. Many will 
speculate about Lohan’s state of mind 

in agreeing to appear in this claptrap 
horror piece, which frequently requires 
her to appear with a grotesquely bloody 
stump, all the while wearing something 
that shows off her ample cleavage. But by 
the time Aubrey/Dakota finally confronts 
the killer in a torture room decorated with 
prosthetic arms and legs dangling from 
the ceiling, you’ll be laughing so hysterical- 
ly at the ineptitude of it all that you won’t 
really care why she’s sunk so low. Indeed, 
Lohan’s appearance in / Know Who Killed 
Me may ultimately work in her favor. Given 
her latest legal troubles, it could provide 
her with sufficient grounds for an insanity 
defense. - Steve Davis

MY BEST FRIEND

For my money, there’s no more madden- 
ing tone in art than that of agreeability. 

Are we really so frazzled by the troubles of 
the world that we’ve convinced ourselves 
what we want most from our movies is a 
comforting, cradling sense of amiability 

- the cinematic equivalent of a hot cup 
of tea sipped on a Sunday morning while 
wearing wool socks and pajamas? To 
quote the decidedly unamiable Don Logan, 
the volcano of violent energy played by 
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Ben Kingsley in 2001’s Sexy Beast : “No! 
No! No! No! No! No! No!" - and then he’d 
probably throttle someone about the head 
for making him repeat himself. My Best 
Friend, the latest in French writer/direc- 
tor Leconte’s long and varied oeuvre, is 
just such a pair of cozy pajamas: What 
it lacks in style and controversy it com- 
pensates for in genial blandness, like 
a bologna sandwich or the most recent 
Coldplay albums. The film takes us inside 
the hermetic world of Frangois Coste 
(Auteuil), an antique dealer who, though 
deep into his sixth decade on the planet, 
is more comfortable in the company of 
fifth century Greek vases than that of his 
fellow Parisians. Upon making a bet with 
his skeptical business partner, Catherine 
(Gayet), that he does in fact have at least 
one true friend in this world, the hapless 
Frangois enlists the help of a cab driver 
named Bruno (Boon) to show him the 
basics of social interaction so that he 
can find himself a best friend and bring 
him to Catherine before the end of the 
month. At first, Frangois is a total bust as 
a social creature, routinely scaring away 
women and buying drinks for strangers 
who promptly leave him standing alone 
at the bar. But slowly he starts coming 
around after Bruno teaches him that smil- 
ing, being sociable, and being sincere are 
the keys to making friends. Smiling, socia- 
bility, sincerity: the three S’s of a friend- 
filled life. With a philosophy like that, how 
could a movie possibly go wrong? It’s 
like expecting people to get emotionally 
involved in a story about reading, writing, 
and arithmetic. If sex, gangsters, and kill- 
ing Nazis are three of the most enlivening 
topics in the movies, then let us count 
friendship as one of the most tiresome, 
right up there with grooming horses and 
sharing for sheer thrills. - Josh Rosenblatt

Unless you’ve been living in a cave 
for the last 18 years or have no sense 
of humor whatsoever, then you love The 
Simpsons. Homer (Castellaneta), Marge 
(Kavner), Bart (Cartwright), Lisa (Smith), 
Mr. Burns (Shearer), Apu (Azaria). Just 
the names evoke a smirk and recollec- 
tion of something hilarious. Through bad 
seasons and good, The Simpsons has 
weathered changing tastes, guest stars, 
and writers to emerge as the longest run- 
ning sitcom (animated or live-action) in 
the United States. We love the Simpsons 
because they’re crass, ridiculous, and 
brilliant. And after years upon years of 
rumors, The Simpsons Movie has finally 
arrived. If you’re looking for familiar hilar- 
ity and some treats you’ll never get on 
the show (nudity and drunkenness - I 
won’t tell who), you’ll be a happy camper. 
If you’re looking for something bold and 
new, redefining itself to launch onto the 
big screen, you’ll be disappointed. The 
movie runs just like a good episode but 
more fun because it’s longer and just 
so much bigger. When Homer’s selfish- 
ness results in Bart being handcuffed 
naked to a street sign in the center 
of town, Bart starts to wander over to 


the neighboring Flanders (Shearer) for 
some fatherly love. Meanwhile, Lisa is 
as active as ever trying to get the town 
to rally around environmental cleanup. I 
won’t ruin it for you, but one thing leads 
to another, and Homer’s left to stop the 
Environmental Protection Agency from 
bombing Springfield in order to win back 
his family’s love. It’s just so hard not to 
adore these writers (show creator Matt 
Groening and developer James L. Brooks 
head up the long list with many of the 
series’ producing/writing team). Albert 
Brooks ( Finding Nemo) voices the smarmy 
head of the EPA, while Green Day and 
Hanks also make appearances. But the 
real enjoyment lies in the old favorites 
(though I could always use some more 
Mr. Burns). Hearing Homer stumble 
through “praise Jebus” and celebrating 
Alaska as the place “where you can never 
be too fat or too drunk” brought me back 
to the old days. So maybe it’s not the 
same anymore. Maybe the movie is just 
reaching out for something that saw its 
heyday five (or even 10) years ago. But 
oh, what a heyday. And I’ll tell you one 


thing: Homer’s rendition of “Spider Pig” 
is comedy gold, and the orchestral ver- 
sion that goes over the credits is abso- 
lutely priceless. - Toddy Burton

The story begins with Petey incarcerated, 
entrancing his fellow inmates on the prison 
radio. After getting released in 1966, Petey 
is determined to get a job as a profession- 
al deejay. The wonderful Ejiofor ( Children of 
Men) plays Dewey Hughes, the only black 
man with a position of power at WOL-AM, a 
station employing almost exclusively black 
deejays and targeting a black audience. 
Conservative and soft-spoken, Dewey is 
the ying to Petey’s yang. After outrageous 
protestations, Petey eventually convinces 
the resistant Dewey to put him on the 
radio. They form a quick bond and conspire 
against the ultra-conservative station man- 
ager (Sheen) to sneak Petey on the air. 

As Petey stirs it up and voices what most 
people are afraid to think, the reactions are 
electric. Given a morning talk show, Petey 
opens with “Wake up, goddammit!” and 
signs off with his signature, “This is Petey 
Greene’s Washington.” The pressures of 
success lead to indulgences with alcohol 
and women, much to the frustration of his 
girlfriend (the amazing Henson, Hustle & 
Flow). Meanwhile, Dewey takes on the role 
of Petey’s manager and attempts to guide 
his career (against Petey’s wishes) toward 
television and stand-up comedy. Despite 
its earnest attempts at power drama, the 
joy of Talk to Me lies in the comedy and 
the wild performances, particularly those of 
Cheadle and Henson. The plotline, consist- 
ing of the rise to fame, inevitable descent, 
and even more inevitable redemption, is 
somewhat tired. But director Lemmons 
(Eve’s Bayou) has a clear passion for the 
story that reveals itself in evocative repre- 
sentations of the time and place. During 
a particularly powerful sequence, Petey 
helps to calm the riotous people of D.C. 


after Martin Luther King Jr.’s death. And the 
music that erupts from the deejay booth is 
a character all its own. From James Brown 
to Sam Cooke, the songs set a mood that 
lingers for some time after. - Toddy Burton

Winner of four awards at the Hong Kong 
Film Festival, this gangster melodrama 
is actually a sequel to 2005’s Election. 

To, who made his international reputation 
with 1993 ’s fantasy actioner The Heroic 
Trio, hews more closely here to the Triad 
criminal potboiler formula of countryman 
John Woo: unapologetically sentimental, 
concerned with questions of masculine 
honor, punctuated with bursts of violence. 
To is less grand a stylist, his action stag- 
ings more modest; a sort of workmanlike 
grit pervades the film - bare-bones pacing, 
moments of almost clinical overhead cam- 
erawork, romantic montages of boxing and 
men shaking hands. There’s also a cer- 
tain amount of English-language karaoke, 
including an almost unrecognizable “La 
Bamba.” Leading man Yam hasn’t crossed 
over to Hollywood like Chow Yun-Fat, but 
he’s no less an icon back home; here, 
significantly, he plays Lok, an aging Triad 
godfather faced with yielding control to 
one of his gangland godsons. Jimmy (Koo, 
a younger staple of the Hong Kong firma- 
ment) is the obvious choice, having built 
a profitable minor empire in pirated porn 
DVDs sold in mainland China. Meanwhile, 
Lok reconsiders whether to step down, and 
a bloody battle for control ensues. The film 
is a solid gangland drama, infused with a

little grandeur (it begins with a nostalgic 
montage of mainland immigrants arriv- 
ing in Hong Kong) and some sentimental 
touches. The godfather of their society pos- 
sesses an official dragon-shaped scepter 
- the subtitles called it a “baton” - and in 
the film’s world this is not a goofy thing to 
do. The film is also deadly serious about 
scenes in which Jimmy fantasizes about 
building a house right there on this hill and 
embraces his lovely wife (Pauline Pan). 

But like so many ambivalent gangsters, 
Jimmy is inexorably sucked deeper into 
thug life, and the film explodes into vio- 
lence that is at times intense. (Whereas 
Woo has his operatic shootouts, To has 
sledgehammers and attack dogs that are 
fed a freshly ground victim.) The tone is 
pointedly bleak, and I was not surprised to 
read in the press kit that the first sentence 
of To’s director’s statement is: “In 1997, 
Hong Kong returned to Chinese sovereignty 
after one hundred years of British colonial 
rule.” If it is too stylistically modest to win 
converts among the multiplex crowd, the 
film surely rewards followers of the genre.

Hip-hop culture invades the golf course 
in Who’s Your Caddy?, much the way Rodney 
Dangerfield and an anarchic gopher did in 
Caddyshack with one major exception: Who’s 
Your Caddy? is instantly disposable. Okay, 
maybe two differences: It’s not terribly funny 
either. Most of the comedy is the sort that 
derives from racial contrasts, pitting savvy 
black characters against idiotic white folk. 

If not for stereotypes, Who’s Your Caddy? 
would have no characters at all. Big Boi 
(one-half of the music group OutKast) stars 
as hip-hop mogul C-Note, whose desire to 
join the Carolina Pines golf club is fueled by 
his secret wish to reveal his father, a former 
caddy there, as the course’s best-scoring 
player - a record that has been white- 
washed by the club president Cummings 
(Jones, best known as the principal in Ferris 
Bueller’s Day Off, here playing another of his 
patented head boob-in-charge roles). C-Note 
wants a membership in order to “stick it to 
the man,” but most of his protest consists 
of provocative things like Hummer golf carts 
and loud farting on the greens. Big Boi 
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has enough screen presence to carry the 
lead, although his posse (Shepherd, Love, 
Mitchell, and Tatum) is given ample time 
to cut up and pass gas. MTV junior celeb 
Milonakis is cast as the son of Cummings, 
whom the posse turns from milquetoast 
nerd into a booty-slapping playa. Jones plays 
the love interest, while veteran Lewis turns 
up as C-Note’s fried-chicken-cooking mom. 
Morris has one odd, extraneous scene as a 
the Rev. J.J. Jackson, while The Fresh Prince 
of Bel Air’s Avery has a couple moments 
of screen time as a caddy. There’s also an 
ill-developed subplot that involves Cox as a 
hit man. When the final scorecard is tallied, 
Who’s Your Caddy? must be counted as a 
forfeit. - Marjorie Baumgarten

Like The Flying Dutchman, this third Pirates out- 
ing is an empty vessel haunted by the ghosts of its 
sabre-rattling betters. Its 168 minutes of increas- 
ingly wearying exposition make Renny Harlin’s 
garishly overwrought dreadnaught Cutthroat Island 
seem like a model of restraint, but then again, 
only a fool would want to restrain Depp, an actor 
who’s at his best - as he is, mostly, in the Pirates 
films - when seemingly left to his own creepy-cool 
devices. Verbinski’s in on the joke, of course, and 
so this film’s meta-moment introduces us to an 
unnervingly familiar Capt. Teague played by - who 
else? - Keith Richards. Which, of course, is great 
fun, as is Chow’s turn as the entirely scrutable 
Capt. Sao Feng (dig that goatee!). While At World’s 
End is no The Curse of the Black Pearl, it’s also not 
as stylistically landlocked as Dead Man’s Chest.

Via some extremely clever narrative maneuver- 
ing, Remy succeeds, sort of, by entering into a 
Cyrano de Bergerac- style partnership with Linguini 
(Romano), a trod-upon garbage boy at a former 
four-star restaurant. Linguini discovers both his way 
and his spine through Remy’s olfactory magic and 
a flirtation with the cook Colette (Garofalo). Pixar’s 
animation is simply flawless; colorful, deeply real- 
ized, and ably conveying both the chaos of the 
kitchen and the sensual allure of food well pre- 
pared.

His film contends that the American 
system of managed health care is conceptually 
misguided and governed by the for-profit motives of 
the insurance industry. Sicko argues that universal 
health coverage should be regarded as a basic 
human right and strikes a resounding blow against 
Americans’ culturally ingrained resistance to the 
idea of socialized medicine. He does this not in 
his customary fashion of embarrassing ambushed 
CEOs but with the stories of dozens of middle- 
class Americans whose health coverage has been 
curtailed as a result of disease.

Unsurprisingly, Sunshine is concerned 
with death - how we go to meet it, what our lives 
will have meant - and its best moments engage 
these questions. The film is never less than beau- 
tiful, with sumptuous photography of the ship’s 
quilted, womblike passageways, but problems arise 
in the third act, with a profoundly implausible plot 
turn that sends the movie skidding into bogeyman 
horror.

This year, the rain came and didn’t go, leaving Austin with the 
coolest, greenest summer in recent memory. Yet even if it were 
110 degrees 30 days in a row, every day would look good to 
Stephen Bruton, who was diagnosed with throat cancer some 
six months ago. 

“It’s the club you never want to be in,” says the local guitar- 
ist. His light tone doesn’t disguise the solemnity of his diagno- 
sis or the scratchiness of his voice. He underwent chemothera- 
py and radiation treatment over a seven-week period with double 
treatments the last two weeks. 

“I’m not saying I’m a superhero, but it was baptism by fire, 
and I came through it. I know what the flip side is like, when the 
doctor says, ‘You’re not well.’ Being sick like that changes you. 
You can say it doesn’t, but it does. Not your personality, but the 
attitude is forever changed. Coming back from treatment is dif- 
ferent than coming back from a disease. It’s a slower process 
and not linear. This happens to the guy down the street, but in 
the end, we’re all the guy down the street.” 

May’s Road to Austin concert (see “Texas Platters,” May 25) 
was a welcome-back party for Bruton, who was reunited with 
longtime cohorts Bonnie Raitt and Kris Kristofferson. “It was a 
very special night for me,” he relates. “Kris, Bonnie, and Delbert 
[McClinton] knocked it out of the park. There were a lot of moments 
you won’t see again. That’s not to say it won’t happen again.” 

For the time being, Bruton’s back to work, writing songs and 
playing gigs. In a couple of weeks he’ll go into the studio and 
record with Bobby Whitlock and CoCo Carmel, then he’ll produce 
Marcia Ball’s upcoming LP Beyond that, he’s “cherry-picking” 
from his own batch of new songs to see what works. 

“There’s a lot of work on the horizon,” he says.

FIDO'S OFF THE CHAIN - AUSTIN'S 
ANTI-CHAINING DOG ORDINANCE 

Sometimes I keep my dog on a 40-foot leash in the 
hack yard. My friend says that Austin passed a new 
law that says this is illegal. Can I still keep my dog on 
the leash? 

Not after Oct. 1. That’s because on June 7, by a 
vote of seven to zero, the Austin City Council passed 
an anti-chaining dog ordinance. The ordinance is 
designed to ban the practice of chaining and tether- 
ing unattended dogs. Specifically, the ordinance 
prohibits fixed-point tethering or chaining of dogs 
and states that an owner may not restrain a dog 
with a chain or tether unless the person is holding 
the chain or tether. The new ordinance will not go 
into effect until Oct. 1 in order to give dog owners 
time to build secure fenced enclosures for their 
dogs or to bring the dogs into the family home. 

The ordinance does, however, allow the tempo- 
rary tethering of a dog in certain situations, which 
include a lawful animal event, veterinary treatment, 
grooming, training, or law-enforcement activity. 
Owners may also restrain their dog in order to 
protect the safety or welfare of a person or the dog, 
as long as the dog’s owner or handler remains with 
the dog throughout the period of restraint. The 
ordinance does not affect a dog owner’s respon- 
sibility to keep the dog on a handheld leash when 
otherwise appropriate. 

If an owner does restrain the dog, the chain or 
tether used to do so must not weigh more than one- 
eighteenth of the dog’s body weight. The restraint 
must also provide the dog access to necessary shel- 
ter and water but may not allow the dog to move 
outside the person’s property.

POSSIBLE CAUSES FOR 
OVERHEATING CAR 


Dear Tom and Ray: 

I have a 1999 Pontiac Sunfire that continu- 
ally overheats. Despite replacing the thermo- 
stat, the sensor that operates the radiator fan, 
and the radiator itself, the car still overheats. 
Ironically, the faster I go the less likely the car is 
to overheat. However, when I let the car idle, the 
temperature builds up very rapidly, and in only 
a minute or two the temperature gauge is in the 
red. Needless to say, I am at my wits’ end. I hope 
you can help me with some ideas about what 
could be causing this problem, and what I can do 
to fix it. Thanks! - Marland 

RAY: Well, since it’s not overheating on 
the highway, you didn’t need the radiator, 
Marland. But I guess you know that by now. 

TOM: Since it’s overheating at idle, that 
suggests it’s either the fan or something much 
more ominous. You’re not going to like our 
diagnosis, Marland. 

RAY: You replaced the fan sensor, which is 
actually the coolant temperature sensor in this 
car. I’m going to assume that whoever did that 
ran the car after the repair was done, and saw 
that the fan was actually coming on and going 
off like it’s supposed to. If not, obviously that’s 
the first order of business. Because a nonfunc- 
tioning cooling fan - which could be due to 
a bad relay or a broken wire - could explain 
everything. Marland, you should be so lucky. 

TOM: Right. Assuming you’ve already 
checked the fan, and it works, I think you 
have a bad head gasket, or a cracked head. 

RAY: My brother has a cracked head. And 
he gets hot all the time, too. 

TOM: If you have a bad head gasket, you’re 
continually pushing hot exhaust into the cool- 
ant and heating it up. At high speeds, you 
have enough air flowing through the radiator 
- from the rapid motion of the car - to dis- 
sipate that heat. But when you come to a stop, 
the cooling fan alone can’t produce enough air, 
and the temperature goes way up. 

RAY: So if the fan is working, you need a 
head-gasket test, Marland. Then you’ll have to 
decide whether to fix it. Your mechanic might 
find, once he gets in there, that it’s the head 
itself, or that the frequent overheating has 
warped the cylinder head. 

TOM: So beg your lucky stars for a bad 
cooling-fan relay, Marland. Because the price 
goes way up from there.

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So, Who's Your Contractor? 

RESOURCES FOR FINDING THE PERFECT HOME-PROJECT MANAGER

There it sits. The pile of rubble that used to be your 
kitchen. You’ve stood atop what the contractor told you was 
going to be Italian pink marble but looks suspiciously like 
concrete paving slabs. There’s the space for the sink that the 
plumber swore was going to be installed by the time you 
got back from vacation. And why does the new remote for 
the under-the-cabinet stereo turn the microwave on? What’s 
worse, the friend who recommended these home-wrecking, 
dream-destroying Cro-Magnons keeps telling you they did 
such a great job on their house. 

When looking for a contractor, most people usually will 
ask family, friends, and colleagues for someone they trust. 
But word of mouth is not always the best way to protect 
yourself and your home, sweet home, from crooks, con art- 
ists, and shoddy work. 

First, check any contractor’s credentials. The state of 
Texas doesn’t require all builders to be licensed, but it does 
mandate that builders must be registered with the Texas 
Residential Construction Commission. This means all 
their work is guaranteed for at least one year and the build- 
ing has to be habitable for 10. The registration also means if 
you’ve got a complaint about the work done, the commis- 
sion will provide you with a neutral report that you can take 
to arbitration or court. If they’re not registered, then steer 
clear. There’s even the Texas Star Builder Program, in 
which builders voluntarily agree to meet higher standards. 
Just check for the star builder logo next to their name on the 
commission’s website. Don’t worry about someone applying 
once and staying on the list forever: Builders have to reap- 
ply every year to prove their commitment to meeting those 
higher standards. 

There are some specialty trades, such as plumbing or wir- 
ing, that cannot be practiced without a license. It’s not just a 


matter of slapping down some bucks and getting a card saying 
you can rip someone’s house apart. A licensed master electri- 
cian has to pass the state’s exam, and they only can take that 
after two years as a licensed journeyman and 12,000 hours of 
on-the-job training under a qualified master electrician. 

While checking for state-approved credentials is impor- 
tant, it does not answer all questions, such as: Do you 
know the difference between a class A air-conditioning and 
refrigeration license and a class B? Can a plumber install a 
gas oven? Is a plumber allowed to install a gas oven? Will 
an out-of-state license do? Simple answer: Ask the Texas 
Department of Licensing and Regulation. This official 
governing body for all statewide licensing gives a handy 
guide to which license does what. You even can check on 
their website if the card being carried by that contractor eye- 
ing up your property is still valid. 

So you’ve checked if they’re legal, but are they any good? 
There are plenty of third parties out there ready to give you 
their opinions. The Better Business Bureau keeps records 
on all members, plus nonmembers who have complaints 
against them, for three years. Although they don’t provide 
any details on individual complaints, they’ll tell you if a firm 
made good on any problems or if it ended up in arbitration. 
Plus, if you’re using an architect or project manager, ask 
them for recommendations. Or you might look online to 
public review sites like Angie’s List to hear the good and 
the bad. Maybe you’re looking for something special, like an 
eco-friendly builder: You might want to check out our very 
own Austin Chronicle Green Guide, which will point you 
to contractors who know what sustainable means. 

Now you’ve got your short list. Here comes the toughest 
part: Talk to your potential contractors. After all, you might 
be letting them into your house for months and paying 





them a lot for the privilege. Make sure they understand 
what you’re looking for. Ask for references, and follow up 
on them. Try to get a rough quote. If they’re serious about 
getting the contract, they’ll be willing to talk to you.

Since the time of primitive cave paintings, 
specifically those handprints on the walls 
of the Chauvet cave, people have longed to 
spruce up their space and have it reflect part 
of themselves.

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You Don't Have to 'Do It Yourself 

HIRING A DESIGNER MIGHT BE SIMPLER THAN YOU THINK

In these days of rabid multitasking, it seems that we are 
somehow expected to master within minutes any project that 
comes before us. That you have to do it yourself is a myth 
and is the very reason we have professionals. Would you try 
to repair your car’s engine without knowing how to go about 
it? No, you’d go to an automobile mechanic. Would you 
try to defend yourself in a court case without an attorney? 
Hopefully not. 

Whether you’re buying a new home, are tired of your 
surroundings, need to update your home to suit your new 
upwardly mobile life, or are simply ready for a change but 
have no clear vision in mind, then hire a design professional 
to help. 

The very title of “interior designer” can be off-putting; 
“interior decorator” is worse, conjuring up images of some- 
one named Mr. Bobby with a Yorkshire terrier tucked under 
his arm and a scarf trailing behind him as he flits through 
your home using the words and phrases like “Aubusson,” 
“Ming dynasty,” and “Louis Quatorze” while pointing to 
your prized possessions and shrieking, “Take this trash to 
the dump!” But Mr. Bobby is largely a creation of the mov- 


ies, and you are unlikely to meet him or anyone like him in 
Central Texas. 

In Texas, those who advertise themselves as interior design- 
ers must be licensed by the Texas Board of Architectural 
Examiners (www.tbae.state.tx.us). Licensing is good but 
not entirely necessary, unless you have a commercial project 
in which your interior designer has to meet fire codes, health 
codes, accessibility requirements, etc. There are plenty of 
skilled professionals who are not licensed and therefore offer 
their services under titles like “interior decorator,” “design 
guru,” or, simply, “designer.” 

Interior design is not only for the rich. There are definitely 
affordable options. Robin Callan of Room Fu (www.roomfu. 
com) calls herself a “design guru” rather than an interior 
designer. Says Callan, “The best thing is to do plenty of Web 
research, which allows you to see a designer’s portfolio online 
before contacting them.” Callan demystifies the process, dis- 
pelling the myth of “If you have to ask, you can’t afford it,” by 
listing her rates on her website. “Working with a designer is 
like a marriage,” she says. “Chemistry is critical in that you’re 
both working together to achieve a common goal.” 



Jerri Kunz (www.jerrikunz.com), a licensed interior 
designer and fixture on the Austin design scene for more 
than 30 years, concurs. “Take your time, and talk to more 
than one designer. Most importantly, follow your instincts.” 
Interior design can be a lengthy, ongoing process. “It’s like

dating,” says Kunz. “You don’t want to go 
out with someone you don’t want spend 
lots of time with.” She feels that chemistry is 
more important than a designer’s portfolio. 
“There’s only one of you, and the designer 
hasn’t met you before, so the portfolio isn’t 
as important as chemistry What you see in 
a portfolio is only an indication of what an 
interior designer can do for you.” 

A designer must be part artist, part tech- 
nician, and part mind reader. According to 
Marc Harmon (www.marcharmon.com), a 
designer can help you clarify your desires 
and determine the scope of the project. He 
recommends keeping an “inspiration file” 
of photos, colors, and magazine tear-outs 
to show your designer. He’s available for 
everything from being hired at an hourly rate 
for consultation to simple jobs like finding a 
certain piece of furniture to totally renovat- 
ing your house.

THE CITY OF AUSTIN’S ENERGY 

by Abe Louise Young 

My little cinder-block cottage in Austin’s 
Govalle neighborhood is the perfect palette 
for experiments in ecological dwelling. This 
is no paint-by-numbers affair, mind you; I 
intend to Jackson-Pollock the place. As I am 
a complete amateur at all things green, the 
very first thing I did was call up the city of 
Austin and learn about all the things I could 
get cheap or for free. 

Power Partner 
Thermostat Installation 

My old thermostat looked like a Star 
Trek artifact. If I set it at 82, it would 
ignore me and shudder down to 77. Within 
days, Austin Energy installed a spiffy new 
digital one - absolutely free. It’s top of the 
line; I can set my thermostat like an alarm 
clock, automatically heating or cooling the 
house at different temperatures according 
to my preprogrammed whims. Or the city’s. 


PROGRAMS MAKE IT SO EASY 


Apparently, it can be controlled by radio 
from the mother ship. Every once in a while, 
Austin Energy cycles my air conditioning off 
to protect our city’s grid from overheating. 

Energy Star Appliance Rebates 

Throughout the year, Austin Energy offers 
rebates for Energy Star low-energy-use appli- 
ances. I went to Sears and got a front-loading 
washing machine for $1,000. Top-loaders use 
40 gallons of drinkable water per load, but 
this gem uses only 15.1 sent in my receipts, 
then got a check from the city for $350. 
Appliances rebates vary through the year: 
Sometimes it’s low-flow toilets; sometimes it’s 
new air conditioners. Check the city website 
(www.ci.austin.tx.us) to plan your upgrades. 

GreenChoice: Wind Power 

I’m now a Green Power Partner, which 
means I pay a teensy bit more on my electric 


bill to enjoy totally sustainable energy. My 
electricity is from wind only. Seventeen per- 
cent of Austinites are part of this GreenChoice 
program. Imagine if all of Austin got its elec- 
tric power from wind, methane, and solar. 

Native Landscaping 

I wandered in rapture at Ted’s Trees, a 
14-acre nursery on Tillery Street, collecting 
all the shrubs, trees, and plants I wanted 
and spent only half of what they cost. How? 
These beauties were on the city’s WaterWise 
list of low-water drinkers. I got three huge 
crepe myrtles, six mountain laurels, a carload 
of yucca and rosemary, more jasmine than I 
care to enumerate (these wild gals tend to get 
rambunctious), three Eve’s Necklaces, a Burr 
Oak, and a tall Southern magnolia - all for 
just about $700. They’re all native plants that 
can withstand the heat and take a drought. 


Composting & Dillo Dirt 

Food waste in landfills turns to methane 
gas and eats holes in the ozone. Composting 
these scraps reduces the load on landfills and 
feeds nutrients back to the soil. The Zilker 
Botanical Garden showcases a wide variety of 
composting systems. My favorite? A pile on 
the ground in an unobtrusive comer. It may 
attract a possum or two, but hey, everybody’s 
gotta eat. Sheet composting is the method I 
am working with now: a way to turn a yard of 
Saint Augustine grass or weeds into a wonder- 
ful mulched planting bed. Start with cardboard 
boxes, and cover all the ground you want to 
transform. Add grass clippings, yard waste, 
compost, and let it sit. If you want to amp up 
the action, toss some Dillo Dirt into the mix. 
If you haven’t met Dillo Dirt, you haven’t met

Austin. Our sewage sludge - yes, that’s what we flush - is 
combined with all the yard clippings collected curbside. The 
mix gets hot-compsted up to 170 degrees Fahrenheit, toasty 
enough to kill any pathogens, and voila! - Dillo Dirt! True 
recycling and delicious for your garden beds. 

Free-Range Chickens 

According to city laws, hens are allowed, but roosters 
are not. Here in East Austin, the birds are a familiar sight, 
strutting around inside fenced yards and gossiping away. 
Chickens simultaneously till and compost your soil and put 
you in touch with your food at the source. Chickens eat 
whatever I didn’t finish for dinner, then make my breakfast. 
The cycle is complete. Right now I’m building them a new 
coop made entirely of found materials from local trash piles 
and construction Dumpsters. They’ll have a skylight made of 
an intact car windshield and nest boxes of old dresser draw- 
ers. We’ll be in chicken condo heaven. 

Gray Water 

Gray water isn’t really gray. It’s eco-code language for house- 
hold water that is put to more than one use. As long as biocom- 
patible soaps are used, water can be routed from the bath, the 
laundry, and the kitchen sink, straight out to the garden. There, 
it will nourish your landscaping, sink into the water table, and 
rejoin the natural cycle - without ever seeing a molecule of 
chlorine, fluoride, or any other harsh chemicals. 


Water Barrels 

I’ve installed gutters around my casita, and I’m saving up 
the cash for a set of rain barrels. Since my family is a huge 
New Orleans tribe, 1 know now exactly how important it is 
to have a source of clean water should all municipal systems 
fail. Barrels with a screen on top to keep mosquitoes out and 
a hose bib attachment for watering cost about $125 retail. 
But Austin’s WaterWise program sells them for $60. 

Liquid Gold in the Garden 

This may seem far-out, but it’s as natural as breathing: 
Human pee is a free, nontoxic fertilizer for your garden! In 
Denmark, public bathrooms are constructed to filter urine 
into holding tanks. Farmers come from the countryside to 
pump it out, dilute with water, and add it to the fields - pee 
is their nation’s preferred fertilizer. You, too, can take a small 
step toward symbiosis with nature by keeping a pee bucket 
in the bathroom. Dilute it one to 10, then watch as your 
plants and trees have a party. 

My house and I have grand visions for our energy effi- 
ciency in the coming years. Permaculture food gardens will 
be planted where the lawn has been sheet-composted over. 
My neighbor’s abuela already has offered to share her secrets 
regarding grapefruit trees. And the kids on my block love 
to get their hands in dirt. Down the road, we’d like to take 
advantage of the city’s solar panels rebate program. Once 
we’ve saved $5,000, we’re going to make that electric meter 
run backward.
